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The SECOND PART. 

The Twenty-first CHAPTER of the 

Book of GENESIS, 



2606. ^ip^HE Word of the Old Teftament was formerly call'd the 
I iaitf and the Prophets ; by the Law were underftood 
^ all Hiiloricals, which are the five Books of Mo/fs, 
Judges, Samuel and Kings; by the Prophets, all the Prophecies 
which are oflfaiab, yeremiah, Ezekiei, Daniel, Hofea, Joel, Anos^ 
Obadiahj Jonah, Micah, Nahum, Habakuk, Zepbaniah, Haggai, 
Zechariabj Malacbi, as alfo the Pfalms of Dawt/. The Hiftoricais of 
the Word are alfo call'd Mojes, thence occafionally are put for the Law 
and the Prophets; it is faid, Mofeszvxd the Prophets j and the Prophe- 
cies Elias ', fee the Preface to Chap, xviti. Gen. 

2607. With regard to Hifloricals, all Things there are hiftorlcally 
true i befides thofe Things which are in tlie Firft Chapter of Gcnejis, 
which are Hiftorical Fa£ts, of which in the Firft Part; and altho' 
they are hiftorically true, yet have they an internal Senfe, and 
in that Senfe, like the Propheticals, treat only of the Lord, they 
alfo treat of Heaven and the Church, and alfo of thofe Things which 
are of Heaven and the Church, but .thofe Things are of the Lord, 
wherefore by them they look to the Lord, and from thence are the 
Word; all the Hiftoricais there are Reprefentatives, and all the Words, 
with which they arc defcribed, are Significatives ; that Hiftoricais arc 
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Reprefentatives, appears from what has been explained of Ahraham^ 
and will further appear from thofe Things which are ye:, by Divine 
Mercy, to be explained of Jfaac, of Jacob, of his twelve Sons, of 
Egypt, of the Peregrination of the People in the Defart, of their En- 
trance into the Land of Canaan, and of the reft. That all Words 
with which they are defcribed are Signlficatives, is plain alfo from 
thofe Things which have been fliewn, as that Names fignify Things, 
as Egypt Science, j^fchur the Raiional, Ephraim the Intelledtual, 
Tyre Knowledge, Zion the Church ccleflial, Jerufalem the Spiritual, 
and fo the reft; fo likewifc as to Words, as that King fignifies Truth, 
Prieft Good, and that the reft are in their internal Signification, as 
Kingdom, City, Houfe, Nation, People, Garden, Vineyards, 
Olive-yards, Gold, Silver, Brafs, Iron, Birds, Beafts, Bread, Wine, 
Oil, Morning, Day, Light, nnd this conftantly, as well In the hifto- 
rical Books as the Prophetical, aUho" they were written by various Men, 
and at different Times, whjch would not have been focnnftant, unlefs 
the Word had come from Heaven, From hence it may be known, 
.that there is an internal Senfe in the Word, befides alfo from this, 
that the Divine Word could never treat of mere Men, as o^ Abraham 
Ifaac, "Jacob, their Poftcrity, which was the worft of Nations, of 
their Kings, Wives, Sons, Daughters, Whores, Rapines, and the 
like, which confider'd in themfelves, are indeed not worthy to be 
named in the Word, unlefs by them were reprefented and ficinified 
fucli Things as are in the Kingdom of the Lord, thcfe Things are 
worthy of the Word. 

2608. Like unto ihefe are alfo many Things in the Proohets, as 
thofe which are alledgedj N. 1 888 ; and this in Ifaiah, " Therefoie 
*' fhall Modb howl for Moab, every one (hall howl; for the Fuunda- 
" tionsof Kir-charefeth ftiall ye mourn, furely they are ftricken. For 
" the Fields of Helhbon languish, and the Vine of Sibmah j the Lords 
" of the Heathen have broken down the principal Places ther^rof, 
** ihey are come even unto Juzer, they wandred thro' the Wildernefs, 
*' her Branches are ftretched out, they are gone over the Sea; 
*' Therefore will I bewail with the weeping of Jazcr, the Vine of 
** Sibmah: 1 will water thee with my Tears, O Hefhbon, ^nd 
*' Elealeh j for the Shouting for thy Summer- fruits, .ind for thy Hir- 
" veft, is fallen," xvi. 7, 8, 9. And in Jeremiah, " A Vpice of cry- 
" ing for Horonaim, Spoiling and great Deftrut^lon. Moab is 
" deftroyed, het little ones have caufed a Cry to be heard. For ia 
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^* the going up ofLohith, continual Weeping fhall go up; for in ihe 
/ going down of Horonahim the Enemies luve heard a Cry of 
* Deftruflion, Judgment is come upon the pUin Counny; upon 
" Holon, and upon Juhazar, and upon Mephaalh ; and upon Dibon, 
*' and upon Nebo, and upon Beth-diblai!iaim, and upon Kiri^thaim, 
" and upon Beth-gamul, and upon Beth-meon, and upon Kerioth, 
*' and upon Bozrah," xlviii, 3, 4, 5, 22, 23, 24, 25. Such are the 
Propheticals in many Places of the Word; whit;h unlefs they have an 
internal Senfe, would be ofno-Ufe; whereas it is neccflary, that the 
Word as it is Divine, (hould contain in it the Laws of the heavenly 
Kingdom, into which Man is to come. 

2f>09. But with relpedl to i\\^ Commandments of ISik, as they are 
all of the Decalogue, and more in the Law and the Prophets, thefe, 
becaufe they are of Service to the very Life of Man, are of Ufe in both 
Senfes, as well in the literal as in the internal, they were for the 
People of that Time, wlio did not apprehend Intenals; thofe Things 
which arc in the Internal Senfe, were for Angeh, who regard not 
Externals. Unlefs the Precepts of the Decalogue contained alfo 
Internals, they would never have been promulged in Mount Sinai 
with fo great a Miracle, for fuch as are there, as that of honouring 
Parent?, not to fteal, not to kill, not to commit Adultery, not to covet 
another Man's Goods, are what the Gentiles knew, and had them 
written in their Laws, and what the Children of I/rael as Men ought 
to have known without fuch a Promulgation, but becaufe thofe Com- 
mandments ferved for the Ufe of Life in both Senfes, and were as 
external Forms produced from internal, which correfpond to them- 
felves, therefore they defcended from Heaven upon Mount Sinai with 
fo great a Miracle, and in the internal Senfe were declared and heard 
in Heaven, but in the external Senfe were declared and heard on Earth ; 
as for Example, they who fliould honour their Parents fhail have their 
Lives polonged on Earth, the Angels who are in Heavpn, by Parents 
perceived the Lord, by Earth His Kingdom, which they who worihip 
Him in Love and Truth, fliould poffefs to Eternity as Sons and Heirs; 
but Men on Earth, by Parents underflood Parents, by Land the Land 
of Canaan, by the prolonging of their Days the Years of Life ; that 
by not to fteal, the Angels who are in Heaven, perceived, that they 
fliould take nothing from the Lord, and fliould attribute fomething to 
hisjuftice and Merit j but Men on Earth, that they muft not fteal; 
that tbefe Things are true in both Senfes is manifcft. Moreover, by 
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not to kill, the Angels in Heaven perceived, that they ftiould not 
hate any one, and that they fhould not extinguifti any Thing of 
Good or Truth in any Man ; but Men on Earth, that Friends arc not 
to be kill'd ; and Co of the reft. 
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1 A N D the Lord vifited Sarah, as he had ^d, and the Lord 
^^ did unto Sarah as he had fpokcn. 

2 For Sarah conceived, and bare Abraham a fon in his old age, at 
the fct time of which God had fpoken to him. 

3 And Abraliam called the name of bis fon, that was born unto 
him, whom Sarah bare to him, Ifaac. 

4 And Abraham circumcifed his fon Ifaac, being eight days old, as 
God had commanded him. 

5 And Abraham was an hundred years old, when his fbn Ilaac was 
born unto him. 

6 And Sarah faid, God hath made me to laugh, /b that all that hear 
will laogh with me. 

7 And ihe faid. Who would have iaid unto Abraham, that Sarah 
Oiould have given children fuck? for I have borne him a fon in his old 
age. 

8 And the child grew, and was weaned : and Abraham made a 
great feaft xhzfame day that Ifaac was weaned. 

9 And Saraii law the fon of Hagar the Egyptian, which ihe had 
borne unto Abraham, mocking. 

10 Wherefore (he laid unto Abraham, Call out thi» bond-woman, 
and her fon: for the fon of this bond- woman Ihall not be heir whh my 
fon, e^en with liaac. 

1 1 And the thing was very grievous in Abrahams fight, becaufe of 
his fon, 

1 2 And God faid to Abraham, Let it not be grievous in thy fight, 
becaufe of the lad, and becaufe of thy bond-woman. In all that 
Sarah hath faid unto thee, hearken unto her voke : for in liaac Ihall 
thy feed be called.

13 And alfo rtf the fon of the bond-woman will I make a nation,' 
becaufe he is thy feed. 

14 And Abraham rofe up early in the morning, and took bread, 
and a bottle of water, and gave it unto Hagar (putting it on her 
/boulder) and the child, and fent her away : and flic departed, and 
wandered in the wildernefs of Beer-fheba. 

1 5 And the water was fpent in the bottle, and {he caft the child 
under one of the ihrubs. 

i6 And Ihe went, and fat her down over againft him, a good way off, 
as it were a bow-fliot : for (he faid, Let me not fee the death of the 
child. And Ihe fat over againfl him^ and lift up her voice, and wept. 

17 And God heard the voice of the lad: and the Angel ofGod 
called to Hagar out of heaven, and faid unto her, What aileth 
thee, Hagar? fear not: for God hath heard the voice of the lad 
where he is. 

18 Arife, lift up the lad, and hold him in thine hand: for I will 
make him a great nation. 

1 9 And God opened her eyes, and (he faw a well of water, and (he 
went and filled the boule with water and gave the lad drink. 

20 And God was with the lad, and he grew, and dwelt in the 
wildernefs, and became an archer. 

21 And he dwelt in the wildernefs of Paran: and his mother took 
him a wife out of the land of Egypt. 

22 And it came to pafs at that time, that Abtmelech, and Phicol 
the chief captain of his hod fpake unto Abraham, faying, God (j with 
thee in all that thou doeft: 

23 Now therefore fwear unto me here by God, that thou wilt not 
deal falfly with me, nor with my fon, nor with my fons fon, But 
according to the kindnefs that I have done unto thee, thou (halt do 
unto me, and to the land wherein thou had fojoumed. 

24 And Abraham faid, I will fwear. 

25 And Abraham reproved Abimelecb, becaufe of a well of 
water which Abimelechs fervants had violently taken away. 

26 And Abimelech faid, I wot not who hath done this thing; 
neither didft thou tell me, neither yet heard I of it, but to day. 

27 And Abraham took (heep and oxen, and gave them unto 
Abimelech : and both of them made a covenant. 

28 And Abraham fet feven ewe lambs of the flock by themlelves. 

39 And 
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2g And Abimelech faid unto Abraham, What mean thefe feven 
ewe lambs which thou haft fet by themfelves ? 

30 And he fa'd, for thefe feven ewe lambs flialt thou take of my 
hand, that they may be a witnefs unto me, that I have digged this well. 

3 1 Wherefore he called that pkcc Beer-fheba : becaufe there they 
fware both of them. 

32 Thus they made a covenant at Beer-fheba : then Abimelech 
rofe up, and Phicol the chief captain of his hoft, and they returned 
into the land of the Pbiliftines. 

33 And Abraham planted a grove in Beer-ftieba, and called there 
on the Name of the Lord, the everlafting God. 

34 And Abraham fojourned in the land of the Philiftines many 
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The Internal Sense. 

2615, T 7ER- I- And Jehovah vifiud Sarah as he hadfaid^ and Jehovah 
V did unto Sarah as he badfpoken. Jehovah vifitcd Sarab^ fignifics 
the Prcfence of the Divine Celeftial in the Divine Spiritual. As he had faid» 
fignifies as he had perceived. And Jehovah did unto Sarah, figniBes the 
State of Union. As he had fpoken, fignifies as be thought. 

2616. Jehovah vifited Sarah^ that it fignifies the Prefence of the Divine 
celeftial in the Divine fpiritual, appears from the Signification of Jehovah, 
which is the Divine celeftial, that is, the Divine Good, or Being itfelf, which 
becaufe it is of Love and Mercy, is Good itfelf. Of the Signification of, to 
vifit, which is to be prefent ; and of the Signification of Sarah^ which is the 
Divine fpiritual, that it is the Divine Truth, fee N. 1468. 1901. 2063. 
2065. 2507. 

2617. As he had {aid, that it fignifies as he had perceived, appears from 
the Signification of, to fay, in the Hiftoricals of the Word, which is to 
perceive, of which, N. 2238. 2260. 2552. 

2618. And Jehovah did unto Sarab^ that it fignifies the State of Union, 
namely, of the Divine fpiritual of the Lord in His Divine celeftial, appears 
from the Signification of, to do, when it is predicated of the Divine of the 
Lord, which is every Thing of £(Fe<5b, and fo of State «, and from the Signifi- 
cation of Jehovah, likewife of Sarah^ of which juft above, N. 2616. With 
refped to the State of the Union of the Divine fpiritual of the Lord in his 
Divine celeftial, it is the very Marriage of Good and Truth, from whence is 
the Celeftial Marriage, which Marriage i^ the Kingdom of the Lord in the 
Heavens and the Earth, therefore the Kingdom of the Lord is fo often called 
in the Word a Marriage, and compared to a Marriage *, the Reafon, whiciu 
is a Secret, is, becaufe from the Divine Marriage of Good and Truth, 
and of the Divine Truth, and Good in the Lord, is all conjugal Love, 
and by this all Love celeftial and fpiritual. What Secrets are farther 
involved in thefe Words, ^^ That Jehovah vifited Sarah as he had faid, and 
Jehovah did unto Sarah as he had fpoken,'* cannot be declared, becaufe they 
are inexpreflSble, for they comprehend the very Sute of the Union of the 
Divine of the Lord with His Human ; its Appearances are prefented before 
the Angels by the Lord, by celeftial Lights, and are illuftrated by ineflFable 
Reprefcntations, but cannot before Men, becaufe they are fuch as are of the 
Light of the World, upon which they do not fail, nay, they are more oblcured 
by Defcription from fuch Things. 

2619. As he had fpoken, that it fignifies as he thought, appears from the 
Signification of, to fpeak, which is to think, of which N. 2271. Perceptiodt 
which is fignified by, Jehovah faid, was from the Divine celeftial *, but 
Thought, which is fignified by Jehovah fpoke, was from the Divine ctleftial 
by the Divine fpiritual, it is therefore as it were a Repetidon in the Senfe of the 
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Letter, namely, as he faiJ and as he had fpoken -, and to think From the Divine 
celertial by the Divine fpiritiial does not fall into the mod enlightened Apprc- 
hcnfiQn by thofe Things which arc of the Light of the World j hence it is 
plain how numbcrlefs other Things may ; that from Perception is Thought, 
may be frcn N. lyig. 2515. In Man, thus it is; Good is that from which 
he perceives, but Truth is that by which he thinks ; Good is of Love and its 
AtFciftions, To is from thence Perception, but Truth is of Faith, and fo is this 
of Thought", that is fignified in the Hiftoricals of the Word by, to Jay ^ but 
this by, to fpeak -, but when only, to fay, is read, then fomerimcs it fignifies to 
perceive, fometimes to think, btcaufc, to fay, involves both. 

2620. Ver. 2, For Sarah concehed, and hare Abraham a Son in his old Jge, 
el tbe/et 7ime ef which God bad fpoken to him. Conceived and bare, fignifies 
that it (houid be and exift. Sarab to Abraham, fignifies from the Union of 
the Divine fpjriiual with the Divine celeflial of the Lord. A Son, fignifies the 
Divine Rational. In his old Age , fignifies when his Days fhould be 
conjpleated, that his Human fliould be put off. At the fet Time fignifies, 
when the Rational (hould be fuch as that it fhould receive. Which God had 
Ipoken to him, fignifies as he would. 

2621. That fhe conceived and bare, fignifies that there fhould be and exiff-, 
namely, as it follows, a Divine Rational from the Union of the Divine fpiritual 
with the Divine Celeftial of the L.ord. That no other Conceptions and Births 
are undciltood in the internal Senfe of the Word, than fpiritual and celeflial, 
may be fecn N. 23^4 ; but here they are Divine, becaufe the Rational of the 
Lord made Divine is treated of, of whom, namely, of the Lord, is princi- 
pally predicated to Be and to Exift, for He alone Is and Exifts. As 10 what 
farther belongs to Be and to Exiff, they appear as if they were almuft the 
fame, but they are not; every Man and every Thing has its Being from Con- 
ception, but from Birth its Exiflence, fo, as that Conception is before Birth, 
Being is before Exigence. The Soul is the very Being of Man, but the Scnfi- 
tive or the Corporeal is liisExiftence; thus it is with all and fingular the Things 
in the Univerfe, for nothing is ever given which has not its Conception that 
it may Be, and its Birth that it may Exifl -, which may be alfo illuftratcd from 
this, but before the Learned, that every Effcft has its Caufe, that every 
Caufe has its End, the End is the Being of the Caufe, and Caufe is the 
End of Exiflence ; in like Manner the Caufe is the Being of the EfTcft, but 
ibe Effeft is the Exiflence of the Caufe. 

2622. Sarab to Abraham^ that it fignifies from the Union of the Divine 
Spiritual with the Divine Celeflial, appears from the Reprcfentation of Sarab^ 
which is the Divine fpiritual, or Divine Truth, of which N. 146S. 1901. 
Z063, 2065. 2172, 2193. 2198. 2507; and from the Reprefcntation of 
Abraham, which is the Divine Celeflial, or the Divine Good i of which N. 
16S9. 201 1. 2172. 219S. 2501. Of the Union of the Divine fpiritual 
with the Divine celeflial, may be feen what was faid above, N. 2618. 

2623. A Son, that it fignifies the Divine rational, appears from the Signi- 
fication of Soo -t Son in the inuroal Senfe of the Word fignifies Truth, N. 
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489.491,533 ', and becaufe Truth is the chief Thing in the Rational, N. 2072. 
2189. by Son is alfo fignificd the Rational 1 but here the Divine Rational, in 
which is principally Good ■, that Jfaac alfo who is here the Son, reprefents, 
will appear in the following. 

2624, In his old Age, that it fignifies when the Days are compleated that 
the Human Ihould be put off, may appear from the Signification of old Age, 
which is the State for the Human to be put off", and the Divine to be alTumed, 
of which, N. 2198; jfbrabam was then an hundred Years old, by which 
Number that the full State of the Union is fignified» will appear in the Expla- 
nation atVer. 5. 

2625. At the fet Time, that it fignifies when the Rational (liould be fuch 
as that it fiiould receive, may appear from the Signification of Time. There 
are two Things, which while Man lives in the World, appear elTentia), 
becaufe proper to his Nature, namely, Space and Time ; hence to live in 
Space and Time, is to live in the World or Nature, but thefe two Things 
are nothing in the other Life ; yet they appear in the World of Spirits as if 
ihey were fomething, for this Reafon, becaufe the Spirits frefli from the Body 
have with them an Idea of natural Things, but yet afterwards perceive, that 
Space or Time are not there, but for them States, and that in the other Life 
States correfpond to Spaces and Times in Nature, to Spaces States with 
refpcil to be, and to Times and States with refpeft to cxift ; of Space or Place 
fee N, 1274. 1379. 1380. 1382. Hence it may be evident to every one, 
what Idea Man may have while he is in the World or Nature, and of thofe 
Things which are of the other Life, and of many Secrets of Faith ; that he 
will not believe otherwife of thofe Things than by thofe which are in the 
World, nay, than what he can apprehend by Scnfuals, for he can fuppofe no 
otherwife, than that if he (hould lay afidc the Idea of Space and Time, more 
if Space and Time itfeif, that he Ihould be abfolutely nothing, and fo thac 
there would nothing be left for him, from which he might perceive and think, 
unlefs fomething confufed and incomprehenfible, whereas it is diredtly other- 
wife } the angelical Life is fo, which of all is the mofl: wife and mod happy. This 
is the Reafon that by Ages in the Word are not fignified Ages in the internal 
Senfe, but States, fo in this Verfe by old Age, not old Age ; as likewife by 
Numbers not Numbers, but certain States in particular, as by the Number of 
an hundred Years, of which in the following. From thclc Things it may 
now appear, that by Time We muft underftand State, State fhould be fignified 
when the Rational is fuch that it may receive. As to the Matter itfeif, namely, 
that the Divine rational (hould be and exift, from the Union of the Divine 
fpiritual with the Divine celeftial of the l,ord, when the Days (hould be com- 
pleated that the Human fhould be put off, and the Rational ihould be fuch 
aB that it might receive, which are fignified by " Ihe conceived and bare 
** Abraham a Son in his old Age, at the fet Time," it muft be known, that 
the Human begins in the Intimate of the Rational, as may hz feen N. 2106. 
21941 and that the Lord fuccelTivcly advanced to the Union of the Human 
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ElTence with the Divine, and of the Divine v/hh the Human, N. 1864. 20J3. 
2523; and this by his own Power, N. 1921. 2025. 1026. 2083; by con- 
tinual Temptations, and Viflories, N. 1737. 1813. 1690; and by continual 
Rcvdarions From his own Divine, N. 1616. 2500 ; and this at length lb as that 
he expelled all the macemal Hunfian, N. i+u- 1444. 25741 aid fo as that 
he made his own Human, with refpc£l to the Rational Divine, according to 
what is in this Verfc. Hence it is plain, how it is to be underflood, when 
the Days fhould be connpleated that the Human fiiould be put off, and the 
Rational fliould be fuch as that it fliould receive; fonic Idea of thefc Things 
may be had from what is done in fuch as are regenerated-, the Celeftials 
which arc of Love, and the Spirituals which are of Faith, are not implanted 
in them all together, but fuccefTivciy by the Lord, and when by them the 
Rational of Man is made fuch, as that it can receive, then he is firft regene- 
rated, as very often by the Temptations in which he conquers ; while thefe 
Things are done, the Days arc compleated, that he ihould put off the old 
Man and put on the new, concerning the Regeneration of Man may be fecn 
N. 677. 679. 711. S48. 9S6. 1555. 2475- 

2626. Of which God had fpqken 'to him, that it fignifics as he would, 
may appear from the Signification of, to fpeak, which is to think, of which, 
N. 2271. 2286. 2619^ but that here it is to will, ts becaufe it is laid, that 
God fpoke, for to think, in the Divine rs, to will. 

2627. Ver. 3. Jnd Mraham called the Name of bis Son whhb was born 
vnto bim, whom Sarah bare to bim, Ifaac. Abraham called the Name of his 
Son which was born unto him, fignifies hisQyaitty which was Divine. Which 
Sarab bare unto him, fignifics to be and cxift from the Divine fpiritual united 
to the Divine celeftia). Ifau fignifies the Divine Rational. 

2628. Abraham called the Name of his Son which was born unto him, that 
it fignifies his Quality, which was Divine, appears from the Reprefentation 
oi Abraham, which is the Lord with relped to the Divine ccldbal, or the 
Divine Good, of which often before; from the Signification of, 10 call his 
Name; which is Quality, of which N. 144. 145. 1754. 1896. 20091 and 
from the Signification of Son, which is the Rational, of which N. 2623, Iike- 
wife from the Signification of, born to him, which is to cxift from the Di- 
vine; hence it ii plain, that Abraham called the Name of his Son who was 
born unto him, fignifies his Quality that it was Divine. From thefe few 
Words it is manifcft, that three Secrets are in thole who are in the internal 
Senfe. The Kwfi is, that the Divine Human of the Lord cxirts from the 
Divine Iifelf of which it is farther treated in this Verfe. Another^ that the 
Divine Human of the Lord, was not only conceived from Jehovah, but was 
alfo born, hence the Lord as to his Divine, is culled the Son of God, and the 
Only- begotten, John \. 14, 18, 50. Chap. iii. 16, 18, ^s^ 36. Chap. v. 19. 
to 27. Chap. vi. 69. Chap. ix. 35. Chap. x. 36. Chap. xi. 27. Chap. xiv. 13,

2629. Which Sarab bare unto him, that it fignifies to be and exift from the 
Divine fpirilual united to the Divine celeftial, appears from the Signification 
of, to bring forth, which is, to exift, of which, N. 2621, and becaufc 
Birth involves Conception, and Birth, or to cxift, is from the Divine 
fpiricual, and Conception, or to be, from the Divine celeftial, which are here 
united, hence, to bring forth, fignifies both to be and to exift -, likcwife from the 
Repiefentation oi Sarah., which is the Divine fpiritual united to the Divine 
celeftial, of which, N. 1468. 1901. 2063. 2065. 2172. 2193. 2198. 2507, 
Thefe Thirgs are more fecret than can be dcfcribed, nay, than can be 
illuftrated by any Thing in the World, they are for angelical Minds, in which 
thefe Things appear by Incffables in the Light of Heaven. 

2630. Ifaac, that it fignifies the Rational Divine, appears from thofe 
Things which have been before faid o{ Abraham^ Ifaac and Jacob, N, 1893. 
2066. 2083, namely, that Abraham reprefenied the Supreme Divine, Ijaac 
the Divine Rational, and Jacob the Divine Natural of Him; as alfo from the 
following, where we ftiall fpeak ot J/aac. 

2631. Vcr. 4. And Abraham circumcijed his Sen Ifaac, being eight Days old, 
as God had commanded him. Abraham circumciled hiS Son Ifaac, finnifics the 
Purification of the Rational. His Son the eighth Day, fignifies chc Beginning 
and Continuance. As God had commanded him, fignifies according to 
Divine Order. 

2632. jiirai'dOT circumcifed his Son ^ar, that it fignifies the Purification 
of the Rational, appears from the Signification of, to be circumcircd, which is 
lo be purified, of which, N. 2039 -, and from the Reprcfentation of JfaaCt 
which is the Rational Divine, of which, N. 2630. That the firft Rational 
of the Lord was born as in others, namrly, by Scieniifics and Knowledge, 
has been before faid, where we treated of Ifmael, by whom that Rational is 
rcprcfentcd ; ihis, becaufe It was born by Scientihcs and Knowledge, fo by an 
external Way, which is of the Senfuals, as in othcis, it could not be but he 
inuft have much in him from mundane Things, for the Ideas of the 
Rational arc acquired from thence, and this the more, becaufe it was heredi- 
ury to him from his Mother-, ihcfc Thing' were mundane, and this the He- 
reditary, which the Lord fucceftively expelled from liis Rational, and this till 
it ftiould be fuch, that it might receive tlie Divine, N. 2624. 2625 1 then was 
born the Divine Rational of the Lord, which is reprelcntcd by Ifaac, N. 2630; 
and indeed not by an external Way, which is of the Scnfual^as the Rational 
before, but by an internal Way from the Divine Itfelf, N. 2628. 26291 this 
brcaulc it was not done at once, but fucceftively, N. 1-690. 2033, it was 
purified, and this continually, which is fignificd by, that Abraham circum- 
ciled his Sun, his Son of eight Diiys old. That the Lord matie his Rational 
fucccfllvely Divine, and continually purified it, appears alfo in John, "Father, 
" glorify thy Name. Then came there a Voice Jrom Heaven, faying, I hu\ a 

" both 
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*' both glorified if, and will glorify it again," xii. 2S. that to glorify 
is to make the Divine, may be fecn, N. 1603, 1999. By Circumcifion iit 
the Antient Church, there is no other Thing rcprefenlcd and fignificd, 
than ihai Man rtiouid be purified from the Loves of Self and the World, and 
this alfo fuccelTiveljr and continually, as may be feen N. 2039. 2046. at the 
End. 2049. 2056, cfpecially when he was born a-ncw, or when he is regene- 
rated, for then the Lord flows in by the internal Way, that is, by the Good 
of Confcicnce, and fcparates thofe Things fuccelTively and continually, which 
adhere from the Hereditary, and from actual Evil. 

2633. His Son being eight Days old, that it fignifies Beginning and Continu- 
ance, appears from the Signification of the eighth Day, on which they were 
circumcifcd, which is at) Manner of Beginning, fo Continuance of which 
N. 2044, 

2634. As God had commanded him, that it fignifies according to Di- 
vine Order, appears from the Signification of, God to command, or of Com- 
mandments ; the Commandments of God, or thofc Things which God has 
commanded, are all and fingular of the Divine Order, infomuch that the 
Divine Order cannot be other than the perpetual Commandment of God j 
wherefore to live according to the Commandments of God, and in the Com- 
mandments of God, is according to the Divine Order and in the Divine 
Order; hence it is, that, by God commanded him, here is fignificd according 
to Divine Order. It was according to Divine Order, that every Male 
Child fliould be circumcifcd at eight Days old, not that Circumcifion could 
do any Thing, or that ihey who are circumcifcd enter into the Kingdom of the 
L«rd before theUncircumcifed j but becaufe fuch a Rite in the Church Repre- 
fenutive corrcfpondcd to the Purification of the Heart, of which Correfpon- 
dence, by the Divine Mercy of the Lord, we fhill fpcak of elfe-where. That 
the Heart, that is, the Interiors of Man, are to be fuccefTivcly and continu- 
ally purified from the Evils which are of Lufts, and from the Falfities which 
are of Phantafies from thence, is according to Divine Order, the Com- 
mandments concerning the Purification of the Heart are all and fingular of the 
Divine Order-, fo much therefore as Man lives in thofc Precepts, fo much he 
lives in the Divine Order 1 and fo much as he lives in this, fo much in him 
are all Things difpofed by the Lord according to the Order which is by Him 
in the Heavens, as well with regard to his Rationals as Scientificsi hence 
Man becomes a little Heaven correfpondeni to the Greateft. 

2635. Ver. 5, AndMraham was an hundred Tears old when his Sen Ifaae 
vsas born unto him. Abraham was an hundred Years old, fignifies the full 
State of Union. When Ifaac was born unto him, fignifies when the Rational 
of the Lord was made Divine. 

1636. Abraham was an hundred Years old, that it fignifies the full State 
of Union, appears from the Signification of an Hundred, which is f""J"cfs, 
of which prclently in the following, and from the Signification of Years, 
which is State, of which N. 482. 487. 488. 493. 893, here the State of 
Union. What the full State of the Union of the Divine of the Lord with 

his 
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his Human is, or which is the fame Thing, with his Rational, for the 
Human begins from the Intimate of the Rational, N. 2106. 2194, cannot 
fo well be dccbrcd to ihe Apprehenfion, but yet may be illuftrated by 
thofe Things which in Man are callej a full State when he is reformed 
and regenerated. It is known, that he cannot be regenerated bur in an 
idult Age, bccaufe he then firft becomes capable by Reafon and Judgmtnt, 
and fo can receive Good and Truth from the Lord 1 before he comes into 
that State, he is prepared by the Lord for it, that fuch Things may be 
inlinuated into him, that may ferve him for a Ground of receiving the Sceda 
of Truth and Good, which are more States of Innocence and Charity, as 
atfo the Knowledge of Truth and Good, and from thence Thoughts, which 
is done in many Years before he is regenerated ; when a Man is inftrufted in 
thefe, and lb is prepared, then his State is faid to be full, for then the In- 
teriors are difpofed to receive ; in Man, all thefe Things with which he is 
endowed by the Lord before Regeneration, and by which he is regenerated, 
are called Remains, which in the Word are ligniBed by the Number Ten, 
N. 57(5. 1738. 22p4-, likewife by an Hundred, when there is the full State 
for Regeneration, N. 1988. Thefe Things may be taken for an Illuftration 
of what is fignified by the full State of the Union of the Human with the 
Divine in the Lord, namely, when He by his own Power, by the Fights of 
Temptations and Vidories, and by the Powers of Divine Wifdom and Un- 
derftanding, acquired to himfcif fo much of the Divine in the Human, that 
is, in the Rational, that he might unite the Divine Itfelf to the Divine 
acquired. That this State might be repreftnted, it was fb ordet'd, that 
Ifaac (hould not be born to Abraham, altho' he continued many Years in the 
Land of Canaan, before he was an hundred Years old. Thefe are the 
Secrets which are contained in the Number of an hundred Years. l"hat the 
Number an Hundred fignifies Plenitude, may alfo appear from other Places 
in the Word, as in Ifaiab, "■ There ihall be no more thence an Infant of 
*' Days, nor an old Man that hath not filled his Days -, for the Child Jhall 
*' die an hundred Tears eld, but i\i^ Sxnner \x.\x\% an hundred Tears old ihall 
*' be accurfed," xlv. 20. where an Hundred is manifeftly put for Fulnefs, 
for it is faid, there fhall be no more an Infant of Days, nor an old Man that 
hath not filled his Days, and the Child and the Sinner of an hundred Years 
old, that is, when his State is full. In J^llbew, *' And every one that 
•' hath forfaken Houfes, or Brethren, or Sifters, or Father, or Mother, or 
*' Wife, or Children, or Lands for my Name's Sake, Ihall receive an 
•' Hundredfold, and ftiall inherit cverlafting Life,*' xix. 29. Mark x. 29, 30. 
where an Hundred-fold is put for Fulnefs, or got)d Meafure, prefTcd down, 
fliook together and running over, Luke vi. 38. In Luke, " And other fell 
** on good Ground, and fprang up, and bare Fruit an Hundred-fold," viii. 8, 
Matt. xii. 8. 23. Mark iv. 20. where alfo an Hurtdred is put for Fulnefs, 
which Number would not have been laid, unlefs it had fignified that. In 
like Manner where the Lord fpeaks of the " Debtors, that one owed an

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*' hundred M^iCaies of Oil, ar.il another an hundred Meafures of Wheat,'' 
Ltike xvi. 5, 6, 7. fo alfo in odiT Places wlierc an Hundred is named ; fo it 
is with a Tlioufand, of whicli Number (ee N". 2575. 

2637. When his Son Ifaae was born unto him, that it fignifics when the 
Rational of the Lord was made Divine, a(-]>i irs from the Signification of, 
to be born, which is, to exill, of which N. 2584. 2621, 2629; and from 
the ReprefentsttoTi of IfaaCy wlnth is the Divine Rational, of which N. 2630 t 
this is faid tk> be born tn yil>rabim, when his Divine was made holy, as alfo 
above, Vcr, 3. " Abrah.im called the Name ol his Son which was iorn unto 
** hifftt' as may be fetn N. 2628. 

26^8. Ver. 6, 7. And Sarah faid, God hath made me lo laugh, fo that all 
that hear will laugh wilh ms. Jnd fhe faid, Who would have faid unto 
Abraham, thai Sarah fhouui have given Children fuck ? for I have borne him a 
Son in his el^Age. Sarah laid, fignifies Perception from the Divine fpiricual. 
God hath made me to l^ugh, fignifies the Affeftion of Truth ccleftial. So 
that all that hear w.ll laugh with me, figni6es that all there fliould have an 
Affeftion. And (he faid, fignifies Thought. Who would have faid unto 
Abraham that Sarah ftiould have given fuck, fignifies fbould of his own 
Power implant the Human Divine, For I have borne him a Son in his 
old Age, fignifies that this would be done when the Days fhould be com- 
pleated. 

2639. Sarah faid, that it fignifies Perception from the Divine fpiritual, 
appears from the Signification of, to fay, which is to perceive, of which 
often; and from the Reprefcnlation of Sarah, which is the Divine fpiritual, 
or the Divine Truth, of which N. 2622. 

2640. God hath made me to laugh, that it fignifies the AfFeftion of 
Truth celeftial, appears from the Signification of Laughter, which is the 
AfTeftion of Truth, of which, N. 2072. 2216; and from God to make^ 
which is the Celeftial from which. 

2641. So that all that hear fhall laugh with me, that it fignifies all Things 
there that fhould have Affection, appears frotn the Signification of, to hear 
and to laugh ; to hear in the Word is predicated of thofe Things which are 
of the Affeftion, but to fee, of thofe Things which are of Thought, which 
may appear from very many Places in the Word, as alfo from,Correrpon- 
dencies, as may be feen N. 2542 ; here bccaufe the Affcftion of Truth 
celeftial is treated of, it is faid, every one that hears, by which are .fig- 
nified all Things of Aff"c6tion. That to laugh is to be atfefted with 
Truth, or to have the AfFeftion of Truth, may be feen N. 2072. 2216. 
2640. 

2642. And fKe faid, that it fignifies Thought, appears frotn the Sig- 
nification of, to fay, of which often, fee 4^ 19 at the End. 

2643. Who would have faid unto Abraham, that Sarah fliould have given 
fuck, that it fignifies that the Lord by his own Power ftiould implant the 
Human in the Divine, appears from the Reprefeniation oi Abraham, alfo of 

Sarah, 
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Sarab^ alfo from the SigniBcation of, to give fuck, and of Children ; that 
Abraham reprcfents the Divine Good, and Sarah the Divine Truth, has been 
fhewn s that Milk is fpiritual from a celcftial Original, or Good from Truth, 
may be feen N. 2184, fo to give fuck is to implant that ; that Sons are 
Truths, here thofe Things which are in the Rational, may appear from the 
Signification of Sons, N. 489. 490. 491. 533. That thefe Things in the internal 
Senfe fignify, that the Lord by his own Power (hould implant the Human 
in the Dirine, is becaufe the Divine Truth is the fame as the Divine Human, 
of which when it is faid, that it (hould give fuck to Abraham's Children, it is 
fignified that he would implant the Human in the Divine, and becaufe the 
Human, it is of his own Power. But thefe Things can hardly be explained 
more clearly to the Underftanding ; if we were to infifl: more largely, it 
would obfcure the Senfe yet more, for they are Divine, which can only ap« 
pear before Angels by Celeftials and Spirituals, if they were prefented before 
Man in any Style more elevated, they would fall into the material and 
corporeal Ideas which Man has. Moreover, it mufl: be known, that the 
Divine Rational of the Lord with refped to its Quality when it is firfl: born, 
may be defcribed in thefe Words, God hath made me to laugh^ fo that all that 
bear will laugh with me. And Jbe faid^ who would have faid unto Abraham^ 
that Sarah fbould have given fuck \ for it was according to antient Cuftom, 
when an Infant was born, to give it a fignificative Name, and that its State (hould 
then alio be defcribed ; as when Cain was born to Eve and Adam^ Gen. iv. i. 
when Setb was born to them. Gen. iv. 25. Noab to Lamech^ Gen. v. 29. the 
twelve Children to Jacobs Gen. xxix. 32, 33, 34, 35. Chap. xxx. 6, 8, 11, 
13, 18,20, 24. Chap. XXXV. 18. PbarezzvAZarab to Tbamar^ Gen. xxxviii. 
29, 30. Manajfes and Epbraim to Jofepb^ Gen. xli. 51, 52. Gerjhom and 
Eliezer to Mo/es^ Exod. ii. 22. Chap, xviii. 4. what all thefe reprefent and 
what they fignify in the internal Senfe, is involved in the Defcription added 
to the Name which was given them ; fo here what Jfaac *, but what is 
involved appears a little from the fummary Explanation, but deeper Secrets 
are concealra, for they are Divine, which are inexpreflible by any Forms or 
Faihion of Words.

7. now follows concerning 
the Separation of the human Maternal, and is continued to Ver, iz. which 
Separation in this Verfe is fignified by the Weaning of Ifaac, and in the 
following it is reprefcnted by the Son of Hagar that he was fent away j and 
bccaufe the Union of the Divine of the Lord with his Human, and of iht 
Human with the Divine, is the very Marriage of Good and Truth, and 
from thence is the Marriage Ccleftial, which is the fame as the Kingdom of 
the Lord, therefore a great Feaft is mentioned, which Abraham made when 
Jfaac was weaned, by which the firft Part of the Marriage or the firft Union 
is fignified, which Fcart, unlels it had fignified a Secret, would never have 
been mention'd, Becaufe it now follows concerning the Separation of the 
firft Human, which the Lord had from his Mother, and the Length of his 
plenary Exuition or putting it off, it mufl be known, that the Lord 
fuccellively and continually till the laft Moment of his Life, when he was 
glorified, was feparating from himfelf and putting off that which was 
merely Human, namely, that which he drew from his Mother, till at 
length he was no longer her Son, but the Son of God, as well with regard 
to his Conception as his Nativity, and fo was one with the Father, 
and Jehovah Himfelf.

Jefus faith unto her, Weman^ vjbat have I to do will thee?'* 
il. 3,4. In Mailbewy " One faid unto him, Behold thy Mother and thy Brc* 
" thren ftand without, dcfiring to fpeak with thee. But he anfwercd and 
*' faid unio him that told him, fVho ii my Mother? and who are my Brethren? 
" And he (tretched forth his Hand toward his Difciples, and faid. Behold nrf 
*' Mother, and my Brethren. For whofoever (hall do the Will of my Father 
*' which is in Heaven, the fame is my Brother, and Sifter, and Mother," xii. 
47,48,49,50. JWisri iii. 32, 33, 34, 35. jC-Biis viii. 20, 21. XnLuke, " A 
*' certain Woman of the Company lilt up her Voice, and faid unto him, 
*' Bleffed is the Womb that bare thee, and the Paps which thou haft fucked. 
" But he (aid, yea, rather blefled are they that hear the Word of God and 
*' keep it," xi, 27, 28. where when the Woman fpokeof his Mother, the Lord 
refctr'd to thofe above, namely, that whofocver fhould do the Will of my 
Father, he is my Brother, Sifter, and Mother, which is the fame Thing with 
thefe Words, Blefled are they who hear the Word of God, and keep it. In 
John. " When Jefus therefore faw his Mother, and the Difciple ftanding by, 
" whom he loved, he faith unto his Mother, If-^oman^ behold thy Son. 
" Then faith he unto the Difciple, Behold thy Mother. And from that Hour 
" that Difciple took her to his own Home," xix, 26, 27. From which 
Words it is plain, that the Lord fpoke to her in the Manner he thought 
when fhe (aw him on the Crofs, but yet he does not call her Mother but 
Woman, and that he transfers the Name of Mother to thofe who are fignified 
by Difciples, wherefore he faid to the Difciple, behold thy Mother. This is 
yet more evident from the Words of our Lord in Matthew^ " While the 
" Pharifees were gathered together, Jcfus alked them, faying. What think 
*' yeotChrift? whofe Son is he ? they fay unto him, the Son of David. He 
" faith unto them. How then doth David in Spirit call him Lord, faying the 
*' Lord faid unto my Lord, fit thou on my right Hand till I make thine 
*' Enemies thy Footftool ? IJ David then call him Lord, how is be bis Son? 
" And no Man was able to anfwer him a Word, neither dutft any Man (from 
" that Day forth) afk him any more Qiicftions," xxii. 41 to the End, Mark 
xii, 35, 36, 37. Luke XX. 42, 43, 44. fo that he was no longer the Son of David 
as to the Flefh, Moreover, with refpeft to the Sepcration and Exuition of the 
human Maternal, this they do not apprehend, wbocnieitain merely corporeal 
Ideas of the Human of the Lord, and think of that, as of the Human of any 
other Man, hence fuch take their Scandals; they do not know, that fuch as is 
the Lile, fuch is the Man, and that the Divine Being of Life, or Jehovah, 
was in the Lord from his Conception, and that the like Being of Life in his 
Human remained by the Union.

2651. And Sarah faw, that it fignifies the Intuition of the Lord from the 
Divine Spiritual, appears from the Signification of, to fee, which is to under- 
ftand, of which, N. 897.2150.2325, which is the fame Thing as to behold 
from the Sight of the Mind -, and from the Rcpre fen cation of Sarah, which is 
the Divine fpiritual, or the Divine Truth, of which, N. 2622. Sarah faw, 
is, that the Divine fpiritual (hould behold, which is the fame Thing, as the 
Lord's beholding from the Divine fpiritual, 

2652. The Son of Hagar the Egyptian^ that it fignifies into the Rational 
merely human, and that Hagar the Egyptian is the Affeftion of Sciences of 
which that Rational was born as of the Mother, appears from the Significa- 
tion of the Son, namely, Jfmael, which is the firft Rational in the Lord, of 
which in Chap. xvi. Gen. where Hagar and Ifmael are treated of; and from 
the Reprefentation of him, and Hagar the Egyptian his Mother, of whom alfo 
there. That the firft or merely human Rational in the Lord, was conceived 
of the Divine celeftial as of the Father, and born of the Affeftion of Sciences 
as of the Mother, may be feen N. 1895. 1896. 1902. 1910. 

2653. Which the had borne unto Abraham, that it fignifies that it fhould be 
from the Divine Celeftial as from the Father, appears from the Signification 
of, to bear Children, which is, to cxift, of which N. 262 1. 2629; and from, 
the Reprefentation of Abraham, which is the Divine CcIelVial, of which N. 
1989. 2011. 2172. 2198. 2501. That that Rational proceeds from the 
Divine celeftial of the Lord, as if it were from the Father, may be fcen N, 
1895. 1896. 1902. 1910. 

1654. Mocking, that it fignifies not congruous and favouring the Divine 
Rational, may appear from the Signification of, to mock, which is of the 
AfFcftion againll: that, which does not agree with and favour icfelf. In the pre- 
ceding Vcrfe it is faid, the Child grew and was weaned, and that Abraham 
made a great Feaft when he weaned Jfaac, by which is fignified, that when 
the Rational of the Lord fliould become Divine, the Rational which was 
before, fhould be feparated ; therefore now immediately follows concerning 
the Son of Hagar the Egyptian, by whom that that Rational is underflood, 
was fhcwn in the Explanation of Chapter xvi. of Gen. where Ifmael and Hagar 
were treated of; hence alfo it is plain that thofe Things which are in an inter- 
nal Scnfe, follow in a continued Series. But with refpeift to the firfl 
Rational of the Lord, this becaufe it was born as in another Man, namely, 
by f-ciences and Knowledge, it could not otherwife be but in the Appearances 
of Truth, which arc not Truths in themfelves, as may appear from thofeThings 
which were aliedged N. 1911. 1996. 2196. 2203. 2209. 2519; and becaufe 
(hey were in the Appearances of Truth, they could not agree to it, nor favour 
Truths without Appearances, fuch are the Divine, as well becaufe it does not 
dcQre them, at becaufe they arc againft it. But let Examples be for an lllu- 
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ftration: The Rational human, namely, that which Nature has from mundane 
Tilings by Senfuals, and afterwards of Things analogous of Mundane by Sci- 
entifics and Knowledge, almoft derides this or mocks, if ir Oioiild be faid to 
it ihat it rould not live of itfelf, but that i: appears to it as if ic did live oF 
itfelf; and that he would live more, that is, more wifely and under- 
flandinglv, more ^applly and agreeably, who believes lefs, that he lives of 
himfelf, and iliat this is the Life of Angels, principally of thofe who are ce- 
leftial. and are intimate or neareft to the Lord -, for they know that none lives 
of himfelf, but Jehovah alone, that is, the Lord. That Rational would like- 
wife mock, if it Ihould be faiJ, that it has no Ability of its own, but that 
Faiiacy or Appearance is that which it has; and yet more if it (hou'd be faid 
to it, that the more that which is its own Ability is in Fallacy, fo much the 
Icfs he h-is, and on the contrary i in like Manner, that whatever he thinks 
and afts from his own Ability, n Ev.l, altho' it fliould be good -, and that 
he cannot be wif?, before he believes and perceives, that all Evil is from Hell, 
and all (ror^d it from the Lord ; in that i-'aith, nay, in that Perception are all 
the Angels, who have yet a more abundant Ability than all Men, but they 
know and perceive thjt they have it from the Lord, but that it appears as 
if It were whully their own. Moreover, that Rational would mock, if ic 
fiiould be faid, that they are the greaieft in Heaven who are the Jcaft \ that 
they are the wifeft who believe and perceive that they are the lead wife ; that 
tliey are the happirft, who would have others to be the moft happy, but thcm- 
fclvcs the ieall ; that it is Heaven to defirc to be below all, but Hell to be 
above all; confequenily, that in the Glory of Heaven, there is abfolutely 
nothing which is in the Glory of the World. In like Mdnner,that Rational would 
mock, if it Ihould be faid, that in the other Life there is nothing of Space or 
Time, but that they are Stales according to which are Appearances ■, and that 
Life is fo much the mote heavenly the farther it is removed from thofc Things 
which are of Space and Time, and by how much nearer it is to ihofe Things 
which arc to Eternity, in which, namely. Eternity, there is abfoluccly no* 
thing from the Idea of Time, nor from any Thing analagous of it i fo in 
innumerable other Things. That there fhould be fuch Things in the Ratio- 
nal merely human, and therefore that this Rational Ihould mock, at Divine 
Things, the Lord faw, and indeed from the Divine Ipiritual which is fignified 
by, ^Ai Sarah law the Son of Hagar ihe Egyplian, N. 2651. 2652. That 
Man can from the Interior behold ihoie Things which are in himfelf, which 
arc below, is known by Experience to thofe who are in Perception, aifo to 
thofe who are in Confcience, for ihey fee fo far, that they can oorreft their 
own Thoughts. Hence they may be regenerated, by feeing what their Ra- 
tional was which was in them before Regeneration! but fuch Perception in 
Man is from the Lord, but that of the Lord was from Himfelf. 

2655. Vcr. 10. Whertfore Jhe [aid unto Abraham, Caji out ibis Bend woman 
and her Sen ; for the Sen of this Bond-ivemanjhail net be Heir witbmy Sen, even 
with I/aac. She faid to Abraham, lignifies Perception from the Divine. Calt

out this Bond-woman and her Son, fignlfies that thofe Things which are of 
the Rational merely human iTiould be exterminated. For the Son of this 
Bond-woman ftiall not be Heir with my Son, even with Ifaac, fignifies that 
the Rational merely human cannot have a Life in common with the Rational 
Divine itfclf, neither with refpedl to Truth nor with refpeft to Good. 

2656. She raid unto Abraham, that it fignifies Perception from the Divine, 
appears from the Signification of, to fay, in the Hiftoricals of the Word, 
which is to perceive, of which often before; and from the Reprefcntation of 
Abraham which is the Divine celeftial or Divine Good, of which, N. 2622. 

2657. That, cad out this Bond-woman and her Son, fignifies that thofe 
Things which are of the Rational merely human (hould be exterminated 5 ap- 
pears from the Signification of, to call out, which is to txterminace; and 
from the Signification of Bond-woman, which is the AlFcdion ofRationaij 
and Scieniifics, fa the Good of them, of which, N. 25671 and from the 
Signification of Son, which is the Truth of that Rational, of which, N. 264. 
489. 535. 1147; but it is Good and Truth apparent, which are prcilicated 
of this firft Rational or merely human, hence it is, that, caft out this Bond- 
woman and her Son, fignifies that thofe Things which are of the Rational 
merely human fhould be exterminated. How this is, namely, that the firft 
Rational was exterminated when the Divine fucceeded, his before been occa- 
fionally fiid and fiiewn, but as it is here particularly treated of, it Ihall be 
farther explained in a few Words. There are in every Man, who is regene- 
rated, two Rationals, one before Regeneration, the other after Regeneration. 
The firfl, which is before Regeneration, is acquired by ihe Experiences of the 
Senfes, by Refleftions on thofe Things which are in civil Life, and in the moral 
Life, by Sciences, and by Reafonings from thence and by them, alfo by the 
Knowledge of Spirituals from the Doiftnne of Faith or from the Word ; but 
thefe then go no farther than a little above the Mcas of the corporeal Memory, 
which refpcftively are altogether material ; therefore whatever he then thinks, 
is from fuch Things, or that they may be comprehended by the interior or 
intclled.ual Sight, the like of fuch Things appear comparatively or analogically j 
of this Sort is the firit Rational, or that which is before Regeneration. 
But the Rational after Regeneration is formed by the Lord by the Affeftions 
of Truth and Good SpiriiujI j which Affciftions arc wonderfully implanted by 
the Lord in the Truths of the former Rational, and k> thofe Things there which 
arc congruous, and favour, are enlivened, bur the r-ll, as being of no Ufe, 
arc feparatcd from thence, fo that at length Virtues and Truths (piritual are 
colie^cd as it were into Bundles, the incongruous being thrown away, which 
cannot be enlivened, as it were to a Periphery, and this fucceffiveiy as Virtue* 
and Truths fpiritual increafe with the Life of their Affeiflions j hence it is plain, 
what the other Rational is. How thefe Things are, may be illuftratcd by a 
Comparifon with the Fruit of Trees; the Fiift Rational is in the Beginning 
Jike Green Fruit, which gradually ripens, till at length it plants the Seeds 
within itielfi when it is of an Age, that it bcgin-^ to feparatc itfelf from the 
Tree, then is iuSutc full, of which above, N. 2636. But the other Rational, 
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with which he is endowed by the Lord, when he is regenerated, is as the fame 
Fruit in good Ground, in which thofe Seeds which arc ftrewed about, ror, 
and thefe pufh thcmfclves out from their fecrcc Vitals, fhoot out the Root, 
then a Slip above the Ground, which grows into a new Tree, and unfolds 
itfelf, till at length it produces new Fruits, afterwards grows into Gardens 
and Paradifes, according to the Affedions of Good and Truth, which it 
receives, as may be feen, jWii;/, xiii. 31, 32. JohniC\\. 24. But as Examples 
are more convincing, let the Abiltly which a Man has before Regeneration, 
and the Jbiiity which he has after Regeneration, ftand for an Example. 
From the lirft Rational, which he acquires to himfelf by Mediates, of which 
above, Man believes that of himfelf, fo of his own Ability, he thinks 
Truth and does Good, this the firft Rational cannot othcrwife apprehend, 
allho* it be inftrufted, that all the Good of Love, and all the Truth of 
Faith, is from the Lord : But when he is regenerated, which is in his adult 
Age, from the other Rational, with which he is endowed from the Lord, he 
begins to think, that Good and Truth is not from himfelf or his own Ability, 
but from the Lord, but yet'that he does Good and thinks Truth as if ic 
were from himfelf, as may be feen N. 1937. 1947; then the more he is con- 
firmed in this, fo much the more is he brought into the Light of Truth concern- 
ing thofe Things, till at length he believes that every Good and every Truth 
is from the Lord j now the Ability of the former Rational is gradually fepa- 
rated, and Man is endowed with a celeftial Ability from the L/jrd which be- 
comes a new Rational. One Example more : The Firft Rational in the Begin- 
ning knows no other Love but that of Self and the World, and altho' he hears 
that Love celellial is quite anotherThing, yet he does not apprehend that ; but 
afterwards when he does fome Good, he perceives no other Pleafurc from 
thence, than that he fecms to himfelf to merit the Favour of another, or that a 
Chriftian may hear, or that he may obtain from thence the Joy of eternal Life ; 
but the other Rational, with which a Man is endowed by the Lord by Rege- 
neration, begins to feel fome Pleafure in Good and Truth itfelf ; and to be 
afFefted with this Pleafure, not for the Sake of any Thing of his own, but 
for the Sake of Good and Truth ; with which Pleafure when he is elated, 
he then rejefls Merit, till at length he contemns it as fomething enormous j 
this Pleafure in him gradually increafes, and becomes Happinefs, and in the 
other Life he becomes happy, and the very Heaven of it. Hence it may 
now appear, how it is with both Rationals in a Man who is regenerated. 
But it muft be known, that in Man, aitho* he is regenerated, that all and 
fingular the Things, which are of the firft Rational, remain, and are only 
feparated from the other Rational, and this miraculoufly by the Lord. But 
the Lord wholly exterminated the firft Rational, that nothing of it remained, 
for the mere Human and Divine could not be together at the fame Time; 
hence it is, that he was no longer the Son of Mary^ but Jchovih wilh refpett 
10 either ElTencc. 
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2658. For the Son of this Bond-woman fhall not be Heir with my Son, 
even with Ifaac^ that it fignifies that the Rational merely human cannot 
have 8 Life in common with the Rational Divine itfelf, neither with refpcft 
to Truth, nor with refpeft to Good, may appear from the Signification of, 
to inherit, which is to have the Life of another, of which prelcnily j from 
the Signification of the Son ot a Bond-woman, which is the Rational merely 
human with refpeft to Truth and with refpeft to Good, of which, N, 2657 ; 
and from the Signification of, my Son, even Ifaac, which is the Rational 
Divine with rcfpeft to Truth, which is my Son, and with refpeft to Gopd, 
which is, even Ifaac, of which, N. 2613. 2630. That ^i3f is the Rational 
Divine with refpcd: to Good, from the Signification of Laughter, from 
which he was named, which is the Affe<5tion of Truth or the Good of Truth, 
appears from Vcr. 6, 7, N. 2640, 2641. 2643 ; hence it is plain, that the 
Son of this Bond-woman fliall not be Heir with my Son, even with Ijaact is, 
that the Rational merely human cannot have Life in common with the 
Rational Divine, neither with refpetfl to Truth nor with refped to Good. 
That it cannot have Life in common, appears from this alone, that the 
Divine is Life itfelf, and fo has Life in Itfelf j but the merely human is the 
Organ of Life, and fo has not Life in itfelf; the Human of the Lord when 
it was made Divine, wag no longer the Organ of Life or the Recipient of 
Life, but was Life itfelf, fuch as that of Jehovah Himfelfj from the Con- 
ception from Jehovah he had this firft, which is clearly evident from the 
"Words of our Lord Himfclf, in John, *' For as the Father bath Life in 
" himfelf; fo hath he given to the Son to have Life in himfelfj" v. 26. The 
Divine Human is that which is called the Son, N. 1729. 2159. 2628. In 
the fame, " In him was Life^ and his Life was the Light of Men," i. 4. In 
the fame, " Jcfus faid, 1 am the Way, the Truth, and the Uifey* xiv. 6. 
In the fame, " Jefus faid, I am the Refurreflion and the Life^ whofoevcr 
*' believcth in me, aliho' he were dead, yet fliall he /iVf," xi. 25. In the 
fame, " The Bread of God is he which came down from Heaven, and 
" giveth Life unto the World,'* vii. 33. That Man is not Life, but the Organ 
or Recipient of Life, may be iztn N, 2021. and elfewhere occaftonally t 
from hence it may be evident, that when the Lord with refpeift to his Human 
was alfo made Divine, that, which was not Life in himfclf, that is, that 
which was merely human, fhould be removed ; this is figniticd by that, the 
Son of the Bond- woman ihould not inherit with the Son ^a^. That to 
inherit, in the internal Senfe, when it is predicated of the Lord, is to have 
the Life of the Father, fo in Himfelfj and when it is predicated of Men, 
that it is to have the Life of the Lord, that is, to accept Ufc from 
the Lord, appears from many Places in the Word ; to have Life 
in Himfclf is the very Being of Life, that is, Jehovah but to have the 
Life of the Lord, or to accept Lite from the Lord, is to receive the 
Lord in Love and Faith, and bccaufc they are in the Lord, and are Lords, 
they are called the Heirs and Children of Him. In the Word of the 
Old Teftamcnt H^V/Zi/f is predicated as well as of the Cclcftial or Good, as 
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of the Spiritual or Truth, but yet one is cxprefs'd by a Word different from the 
other, we may interpret that Word by, to pojjefs hereditarily^ but this by, to 
inherit \ that Word likewife in the original Tongue involves PoiTefTion, but 
this Derivation from thence, as is the Celeftial and Spiritual, or Good and 
Truth ; in this Verfe, where by I/aac is reprefented the Divine Rational or 
the Divine Human of the Lord, it is a Word of Poflcffion from hereditary 
Right, becaufe the Divine Human of the Lord is the Sole poflefTing Heir, 
as alfo He himfclf teaches by Parables, Matt. xxi. 33, 37, 38, Mark. xii. 7. 
Luke XX. 14. and occafionally declares, chat all Things of the Father, are 
His. That to poflefs hereditarily and to inherit in the Word, when it is 
predicated of Men, fignifies to accept Life from the Lord, and fo Life 
eternal or Heaven, for they alone accept Heaven, who receive the Life of 
the Lord, appears in John^ " He thaif overcomcth (hall inherit M Things, 
and I will be his God, and he (hall be my Son,*' Rev. xxi. 7. In Matthew^ 
And every one that hath forfaken Houfcs, or Brethren, or Sifters, or 
Father, or Mother, or Wife, or Children, or Lands for my Name's Sake, 
" (hall receive an Hundred-fold, and inherit everlajling Life^^ xix. 29. Chap. 
XXV. 34, Markx. 17. LMkexs\\\. 18. Here Heaven is called Life eternal, 
elfewhcre fimply Life, sls Malt, xviii. 8, 9. Chap. xix. 17. John iii. 36. 
Chap. V. 24, 29. for thisReafon, becaufe the Lord is Life itfelf, and he who 
accepts the Life of him, he is in Heaven. In Davidj " For God will fave 
Sion, and will build the Cities of Judah, that they may dwell there, and 
have Pojfeffion. The Seed alfo of his Servants (hall inherit it ; and they 
that love his Name (hall dwell therein.'* Pf. Ixix. 35, 36. where to poflTcft 
hereditarily, is predicated of thofe, who are in celeftial Love, to inherit, of 
thole who are in fpiritual Love. In Ifaiah^ *' But he that putteth his Truft 
in me, ihall po(refs the Land, and (hall inherit my holy Mountain,'* Ivii. 
13. In like Manner in Mofes^ ** And I will bring you in unto the Land con- 
cerning which I fware to give it to Abraham^ to Ifaac^ and to Jacob % 
and I will give it to you for an Heritage^* Exod. vi. 8. Thefe Things 
in the Senfe of the Letter fignify, that the Land of Canaan (hould be given to 
them for an hereditary Po(re(rion, which was done ; but in the internal Senfe 
they fignify, that Heaven (hould be given to thofe who are in Love and Faith 
toward the Lord ; for as the Lord is reprefented \yj Abraham^ Ifaac^ and Jacobs 
fo Love itfelf and Faith itfelf is fignified, and fo they who are in Love and Faith, 
fo they who are in the Lord : As alfo by Abraham^ Ifaac^ and Jacobs with 
whom they (hall fit down together in the Kingdom of Heaven, in Mat- 
thew Chz^i. viii. II. for in llcsLvcn jibrabantf Ifaac^ znA Jacob are wholly 
unknown, but it is only known what is reprefented and fignified by them, 
in like Manner what it is to fit down and eat with them -, for that all Karnes 
in the Word fignify Tilings, may be feen N. 1413. 1607. 1733. ^57 ^y ^^ 
alfo in Mattbev:;^ *' BlefTed arc the Meek, for they (hall inherit the Earth,'* 
V. 5.

2659. Vcr. ii, And the Ihitig was very griivous in Abraham^ s Sight t beeaufe 
af bis Son. And the Thing was very grievous in -/^rfliaw's Sight, fignifies 
the firft State of the Lord when he thought of feparating that Rational from 
himfcif. Becaure of his Son, fignifies bccaufe of that that he loved it. 

2660. The Tiling was very grievous in Abraham'^ Sight, that it fignifies 
the tirll State of the Lord, when he fliould think of leparating that Rational 
from himfelf, namely, that it would be a State of Grief from Love, njay ap- 
pear without Explanation. 

2661. Becaorc of his Son, that it fignifies bccaufe of that that loved it, 
namely, the firfV Rational, appears from the Signification of Son, namely, of 
the flandmaid, which is the Rational merely human, or the firfV, of which 
before. The Caiife of Grief indeed is not here mentioned, but yet is plain from 
thofe Things which follow, which that it is from Love is evident, for it is 
fpoken of his Son, and of him it is.treatcd in the following from Vet. 13 10 21. 
but that it may be- known, why there was this Grief, or wherefore it is faid» 
the Thing was very grievous in Abraham's Sight becaufc of his Son» tbefe few 
Things may be proper for Illuftration : The Lord did not come into the 
World that he might favc Celellials or Spirituals -, the moft Antient Church» 
which was called Man, was celeftial, this if it had remained in its Integrity, 
would have had no need that the Lord fliould be born Man, wherefore when 
this firft began to fall off, the Lord forefaw that the ccleflial Church would 
be abfokitcly lofl in the World, therefore a Prediction was immediately given 
of the Coming of the Lord into the World, Gen. iii. 15. after the Time of 
that Church there was no longer a celeftial Church, but a Church fpiritusl. 
The Antient Church which was after the Flood, was the Church fpiricual, of 
which frequently in the Firft Par: 1 this Church, or they who are of the Church 
Spiritual, could not be faved, unlefs the Lord had come into the World j 
thefe Things are undcrftood by the Words of the Lord in Matthew., " They 
" that be whole need not a Phyfidan, but they that are ficki I came 
*' not to call the Righteous but Sinners to Repentance," ix. 12, 13. alfo by 
ihefe, " And other Sheep I have, which are not of this Foldj them alio I 
" muft bring, and they fhall hear my Voice \ and there fhall be one Fold and 
" one Shepherd," John x, 16. as alfo by the Parable of the hundred Sheep, in 
Matthew^ Chap, xviii. u, 12, 13. Now as by I/aac the Divine Rational of the 
Lord is reprefented, the Ce left iais are alfo fignified, who are called Heirs; 
and as by Ifmaelh reprefented the Rational merely human of the Lord, the 
Spirituals arc alfo fignified who arc called Sons, as from thofe Thing* 
which are faid above, N. 2658, is alfo manifcft; hence he had Grief from 
L«ve Divine, or the Words which arc in this Verfe ; hence alfo are thofe 
Things which follow from Ver. 13 to 2 1 . where by the Son of Hagar and the 
Mother is reprefented the Church fpiritual, and the State of that is treated of» 
or of thofe who are of that Church, N. 2612. Thefe are Secrets which cannot 
yet be declared in more Wordsj only, that in the Lord, when he was in the 
World, all the States in the Church were reprefented, and how by him they 
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Ihould be faved ; wherefore alfo the fame States of the Church are alfo fignified 
by the fame Names. 

2662. Ver. 12. And God /aid unto Abraham^ Let it not he grievous in tbf 
Sight becaufe of the Ladj andbecaufe of thy Bond-woman \ in all that Sarah hatb 
faid unto tbee^ hearken unto her Voice^ for in Ifaac /hall thy Seed be called. God 
faid unto Abraham^ fignifies the Perception of the Lord from the Divine. Let 
it not be grievous in thy Sight becaufe of the Lad, and becaufe of thy Bond- 
woman, fignifies the Change of the State toward that Rational. In all that 
Sarah hath faid unto thee, hearken unto her Voice, fignifies that he fliould 
a£t according to Truth fpiritual. For in Ifaac (hall thy Seed be called, figni* 
fies that from the Divine Human of the Lord is all Salvation to thofe who 
are in Good. 

2663. God faid unto Abrahanij that it fignifies the Perception of the Lord 
from the Divine, appears from the Signification of, to fay, in the Hiftoricals 
of the Word, which is to perceive, of which often before ; and becaufe from 
the Divine, it is faid that God faid unto Abraham ; by both, as well by God, 
as by Abraham^ is undcrftood the Lord ; that Hiftoricals, which are the Senfc 
of the Letter, divide the Ideas, but that the internal Senfe unites them, is 
plain from thefe ; in the hiftorical Senfe of the Letter there are two Perfpns, 
namely, God and Abraham^ who fpeak, but in the Internal Senfe there is one, 
namely, the Lord with refpeft to the Divine; hence it islikewife plain, that 
the Three who are in the Senfe of the Letter, are One, as the Father, Son and 
Holy Spirit, who are not three Gods, but one, and that in the Lord all the 
Trinity is perfcft, namely, in Himfelf is the Father as He Himfelf fays, and 
from Him the Holy Spirit, as He alfo fays. 

2664. Let it not be grievous in thy Sight, becaufe of the Lad, and becaufe 
of the Bond woman, which that it fignifies the Change of State towards that 
Rational \ in the Senfe neareft the internal, according to the Words it is that he 
fhould not grieve for that, that he fliould feparate from himfelf the merely 
Human, alfo that he fliould not have grieved, for it was from the Perception 
from the Divine, that there fliould be a Neceflity of its being feparated, 
becaufe otherwife Mankind could not be faved ; this State is the State which 
is fignified. 

2665. That in all that Sarah hath faid unto thee, hearken unto her Voice, 
fignifies that he fliould aft according to fpiritual Truth, appears from the Rc- 
.prcfentation oiSarab^ which is the Divine Spiritual, or the Divine Truth, of 
which, N. 2622 ; and from the Signification of, to hearken to her Voice, 
which is to aft according to it, of which, N. 254.2. What it is to aft accor- 
ding to fpiritual Truth, cannot be fo explained to the Apprehenfion, as that 
it can be perceived by thofe who are in the internal Senfe; wherefore if accord- 
ing to the Apprehenfion of thefe it fliould be declared what it is, it would 
fcarcely be acknowledged, for this Reafon alfo, becaufe many Secrets muft: 
firft be laid open, even be believed, before the Thing explained can enter into 
the Ideas of Faith ; what in common it fignifies may be a Uttle fpoken to, name- 
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ly, that it is that which the Lord woulil conclude, and would aft accordinS 
to ic. To from his own Power -, alio the Divine Truth was by that which united 
the Human to the Divine and the Divine Good, by that which united the 
Divine to the Human, that there might be a reciprocal Union, as may be fcen 
, N. 2004. 

2666. That in Ifaac fball thy Seed be called, figmfies that from the Human 
o( the Lord is all Salivation to thofe who arc in Good, appears from the 
Rcprefentation ol IJaac, which is the Divine Rational, of which btfore, fo the 
Divine Human, for in the Intimate of the Rational begins the Human, N. 
21061 and from the Signification of Seed, which is predicated of Ijaac, which 
is the Rational celcilial, or which is the fame Thing, they who are celeftial, 
of which, N. 20S5. 2661 ; fo to be railed thy Seed, fignififs that tlu'y arc 
Heirs, and io that Salvation is lo them-, the Spirituals are likcwife Seed, but 
from the Son of the Handmaid, as it is faid in the following Vcrfe, "And 
" alfo of the Son of the Bond-woman will I make a Nation, becaufe lie is thy 
" Seed ;" wherefore alfo Salvation is to them, if they are in Good, as will 
appear from the internal Senfe of thofe Words-, for the Lord teaches the 
lame Thing in many Places, and manifeftly in Jehn^ *' As many as received 
*' him, to them gave he Power to become the Sons of God even to them 
*' that believe on his Name 1 which were born, not of Blood, nor of the Will 
" of the Flcfli, nor of the Will of Man, but of God," i. 1 2. i^. 

2667. From the firftVerfe of this Chapter to the feventeenth has been difcufled 
the Union of the Human with the Divine, and of the Divine with the Hu- 
man of the Lord, and from that Union the Human of the Lord made Divine ; 
the Contents of the particular Verfes may be fcen N. 2649. Afterwards is 
tonfider'd the Ralienal merely hutnan^ which Jhould be feparated, Vcr. 8. becaufe 
not agreeing with the Divine Rational, Ver. 9. neither could have Life in com- 
mon, with this, as tvell •with refpeSi to Truth as with reffeSt lo Good, Ver. 10. 
that Separation would be firji a Grief lo the Lord, Ver. 11. but that it perceived 
from thej}ivine thai Mankind eould not ctherwife be faved, Ver. 12. What 
now follows is concerning thofe who are of the Church Spiritual, who are 
fignificd by the Son ol llagar after he was fcntaway. 



2668. Vcr. 15. And aJfo of she Son of the Bond-woman ivill I make a Natioti, 
becaufe be is thy Seed. And alfo of the Son of the Bond-woman will 1 make a 
Nation, fignifics the Church fpiritual which fhould accept the Good of Faith.* 
Becaufe he is thy Seed, fignifics that from the Divine of the Lord Salvation is 
alfo to them. 

2669. Alfo of the Son of the Bond-woman will I make a Nation, that it fig- 
nifics the Church fpiritual, which (hould accept the Good of Faith, appears from 
the Signification of thc,Son of the Bond-woman, alfo of Nation j the Son of the 
Bond-woman or tfmael, while he was in the Houfe oiAbrah&n^ or withv^:^a- 
bam, reptcfcnted the firfl Rational of die Lord, as N. 2652. 2653. 2657. 
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2658, was ftiewn, but now being fcparated he put on another Reprcfcnta- 
tion, namely, ofthe Church fpirituaI,N. 2666; in like Manner as L^/, before^ 
who while he was with Abrabamy reprcfcnted the External Man of the Lord, 
N. 1428. 1429. 1434. 1547. I597« 1598. 1698; but when he was parted 
ixom Abrahaniy he rcprefented the Church external, and more States of that^ 
Church, N. 2324. 2371. 2399. 2422. 2459, *"^ ^^ ^^^ whole Chapter xix 
Gen. That Nation fignifics Good, may be feen N. 1159. 1258. 1259. 1260. 
14 1 6. 1849 i here the Good of Faith, becaufe it is predicated of the Church 
fpiritual ; hence now, '• Alfo of the Son of the Bond-woman will I make a 
** Nation," fignifies the Church fpiritual which fliould accept the Good of 
Faith, that is Charity. The Kingdom of the Lord in the Heavens and in the 
Earth is celeftial and fpiritual, wherefore the Angels are diftinguifhed into 
celeflial and fpiritual, as may be feen N. 202. 337 *, to the Celeftial Angels the 
Lord appears as the Sun, to the fpiritual as the Moon, N. 1053. ^f^i- 1529. 
1530. 1531 •, in like manner are Men diftinguifhed into celeftial and into fpi- 
ritual ; they who were of the moft Antient Church which was before the Flood, 
were celeftial, of whom N. 607. 608. 780. 895. 920. 11 14 to 11 25; but 
they who are of the Antient Church, which was after the Flood, were fpiri- 
tual, of whom N. 640. 641. 649. yS^'y what the Difference is between thofc 
Churches may be feen N. 597. 607 j alfo what between the Celeftial and Spiri- 
tual, N. 81. 1155. 1577. '824. 2048. 2069.2227.2507. The Celcftials 
are they of whom the Lord thus fpeaks, " The Sheep hear his Voice; and 
" he calleth his own Sheep by Name, and leadeth them out-, and the Sheep 
** follow him, for they know his Voice ;" but they are Spirituals of whom he 
fpeaks thus, " And other Sheep I have, which are not of this Fold -, them 
** alfo I muft bring, and they ftiall hear my Voice, and there ftiall be one 
" Fold and one Shepherd," John x. 3, 4, 16. The Good of Love is that 
which makes the Church celeftial, but the Good of Faith that which makes 
the Church fpiriritual •, the Good of Faith does not make, but introduces. 

2670. Becaufe he is thy Seed, fignifies that from the Divine Human of the 
Lord, Salvation ftiall be to them, may appear from thofe Things which were 
faid above N. 2666; that Seed is Faith, but of Charity, may be feen N. 255. 
880. 1025. 1447. 1610. 1949. 

2671. From this Verfe, 13 to 21, it is difcourfed in general concerning 
the Spiritual Kingdom of the Lord, and particularly of thofe who become 
fpiritual, and this in Order from the firft State of their Reformation to the laft. 
Of their State before Reformation^ that it was wandering in the Doilrinals of 
Faith J Vcr. 14. That they fhould be reduced to that Degree of Ignorance ^ that 
they jhall know nothing of Truths Ver. 15. That from thence they have Grief ^ 
Vcr. 1 6. That then they have Comfort and Affiance from the Lordj Ver. 1 7 ; 
and Illumination^ Ver. 18; and InftruSiion from the IVord^ Ver. 19. That as to 
their State after Reformation^ refpeSively to Celefiialsj that it is obfcure^ Ver. 20. 
But that Light is given them from the Divine Human of the Lord in their Affec- 
tion cf Sciences and the Appearances of Truths^ Ver, 21, 
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2572. Ver, 14. J^nd Abraham rofe up early in the Morning, and took Breads 
and a Bottle o/pyaler, andgave it unto Hagar (putting it en her Shoulder) and the 
Child, andfentherawi^; and fie departed, and wandered in the pnidemejs of Beer- 
Jheba. Abraham rofe early in tKe Morning, fignifies the clear Perception of 
the Lord from tKe Divine. And took Bread and a Bottle of Water, fignifies 
Good and Truth. And gave it unto Hagar, fignifies Implantation in its Life. 
And laid it upon her Shoulder, fignifies as much as ic could receive. And the 
Child, fignifies Truth fpiritual. And fent her away, fignifies that he would 
leave her in her own Ability. And fhe departed and wandered in theWilder- 
nels of Bier-fiseba, fignifies the wandering State in the Doftrinals of Faith, 

2673. Abraham rofe up early in the Morning, that it fignifies the clear 
Perception of the Lord from the Divine, appears from the Signification of 
early, and to rife in the Morning, which is to perceive clearly, of which, N. 
2540, where are the fame Words; and from the Reprefentaiion oi Abraham, 
which is the Divine of the Lord, of which often before. The clear Percep- 
tion in the Lord from the Divine was concerning the State of his fpiritual 
Kingdom, namely, fuch as they, who were of that Kingdom or from that 
Church, are in the Beginning, fuch as they are fucccffively, and fuch as they 
at length become; for every State of them is exailly and fully defcribed in 
the internal Senfc from Ver. 13 to 21 of this Chapter, 

2674. And he took Bread and a Bottle of Water, that it fignifies Good and 
Truth appears from the Signification of Bread which is the Cclcftial Or Good, 
of which, N. 276, 680. 21 65 i and from the Signification of Water, which is 
the Spiritual or Truth, of which, N. 28. 680. 739. It israid,a Bottle of Water, 
becaufe there is but a little of Truth, with which they arc in the Beginning en- 
dowed, namely, as much as they can then receive, which is fignified by that, he 
put it upon her Shoulder. Any onemay fee that thefe Hifioricals involve Truths, 
from this, ^zt Abraham, who was rich in P'locks and Herds, as alfo in Gold 
and Silver, thus fent away his Bond-woman of whom he had a Son, and the 
Lad Ifmael whom he greatly loved, by only giving them fome Bread ; 
he might alfo forefee, that when that was fpent they would die, which had alfo 
happen'd, if they had not receiv'd Help from the Angel; and befides, thefe 
Thingsof the Bread and Bottle of Water, and that they were laid upon her 
Shoulder, were not of fo great Moment, that they (hould be recorded ; but 
thus it was do.ie, and thus related, becaufe they involve and fignify the 
firft State of thofe who become fpiritual, who in the Beginning have fome- 
thing of Good and (bmeihing of Truth, and indeed but little is fupplied, and 
afterwards that they want Water, and then that they gttHclp from the Lord, 

2675. And gave it to llagar, that it fignifies Implantation in the Life nf it, 
appears from the Signification ofHagar, which is tlieLifeof the exterior Man, 
of which, 1S96. 1909; the Life of the exterior Man, is the Affcdtion of Sciences, 
which is particularly fignified by Hagar the Egyptian. In thofe who become 
fpiritual Men, Good and Truth are implanted by the Lord in the AfTcflion of 
Sciences, as, namely, that they were willing to know and learn what is Good 
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and Truth, for this End and Purpofe that they may become rational, as alio 
fpiricual, for .the AfFedtion of the Sciences is the Mother of whom is born the 
Rational in which is the Spiritual, N. 1895. 1896. 1902. 1910; the like 
indeed flows into all from theLord, but others do not receive it for that End 
and for that Purpofe, as they who may be reformed, the reft receive it for 
other Ends and for other Purpofes, and regard themfelves and the World. 

2676. Laid it upon her Shoulder, that it fignifies as much as fhe could 
receive, appears from the Signification of Shoulder, which is all Power, of 
which, N. 1085, fo as much of Good and Truth as they can receive. 

2677. ^"^ ^^^ Child, that it fignifies the Spiritual, appears from the 
Signification of Child, here that which is called the Spiritual ; for Ifmaelj or 
the Son of the Bond-woman, reprefents the Man of the fpiritual Church, and 
becaufe he here reprefents him in the Beginning, he is called Child. 

2678. And he fent her away, fignifies that he would leave her in her Ability, 
appears from the Signification of, to be fent away, when this is done by 
Abraham^ by whom is reprefented the Lord; as likewife from the firft State 
of thofe who are reformed and become Spiritual j the firft State of thofe is, 
that they imagine they do Good and think Truth from themfelves, or of 
their own Ability, neither do they then know otherwife; and when it is faid, 
that all Good and all Truth is from the Lord, this indeed they do not rejeft, 
yet do not cordially acknowledge it, becaufe they are not fen fible, neither do they 
perceive, that any Thing can otherwife flow in than from themfelves •, becaufe 
all thofe who are reformed are firft in fuch a State, therefore they are left by the 
Lord in their Ability, but yet, of which themfelves are ignorant, are led 
by their own Ability. 

2679. And ftie departed and wandered in the Wildernefs of Beerjheba^ that it 
fignifies the wandering State in the Doftrinals of Faith, appears from the Signi* 
fication of, to depart and to wander, which is a wandering State ; and from the 
Signification of Beer-ftjeba^ which is the Doftrine of Faith, of which at the 
End of this Chapter, where it is faid, that Abraham and Abimelecb made a 
Covenant in Bttr-jbtba^ Ver. 32. and that Abraham planted a Grove in Beer'- 
Jheba^ Ver. 33. In this Verfe is defcribed, what the State of thofe is in the 
Beginning who are reformed, namely, that they are carried away into various 
Errors -, for it is given by the Lord, that as they think much about eternal 
Life, fo much about the Truths of Faith, but becaufe this they do from their own 
Ability, as has been faid, it cannot be but they muft wander here and there 
as well in Doftrine as in Life, by taking for Truth that which has been 
inftilled into them from their Infancy, or what is imprefs'd upon them by others^ 
or what themfelves have thought, befides that various AfFeftions, which they 
know not, lead them away \ they are as unripe Fruit, which are not inftant- 
ly indued with Form, Beauty and Tafte; or as tender Plants which cannot in 
a Moment grow up into a Flower or an Ear. But thofe Things which then 
enter akho* for the moft Part erroneous, yet are fuch, as ferve to the pro- 
moting of an Increafe> which afterwards when they are reformed, are partly 
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fcparatcd, partly conduce to the bringing Nourifliment and Vigour as it were 
into the Life following, partly thofe Tilings which may be adapted to Virtues 
and Trutli afterwards implanted in them by the Lord, and partly may fcrve 
Spirituals for their laft Plans; fo for continual Means towards a Reforma- 
tion, which Means follow in a perpetual Connexion and Order, for the 
minutcft of all Things in Man are forefeen by the Lord, and are provided 
for his future State in Eternity, and.this to his Good, as much as 'tis poiTible, 
and as Man fuffers himfelf to be governed by the Lord. 

'80. Ver. 15, Jind the fVatcr was [pent in the Bottle, and Jhe cafi the Child

The Water was fpent in the Bottle, that it fignifies the Defolation 
of Truth, appears from the Signification of, 10 be fpent, which is to be 
defolatcd ■, and from the Signification of Water, which is Truth, of which 
N. 28. 680. 739. 

2682. And ibe caft the Child under one of the Shrubs, that it fignifies 
Defpair of feeing any Good or Truth, appears from the Signification of Child, 
which is fpiritual Truth, of which, N. 2669. 2677; and from the Signification 
of Shrub or BuHi, which is Perception, but yet fo little that it is fcarce any 
Thing, wherefore it is alfo faid, under a (or one) Shrub; in like Manner, but 
in a Icfs Degree, likewife Trees, which fignify Perceptions, as may be feen, 
N. 103. 21635 as alfo from the PalTion in that Faft, which is DefpL-ration; 
hence it is plain, that by, fhe caft the Child under a Shrub, is fignified De- 
ftair of feeing any Good or Truth, that by being caft under a Shrub, is to be 
defolated with refpefl to Truth and Good even to Defperation, is plain in Job, 
" For want and Famine they were folitary ; fleeing into the Wildernefs in tor- 
" mer Time defolate and -wa^e-y to dwell in the Cfifts of the Valleys, in 
*' Caves of the Earth, and in Rocks; who cut up Mallows by the Buthes, 
" and Juniper Roots for their Meat. Jmong the Bujhes they brayed, under the 
" Nettles they were gathered together," xxx, 3, 4, 6, 7. where the Defolation 
of Truth is fpoken of^ which is delcribed by the folemn Forms in the Aniient 
Church, (for the Book of Job is a Book of the Antient Church) as to be foli- 
tary in Want and Famine, fleeing into the Wildernefs, in former Time, 
defolate andwafte, to dwell in the Clifts of the Valleys and Rocks, and to 
bray among the Bufhes. As likewife in Ifaiab, *' And they l>iall come and 
*' ihail reft ail of them in the defolate Valleys, and in the Holes of the Rocks, 
" and upsn all ^borm, and upon all Bulhcs," vii. 19, where alio the Prophet 
treats of Defolation, which is defcribed by fimilar Forms, namely, by reft- 
ing in defolate Valley?, in Holts of the Rocks, and upon Thorns, This 
Vcrfc treats of the othcrState of thofc, wiio are reformed, which is, that 
they are reduced to Ignorance, that they know nothing of Truth, and this 
even to Dtfperation \ the Rcalon why they are reduced to fuch an Ignorance 
i&» that the perfuafivc Light may be extinguiflicd, which is fuch, that it enlight- 
ens Falfitics as well as Truths, and induces the Faith of Falfity by Truths, 
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and the Faith of Truth by Falfitics, and at the fame Time of Confidence of 
itfclf ; they are likewifc brought to Knowledge by Experience itfclf, from this 
that they have nothing of Good and nothing of Truth from thcmfclvcs or from 
their own Ability, but from the Lord ; they who are reformed, arc reduced to 
Ignorance, even to Dcfperation, and then they have Comfort and Illuftration^ 
as appears from what jfollows; for the Light of Truth from the Lord cannot 
flow into the Perfuafive which is of their own Ability, for this is of fuch a 
Nature, that it would extinguifh that Light; the Perfuafive appears in the 
other Life like Winter Light, for at the Approach of the Light of Heaven, 
inftead of that Light there is made an utter Darknefs, in which is the Ignorance of 
all Truth. This is called the State of I>efolation of Truth in thofe who are re- 
formed, and of this much alfo is fpoken in the internal Senfe of the Word. 
But of that State few can know, becaufe few at this Day are regenerated ; they 
who are not regenerated, it is much the fame to them whether they know the 
Truth or know it not, or whether it be Truth or not, fo that they can have 
fomething to boaft of for Truth ; but they who are regenerated think a great 
deal about Dodtrine and Life, becaufe they think about eternal Salvation, and 
therefore if they want Truth, as it is the Subjcdt of their Thought and Afiw- 
tion, they grieve from their Heart. What the State of one and the other 
is may appear from this; Man while he is in the Body, with refpe6b to the 
Spirit lives in Heaven, and with refpeft to the Body in the World, for to both 
he is born ; and he is fo created, that he may adually with refpeft to his Spirit 
be with Angels, and at the fame Time, by thofe Things which are of the Body, 
be with Men ; but becaufe there are few who believe, that there is a Spirit 
in them which will live after Death, there are few who are regenerated ; they 
who believe, to them the other Life is every Thing of Thought and AfFedlion, 
and the World is refpedively nothing ; but they who do not believe, to them the 
World is every Thing of Thought and Affcftion, and the other Life is refpec- 
tively nothing ; thofe are they who may be regenerated, but thefe fuch as cannot. 

2683. ^^^' '^* ^fid {be wenty and fat her down over againft bimj a good way 
off^ as it were a Bow-fhot ; for fhe faid^ Let me not fee the Death of the Child. 
And (he fat over againft him^ and lift up her Voice^ and weft. She went, and 
fat down over againft him, fignifies the State of Thought. A good way off*, 
as it were aBow-lhot, fignifies State how much it Ihould be from theDoftrine 
of Truth; Bow is the Doftrincof Truth. For (he faid. Let me not* fee the 
Death of the Child, fignifies Grief that it (hould fo perilh. And (he fat over 
againft him, fignifies the State of Thought. And lift up her Voice and wept, 
fignifies a farther Degree of Grief. 

2684. She wcnr, and fat her down over againft him, that it fignifies the 
State of Thought, may appear from the Signification of, to go, alfo of, to fit 
her down, and this over againft him, apply it to thofe Things which go be- 
fore and which follow ; to go, here, to go from the Child, fignifies a Removal 
from Truth fpiritual, which is farther expreffcd and determined by that, a 
good way off, about a Bow- (hot; to fit her down, fignifies a fofitary State 
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fuch as is of Though: in Grief and Dcfpair. Over againft him, fignifies that 
/he might no£ view, and yet view ; that to fee afar off is to think, may be 
fccn N. 2245, which is liliewifc farther expreffcd and determined by that, (he 
faid, Let me not fee the Death of the Child, and Ihe fat over againft him ; 
thus in thefc Words are involved the State of Thought of thofe who are in 
ihe Defolation of Truth and in Defpairfrom thence, 

2685. A good way off, about a Bow-lhor, that it figr.Ifirs State as much as 
it was diftant from the Doftrine of Truth, appears from the Signification of, 
a good way off, which is, to beabfent; and from the Signification of Bow, 
which is the Doftrine of Faith, of which prefently follows -, a Bow-(hot figni- 
fies, that it would be at as great a Diftance as it poflibly could, as much as a 
Shot fcnt from a Bow could be. Here it is 'aid a Bow-Hiot, becaufc it is predi- 
cated of a fpiritual Man, and that he was an Arclier, as is faid of him in the fol- 
lowing Vcr. 20. " And he dwelt in the Wildernefs, and became an Archer." 

2686. That Bow is the Doftrine of Truth, appears from its Signification f 
in the Word wherever Wars are treated of, and Wars are related, in the 
internal Scnfc no other Wars are fignified than fpiritual, N. 1664-, there were 
alfo Books in the Antient Church, which are entitled The Wars of Jehorah, 
as appears in Mtt/es, Numb. xxi. 14, 15, 16. which being written in the pro- 
phetical Stile, had an internal Senfe, and treatedof the Fights and Temptations 
of the Lord, alio of the Church, and of thofe who were from the Church ; which 
appears from hence, that fonie Things were taken from thence by Mofes; 
likewil'c from other Books of that Church, which were called the Books 
of thofe who fpeak in Proverbs, of which Nutnb. xxi. 27, 28, 29. 30. 
in which are almoft the fame Words which are in Jeremiah ; compare 
Numb. xxi. 2S. and Jer. xlviii. 45. From which it may be alfo con- 
cluded, that the Aniient Church had Writings as well Hiftorical as 
Prophetical, which were Divine and infpired, which in the internal Senfe treated 
of the Lord and of his Kingdom, and that they were to them the Word, as 
the Hiftorical and Prophetical Books arc to us, which in the Scnfe of the 
Letter treat of the Jews and Ifraeliles, but in the internal Senfe, of the Lord, 
and of thofe Things which relate to Him. Bccaufe War in the Word, 
as alfo in the Books of the Antient Church, fignified fpiiitualWar, fo all Arms, 
as Sword, Spiar, Shield, Buckler, Darts, Arrows, and Bows, fignified fuch 
Things in particular, which beking 10 War underftood in a fpiritual Scnfe; 
of all the Arms, what they figniiy in particular, (hall, by the Divine Mercy of 
the Lord be fpokcn to elfewere, here now as to what the Bow fignifies, namely, 
the Dot^rinc of Faith, and this from the Weapons, Dans, or Arrows, which 
are the Dodrinals from which and with which they fight, they chiefly who 
are fpiritual, who from thence were antiently called Archers. That Bow 
fignifies the Dodrine of Truth, may appear from thcfe Places. In Ifaiab, 
" Whofc /Irrv-wi arc (harp and a// their Bows are bent, their Horfes Hoofs 
** (hall be counted like Flint, and their Wheels like a Whirlwind, v. 28. there 
ihe Prophet treats of Truths, Arrows are Truths fpiritual, Bows Doflrinc,, 
fclorfts Hoofs Truths tationai, Wheels their Dodtinej which becaufc they

fignify fuch Things, therefore are they attributed to Jehovah, to whom they 
cannot be attributed unlefs in a fpiritual Senfe, otherwise they would be vain and 
indecent Words. In Jeremiah^ " The Lord hath bent bis Bow like an Ene- 
*^ my ; he flood with his right Hand as an Adverfary, and flew all that were 
•* picafant to the Eye, in the Tabernacle of the Daughter of Zion ; he poured 
*' out his Fury like Fire,'* Lam. 1 1, 4. Bow is put for the DoArine of Truth, 
which appears to thofe who are in Falfities as fomething hurtful and hoftile, no 
other Bow can be predicated of the Lord. In Habakuk^ " Thou didft ride upon 
*' thine Horfes and thy Chariots of Salvation ; thy Bow was made quite naked," 
iii. 8, 9. There alio Elow is the DoArine of Good and Truth. In Mofes^ " The 
Archers have forely grieved him, and ihot at him, and hated him. But 
his Bow abode in Strength^ and the Arms of his Hands were made ftrong, 
by the Hands of the mighty God of Jacob; from thence is the Shepherd, 
" the Stone of Ifrael," Gen. xlix, 23, 24. which is fpoken of Jofepb^ Bow is 
put for the Dodlrine of Good and Truth. In Jobn^ *' And I faw, and behold, 
^^ a white Horfe, and he that (at on him bad a BoWy and a Crown was given 
** unto him," vi. 2. the white Horfe is put for Wifdom, he that fat on him 
for the Word, as is plainly faid, Chap. xiz. 13. where the white Horfe is again 
mentioned ; and becaufe he that fat upon him is the Word, it appears that Bow 
is the Doftrine of Truth, In Ifaiab^ *' Who raifed up the righteous Man 
from the Eaft, called him to his Foot, gave the Nations before him, and 
made him rule over Kings ? He gave them as the Duft to the Sword, and as 
*' driven Stubble to bis Bow^** xli. 2. where the Lord is treated of. Sword is 
put for Troth, Bow for Dodrine from Him. In the fame, ** I will fet a Sign 
^* among them, and I will fend thofe that efcape of them unto the Nations, to 
•* Tarlhifli, PulandLud, that draw the .fi^o; to Tubal and Javan," Ixvi. 19, 
that draw the Bow, ftands for thofe who teach Dodlrine ; what ^arjhifh figniBes 
may be feen N. 1156; what Lud^ N. 1195. 1231 ; what T^ubal^ N. 1151; 
what Javan^ N. 1152. 1153. 1155. In Jeremiah^ " The whole City (hall 
" flee, for theNoife of theHorfemcn znA Bowmen^ they (hall go into Thick* 
** ets, and climb up upon the Rock ; every City IhalJ be forfaken^ and not a 
^^ Man dwell therein," iv. 29. Horfemen is put for thofe who fpeak the 
Truth, Bow for thcDoftrine of Truth, which they who are in Falfities fly or 
fear. In the fame, *' Put yourfelves in Array againft Babylon round about % 
^^ ail ye that bend the Bow, Jboot at her, fpare no Arrows ; for (he hath fin* 
" ned againft Jehovah," 1. 14, 29. Chap. li. a. 3. Where they who (hoot 
and bend the Bow, are put for thofe who fpeak and teach the Do6trine of 
Faith. In Zecbariabj ** And I will cut o(F the Chariot from Ephraim, and 
** the Horfe from Jerufalem, and the Battle-bow (hall be cut oflP*, and he 
*' ftiall fpeak Peace unto the Heathen," ix. 10. Ephraim is put for the 
Underftanding of the Truth of the Church, Bow for Dodlrine. In Samuel^ 
'^ And David lamented with this Lamentation over Saul, and over Jonathan 
'' his Son. Alfo he l>ade them teach the Children of Judab the Vfe of the 
*^ Bow,*\2 Sam. i. ly, i8« where the Bow is not intended, but the Doctrines 
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Of Faiih. In Ezekie', '* It is done, filth the Lord God, tliis Is the Day 
" wherein I have fpoken. And they that dwell in the Cities of ifrael fliall go 
" forth, and fhall fet on fire and burn ihe Weapons, both the Shields and the 
" Bucklers, the Sows and [he Arrows^ and the Hand-ftaves and the Spears, 
•• and they (liall burn ihem with Fire fcven Years,'' xxxlx. 8, 9, the Arms 
there nominated nrc all Arms of the fpiricual War; for the Bow with Arrows 
is for Doiftrine with its Truths 1 for Truths tScmf;lv;s feparatcd from Good, 
appear in the other Life, when they are reprcfented to the Sight, as Arrows. 
As Bow fignifies the Doilrine of Truth, in an oppofite Senfe it alfo fignifi^rs 
the Dodrine of FalGty ; the like Things in the Word have frequentl)' an 
oppofite Scnfe, as occafionaily has been faid and fhewn ; as in Jeremiah, 
*' Behold, 3 People comcth from the North Country, and a great Nation 
•' fliall be raifed from the Sides of the Earth. They Ihall lay bold on Bovo 
'* and Spear ; they are cruel and have no Mercy; their Voice roareth like the 
" Sea, and they ride upon Horfcs, fct in array as Men for War againft thee, 
** O Daughter of Zion," vi. 22, 2^. where Bow is put for the Doftrine of 
Falfity. In the fame, " Behold, a People fliall come from the North, and a 
*' great Nation, and many Kings fliall be raifed up from the Coafts of the 
*' Earth. They fliall hold the Bow and the Lance, they are cruel, and will 
" fliew no Mercy," 1. 41, 42. is underftood in like Manner. In the fame, 
** They bend their Tongues like the Bow for Lies; but they are not valiant 
" for the Tr«()& upon the Earth 1 for they proceed from Evil to Evil, and they 
** know not me," ix. 3. That Bow Is thcDoftrine of Falfity, is evident, for 
it is faid, they bend their Tongue, their Bow is a Lie, and they are not valiant 
for the Truth. In the fame, " Thus faith the Lord of Hofts, Behold, I will 
•* break the Bozv of Elam, the chief of their Might," xlix. 35. In David, 
" Come, behold the Works of the Lord, what Defolations he hath made in 
*' the Earth. He makelh the Wars to ceafc unto the End of the Earth, 
•' he breaketb the Bow and cutteth the Spear in funder, he burncth the Chariot 
*' in Fire," Pf xlvi. S, 9. In the fame, " In Judah is God known ; his 
" Name is great in Ifrael. In Salem alfo is his Tabernacle, and his dwelling 
** Place in Zion, thtrt brake he the Arrows of the Bow, the Shield, the Sword, 
*' and the Battle," Pf. Ixxvi. i, 2, 3. In the fame, " Lo, the Wicked bend 
** their Bow, they make ready their Arrow upon the String, that they may 
** privately Jjoo/ at the upright in Heart," Pf. xi. 2. Here Bow and Arrows 
arcmanifeftly put for the Doffttinals of Falfity. 

2687. That, flie fiid, Let me not fee the Death of the ChJkl, fignifies the 
Grief that it fliould fo perifli, appears from the Signification of, to fee Death, 
which is to pcrifli; and from the Signification of Child, which is fpiritual 
Truth, of which above ; and thence from the Paflion of Defperation for the 
Deiolaiion of Truth ic is plain that it is inward Grief, which is in thcfe 
Words. 

2688, And flie fat over againft him, that it fignifies the State of Thoughr, 
appears from ihofe Things which are faid above, N. 2684 where are the fame 
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Words. That it (hould be faid again in this Vcrfc, the Reafon is, becaufe the 
State of Thought was increased and aggravated to the very Extremity of Grief, 
as is plain from what is faid juft before, " Let me n9t fee the Death of the 
*' Child,'* and from what prefently follows, *' She lift up her Voice and 
" wept/* 

2689. And (he lift up herJiToice and wept, that it figniBes a farther Degree 
of Grief, may appear from the Signification of, to lift up the Voice and 
weep, which is the Extremity of Grief, for Weeping with a loud Voice is 
nothing elfe. The State of the Defolation of Truth, alfo of Elongation from 
Truths, in thofe who become fpiritual, is defcribed in this Verfe ; how thefe 
Things are, we (hall declare in a few Words : They who cannot be reformed, 
are wholly ignorant what it is to grieve on Account of their being deprived 
of Truths -, they think that never any one can be grieved for fuch a Thing ; 
they believe that only can occafion Anxiety, when a Man is deprived of the 
Goods of the Body and of the World, as of Health, Honour, Fame, Riches^ 
and Life. But they who can be reformed believe .quite otherwife; they are 
held by the Lord in the AfFcdion of Good and in the Thought of Truth, 
wherefore they are grieved when they are deprived of them. It is notorious 
that all Anxiety and Grief is from hence, to be deprived of thofe Things 
with which one is affcfted or which one loves ; they who are affefted only 
with corporeal and mundane Concerns, or they who only love fuch Things^ 
grieve when they are deprived of them ; but they who are affefted with Vir- 
tues and Truths fpiritual, and love thefe, grieve when they are deprived of 
them, the Life of every one is nothing more than ASedtion or Love ; hence 
it may appear, what the State of thofe is who are defolated with refpeA to Virtues 
and Truths, with which they are affefted or with what they love, namely, 
that their State of Grief is heavier, becaufe more inward, and in the Privation 
of Good and Truth do not regard the Death of the Body, which they value 
not, but eternal Death \ their State is that which is here defcribed. That it 
may likewife be known, who they are who are held in the Affeftion of Good 
and Truth from the Lord, and fo may be reformed and become fpiritual, and 
who cannot, we Ihall alfo declare in few Words. Every one in his Childhood, 
when he is firft inflrufted in Virtues and Truths, is held by the Lord in the 
Affirmative, that that is Truth which is faid and taught by Parents and 
Mafters; this Affirmative in thofe who may become fpiritual Men, is con- 
firmed by Scientifics and Knowledge, which is relative to it, infinuates itfelf 
into the Affirmative, and ftrengthens this, and that more and more even to 
an Affedtion *, thefe are they who become fpiritual Men according to the 
Effcnce of Truth, in which they confide, and who overcome in Temptations. 
But it is otherwife in thofe who cannot become fpiritual ; thefe indeed are in 
the Affirmative in their Childhood, yet in their fucceeding Age admit of 
Doubtfuls, and fo infringe the Affirmative of Good and Truth ; and when 
they enter into their adult Age, admit Negatives, even to the AffeAion of 
Falfity •, thefe if they (bould be brought into Temptations^ would certainly 
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fail under them, wherefore they are alfn f rcc'd from them. But the very Reafon, 
why they admit Doubtfuls and afterwards Negatives, derives its whole 
Original from the Life of Evil ; ihey who are in the Life of Evil, can never 
be ocherwife; the Life of every one, as has been faid, is Affeftion or Love, 
ftich as Affcftion or Love is,- fuch is Thought, the AOedion of Evil and the 
Thought of Truth never join themfclves, where they fcem to join themfelves, 
yet do not join, it is the Thought of Truth without its Affedlion, where- 
fore Truth in them is not Truth, but only fomcthing fonorous, or of the 
Mouth, from which the Heart is far diftant, fuch Truth even the word of 
Men may know, and fometimes beyond others. In fome there is allb fomc- 
times given a Pcrfuafive of Truth of fuch a Nature, that Nobody can know 
but thai it is genuine, but yet it is not, unlcis it be in the Life of Good, it 
is the AfFeflion of the I^vc of Self or the World, which induces fuch a 
Perfuafive, which they alfo defend with the Vehemence of feeming Zeal, 
even till they condemn thofe who do not receive it, or believe as they do; 
but this Truth is as a Principle in every one, is the ftronger by how much 
the Love of Self and the World is ftronger, it is indeed born of Evil, but 
does not join itfelf with Evil, wherefore alfo it is extirpated in the other Life. 
It is otherwife with thofe who are in the Life of Good, Truth itfelf has 
there its Ground, and its Heart, and its Life from the Lord. 

2690, Ver. 17. j^itd God beard the Voice of the Lad; and the Angel of God 
called to Hagar out of Heaven, and faid unto her, JVbat atletb tbee, Hagar ? 
fear not ; for God bath beard the Voice of the Lad where be is. God heard the 
Voice of the Lad, fignifies that then there was Help. And the Angel of 
God called unto Hagar out of Heaven, fignifies Confolation. And faith unto 
her, what ailcth thee, Hagar, fignifies, Perception concerning her State, 
Fear not, for God hath beard the Voice of the Lad where he is, fignifies 
Hope of AITiftance. 

269 i . God heard the Voice of the Lad, that it Tignifies that then there was 
Help, appears from the Signification of, God to hear the Voice in an hifto- 
rical Scnfc, which is to bring Help in the internal Senfe, and from theSigni- 
fication of tjd, which is fpiritual Truth, of which before, here that it is the 
State in which the fpiritual with refpeft to Truth is, for it is faid that he heard 
the Voice of ibe Lad, and then again in this Vcrfe that he heard the Voice of 
the Lad wbere be is, namely, in what State, and in the preceding, that he 
was in the State of the utmoft Grief for the Privation of Truth. 1 hat he is 
faid to have heard the Voice of the Lad, not of Hagar, is bccaufe the State of 
the fpiritual Man is treated of ; by the Lad, or Ifmael, is reprefcntcd the 
fpiritual Man of the Church, by Hagar his Mother the Aficiition of the Know- 
ledge of Truth, which is that which has Grief-, the Rational of Man is born 
of the Aftcdion of Sciences as of the Mother, N. 1^95. 1896. 1902. 1910. 
2094. 25 24 J but its Spiritual from the Affeftion of the Knowledge of Truth 
fromDoftrine, chiefly from the Wordi the Spiritual itfelf is here the Lad, 
the Affcftion of the Knowledge of Truth 13 here Hagar, 
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2692« And the Angel of God called unto Hagar out of Heaven, that it figni- 
fies Confolation, appears from the Signification of, to cry out of Heaven, 
alfo of the Angel of God, as likewife oiHagar\ to call out of Heaven fignifies 
Influx; rhc Angel of God, the Lord, N. 1925, 2321; and Hdr^^ the Know- 
ledge of Truth, N 269 1 : the Influx of the Lord into the AfFeftion of Truth, 
when this is in the deeped Sorrow on Account of Privation, is Confolation. 
That which flows into Man from the Lord, is faid to be called out of Heaven, 
becaufe it is thro' Heaven, and is there manifeft, but in the Perception and 
Thought of Man it is oblcure, only evidencing itfelf by Change of the State 
of Afledtion, as here that (he received Confolation. 

2693. Said unto her, what aileth thee Hagar^ that it figniiies Perception of 
her State, appears from the Signification of, to fay, in the Hiftoricals of the 
Word, which is to perceive; and from the Signification of, what aileth thee 
Hagar, which is the State in which (he was ; here it fignifies that the Lord 
knew her State, altho' (he is interrogated, and k is faid, what aileth thee 
Hagar ? In the Senfe of the Letter it is an Interrogation from the Lord, but in 
the internal Senfe it is the infinite Perception of all Things ; that Men are 
interrogated concerning their State, is occafionally read in the Word, but the 
Reafon is, becau(e Man does not believe otherwife than that Nobody knows 
Thoughts, lefs the State of AflFedion ; as likewife that they may have Com^ 
fort from thence, that they may open the Sen fes of the Mind, which is ufually 
a Remedy, asmaybe(een, N. 1701. 1931. 

2694. Fear not, for God hath heard the Voice of the Lad, where he is, 
that it (ignifies Hope of AITiftance, appears from the Signification of, fear not, 
which is, not to defpair, for Fear being taken away Hope is prcfent; and 
from the Signification of, to hear the Voice of the Lad, which is Help, of 
which above, N. 2691, where are the like Words. In the preceding Verfes 
we treated of the State of Defolation, in which they are who are reformed and 
become fpiritual ; now we treat of their Reftitution, here of the Comfort and 
Hope of Help. That they who are reformed are reduced into the Ignorance 
of the Truth or Defolation, even to Grief and Defperation, and that then firfl: 
they have Comfort and Help from the Lord, is at this Day unknown, for 
t>his Reafon becaufe few are reformed; they who are fuch that they may be 
reformed, are, if not in this Life, yet in the other, reduced into this State, 
where it is perfectly known, and is called Vaftation or Defolation, of which 
fomething in the Firft Part, fee N. i lOO. They who are, in fuch a Vaftation 
or Defolation, are reduced even to De(peration, and when they are in this 
State, then they receive Comfort and Help from the Lord, and at length are 
taken into Heaven, where among the Angels thoy are inftru£ted as it were a- 
new in the Excellencies and Truths of Faith. The Reafon of this Vafta- 
cion and Defolation is principally, that thePerfuafive may be broken, which 
they have take from their own Ability, as may be feen N. 2682; as likewife 
fhat they may receive the Perception of Good and Truth which they cannot 
yeceivey before the Perfuafive, which is from AbiKty, is as it were foften'd ; 
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the State of Anxiety and Grief even to Defperat'ion docs this; what Good, 
nay, w)iat Happincfs and Felicity is, no Man can perceive with an exquificc 
Senfc, unlefs he has been in a State of not Good, not Happinefs, not Feli- 
city i from this he takes the Sphere of Perception! and this in thac 
Degree in which he was in the oppofue State, from Relatives aftualiy 
formed, it becomes the Sphere of Perception, and the Extenfion of 
its Limits ; thcfe are the Reafons of Vaftaiion or Defolation, befides 
many others. But let us illudrate this by Examples : They who attribute all 
Things to their own Prudcrce, and little or nothing to Divine Providcncei 
iho* they iTiouId be convinced by a thoufand and a thoufand Reafons, that 
Divine Providence is univerfai, but univerfa! from hence, becaufc it is fingularly 
in every Thing, and that not even a Hair of the Head fliall fall to the Ground, 
that is, not the leaft thing imaginable, which is not forcfeen and accordingly 
provided for, yet the State of their Thought concerning their own Pru- 
dence is not from hence changed, except only in that Moment when they find 
themfclves convifted by Reafons ; nay, if the fame Thing could be made 
evident to them by lively Experiences, then when they fee the Experiences, 
or are in them, they confefs that fo it is, but after an Intermiflion of a few 
Moments, they return to the fame State of Opinion ; fuch Things have a 
momentary Effect upon the Thought, but not upon the AfFedion, and unlefs 
the Affe6tion is broken, the Thought remains in its own State, for Thought 
has its Faith and its Life from Affection j but when Anxiety and Grief ace 
brought upon ihcm from this, that they can do nothing at ail of themfelves, 
and this even to Defperations, then the Pcrfualive is broken, and the State is 
changed -, and then they may be brought into that Belief, that they can do 
nothing of themfelves, but that, all Power, Prudence, Undcrftanding and Wif- 
dom is from the Lord. Thus it is with thofe who believe that Faith i-i from 
themfelves, that Good is from themfelves. This may be farther iiluflrated 
by an Example: They who have got this Pcrfuafive, that when they are julVi- 
fied, they have no longer any Evil in them, but that it is wholly wiped away 
and blotted out, but that they are with-held from Evil, and that they arc 
pure ; they, tho' they (hould be enlighten'd by a thoufand Reafons, that 
nothing is wiped away and blotted out, but that thty are withheld from Evil, 
and kept in Good by the Lord, they who are fuch from the 1 ife of Good, in 
which they were in the World, yet think it is from themfelves-, and if they 
fhould be further convinced by Experiences, that of themfelves they are 
nothing but evil, nay, that they are moft impure Heaps of Evils i yet they 
do not recede from the Faith of their Opinion ^ but when they are reduced to 
that State, that they perceive Hell in themfelves, and this to that Degree, 
as to defpair of ever being faved, then that Perfuafive is fiift broken, and 
with it their Pride, and the Contempt of others in Comparifon of themfelves, 
alfo their Arrogance that they alone are they who are faved, and may be 
brought into the true ConfefTion of Faith, not only that all Good is from the 
Lord, but alfo that all Things are of his Mercy ; and at length into an Humi- 
liation of the Heart before the Lord, which is not prafticable without Setf- 
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acknowledgment. Hence it is now evident, why they, who are reformed 
and become fptritua), are brought into a State of Vacation and Defolation, of 
which in the preceding Vcrfcs; and when they are in that State even to 
Dcfperation, then they firft have Comfort and Afliftance from the Lord. 

2695. Ver. 18. Jrife^ lifi up the Lad^ and bold him in thine Hafid\ for I 
will maki him a great Nation. A rife, fignifies the Elevation of the Mind« 
Lift up the Lad, fignifies the Spiritual with refpefl to Truth. And hold 
him in thine Hand, fignifies Upholding from thence. For I will make him 
a great Nation, fignifies the Church fpiritual. 

2.696. Ariie, that it fignifies Elevation of Mind, appears from the Sig- 
nification of, to rife, in the Word, which involves, where it is mentioned, 
fbme Elevation, of which, N. 2401, here the Elevation of the Mind, 
becaufe lUuftration, and in the following Vcrfe Inftruftion, in Truths. 

2697. Lift up the Lad, that it fignifies the Spirifual with refpeA to Truth, 
appears from the Signification of Lad, which is the Spiritual principally with 
regard to Truth, of which, N. 2677. zSSy. For the Man of the fpiritual 
Church feems to be regenerated by the Truths of Faith, but knows not that 
it is by the Good of Truths for that does not appear, it manifefts itfelf only 
in the Affedlion of Truth, and afterwards in Life according to Truth ; no 
Man can ever be regenerated by Truth, unleft Good is with Truth, for 
Truth without Good is of no Life; wherefore by Truth (eparated from 
Good there is not any new Life, which yet a Man has by Regeneration. 

2698. And hold him in thine Hand, that it fignifies Upholding from 
thence, appears from ihe Signification of, to be held, which is to be fuftained, 
from the Signification of Hand, which is Power, of which, N. 878, which 
is of upholding; him, or the Lad, is from hence, namely, which is of the 
Spiritual with reiptft to Truth. They who are in internal Grief, and in 
Defpair for the Privation of Truth, they are elevated and upheld only by 
Truths becaufe they had Grief and Defpair concerning this ; they who are 
in the AfiTedion of Good, Good in them defires Good as the Hungry 
defires Bread, or as the Thirfty Water. What is here meant by holding 
him in the Hand, will not be undcrftood by any one, except in the internal 
Soife. 

2699. For I will make him a &:ezt Nation, that it fignifies the Church 
^iritual, appears from the Signification of a great Nation, which is the 
Church fpiritual, which (houtd accept the Good of Faith, of which above, 
N. 2669 ; it is faid a great Nation, becaufe the Spiritual Kingdom is mother 
Kingdom of the Lord, of which alfo in the Place cited. By Ifinael^ as the 
Man of the fpiritual Church is reprefented, fo is alfo the Church fpiritual 
•reprefented, as likewife the Spiritual Kingdom of the Lord in the Heavens, for 
the Image and Likenefs of one is in the other. The firft State after Defola- 
tion is defcribed in the preceding Verfe, which was the State of Confolation 
and of the Hope of Help ; their other State after Deflation is defaibed in this 
Verfe, which is the State of I lluft ration and Recreation from thence. As 
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thefe States are unknown in the World, for this Rearon, bccaufe few at this 
Day, as has been faid, arc regenerated, we (hall declare, what this their 
State ia in the other Life, where it is moft known. There they who have 
been in Vaftacion or Dcfcjlation, after they are comforted with the 1 lope of 
Help, are elevated by the Lord into Heaven, fo from the State of Shadow 
which is the State of Ignorance, into a State of Light which is the State of 
llluftraiion and of Recreation from thence, Co into Joy, which affeifts their 

\ Internals ; it is a^liually Light into which they come, which is fuch, that it 
not only illuminates the Sight but likewife the Undcrftanding at the fame 
Time, which Light how much it recreates them, may appear from the 
oppofite State from which they are free'd 1 fome are carried about to many 
angelical Societies, and are every where rcceiv'd with Charity as Brethren, 
and whatever of Good is agreeable to their new Life, is prefented to them ; 
to fome it is granted to fee the Immcnfity of Heaven or of the Kingdom of 
the Lord, and to perceive the Happinefs of thofe who are there 1 bcfides 
innumerable other Things, which cannot be defcribed. Such is the State of 

I the Illuftration and from thence of the Recreation of thofe who come out of 

I Defolation. 

2700. Ver. 19. yffid God opened ber Eyes, and Jhe faw a Well of 0^aler ; 
andjht wtnt and filled the Bottle with iVater^ and gave the Lad Drink. God 
opened her Eyes, fignifies Undcrftanding. And (he faw a Well of Water, 
fignifies the Word of the Lord from which are Truths. And the filled the 
Bottle with Water, fignifies Truths from thence. And gave the Lad Drink, 
Ignifies Inftruftion in Spirituals, 

2701. God opened her Eyes, that it fignifies Undcrftanding, appears 
from the Signification of, to open, and that God Ihould open, as likewife 
from the Signification of Eyes, that they are to give Intelligence 1 that Eyes 
Iignify the Undcrftanding, may be feen N. 212, in like Manner as Sight, or 
to fee, N, 2150. 2325. God is faid to open the Eyes, when he opens the 
Interior Sight or Undcrftanding, which is done by an Influx into the 

I "Rational of Man, or rather into the Spiritual of his Rational, this by the 
I Way of the Sou! or the internal Way, to Man unknown ; this Influx is the 
$tate of his Illuftration, in which Truths are confirmed to him, which he 
I hears, or which he reads, with a certain Perception of the Interior in his In- 
tcllciiual. This Man believes is natural to him, and proceeds from his own 
proper intelleiflua! Faculty, but he is grofsly deceiv'd, the Inftux is thro' 
Heaven from the Lord into the Obfcure, Decejvable, and Appearance of 
Man, and by the Good which is there it does thofe Things, which he 
believes, emulous of Truth ; but they who are fpiritual are only made happy 
by Illuftration in Spirituals; it is that which is fignified by, God opened her 
Eyes. That the Eye fignifies the Undcrftanding, is becaufe the Eye of the 
Body correfponds to the Sight of his Spirit, which is the Undcrftanding, 
and becaufe it correfponds, by Eye in the Word, almoft wherever it is 
named, is fignified the Undcrftanding, even where it is othcrwifc believed 1 
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as where the Lord fays in Matthew^ " The Light of the Body Is t\it Eye ^ 
if therefore thine Eye be fingle, thy whole Body (hall be full of Light. 
But if thine Eye be evil, thy whole Body is full of Darkncfs. If there- 
•« fore the Light that is in thee be Darknefs, how great is that Darknefs?" 
vi. 22, 23. Luke xi. 34. where Eye is the Underftanding, whofe Spiritual is 
Faith, which alfo may appear from the Explanation there, if therefore the 
Light be Darknefs, how great is that Darknefs? In like Manner in the fame, 
" If thy right Eye offend thee, pluck it out, and caft it from thee," v. 29. 
Chap, xviii. 9. The left Eye is the Intellcftual, but the right Eye is its 
Affcdion, that the right Eye is to be plucked our, figniBes that the Affedtion 
is to be tamed if it gives Oflfence. In the fame, " Blejjed are your Eyes^ for 
" thtyfee^ and your Ears for they hear," xiii. 16. and in Luke^ " And Jefus 
faid unto his Difciples, Bleffcd are the Eyes which y?^ the Things which ye* 
fee," X. 23. There by the Eyes which fee is fignified the Underftanding 
and Faith ; for to fee the Lord, as alfo his Miracles and Works, did not 
render any Man bleffed, but chat they underftood and believed, which is to 
fee with the Eyes, and that they obeyed is what is meant by hearing with 
their Ears ; that, to fee with the Eyes is to underftand, as alfo to have Faith, 
may be fcen N. 897. 2325 ; the Underftanding is the Spiritual of Sight, and 
Faith is the Spiritual of the Underftanding ; the Sight of the Eye is from the 
Light of the World, the Sight of the Underftanding is from the Light of 
Heaven flowing into thofe Things which are of the Light of the World, but 
the Sight of Faith is from the Light of Heaven ; hence it is faid, to fee with 
th^ Underftanding, and to fee with Faith ; that to hear, with the Ear, is to 
obey, may be fecn N. 2542. In Mark^ ** Jefus faith unto his Difciples, Per- 
•* ceive ye not, neither underftand? Have ye your Heart yet hardned? 
" Having Eyes fee ye not? and having Ears hear ye not?" viii. 17, 18. where 
ijt is plain, that not to be willing to underftand, and not to believe, is to 
have Eyes and not to fee. In Luke^ Jefus fpeaking of the City, ^* If thou 
•* hadft known the Things which belong to thy Peace, but now they are 
" hid from thine Eyes^^ xix. 41, 42. And in Mark^ " This was the Lord's 
^^ Doing, and it is marvellous in our Eyes ^^ xii. 11. where that it was hidden 
from the Eyes, and it is marvellous in the Eyes, is before the Underftanding, 
is known to every one from the Signification of the Eye, and from the familiar 
Ufe of Speech. 

2702. And (he faw a Well of Water, that it (ignifies the Word of the 
Lord, appears from the Signification of Well of Water, and Fountain which is 
the Word, as alfo Dodrine from the Word, confequently alfo the Word itfclf, 
of which it prefently follows ; and from the Signification of Water, which is 
Truth. That a Well in which is Water, and Fountain, is the Word of the 
Lord, as likewife DoArine from the Word, confequently alfo Truth itfclf, 
may appear from many Places; here becaufe the Church fpiritual is treated of, it 
is called Well not Fountain, as alfo in the following Verfes of this Chapter. 
** Alvaham reproved Abimelcch becaufe of a Welloi Water, which Abime- 
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*• lech's Servants had violently taken away," Ver. 25. As aKo Ge't. xxv'i. 
** For all the tVelis which his Father's Setvancs had digged in the Days of 
" Abraham liis Father, tlie Philiftines had (topped them, and filled them with 
" Earth. And Miac digged again the Wdls of Water, which they had digged 
"■' in the Days of .Abraham his Father; for the PhiliOines had flopped them 
' after the Death of Abraham. And //aaf'j Servants diggt;d in the Valley, 
' and found there aJVcU offpringing IVaUr. And thcHerdmen of Gerardid 
' drive with Ifaac*s Herdmen, faymg the Water is ours; and he called the 
' *' Natiie of the tl^eU El'eck, becaufe they ftrove with him. And they digged 
■^ another fVcll, and ftrove for that alfo ; and he called the Name of it Sitoah. 
' And he digged another iVell^ and fur that they ftrove not. And it came 
■ to pafs the fame Day, that Ifaac's Servants came and toid him concerning the 
. «i Wf// which they had digged, and faid unto him, we have found fVaier" 
'\er. t5, 18, 19. 20, 21, 22, 25, 32, There by Welis nothing is fignified 
I but Doflrinals, aiiout which they ftrove, and about which ihcy did not llrive ; 
otherwifc their digging Wells, and ftriving about them fo often, would not 
have been of that Moment as to be mentioned in the Divine Word. Welt 
Jignifies in like Manner the Word or Dodrinc, of which in Mofes, " From 
•■ (hence they went to jS«r-, that is the^/''f//whereof Jehovah fpake untoMofcs, 
*' Gather the People together, and I will give them /^la/ir. Then Ifrael fang 
*' this Song: Spring up, O IVell, fing ye unto it. The Princes digged the 
** H^elt, the Nobles of the People digged it, by the Direction of the Lawgiver, 
" with their Staves," Nunib.xxi. 16, 17, 18, As Well fignified thefe Things, 
fo did this prophetical Song of Ifrael, m which the Doftrine of Faith is hand- 
led, as appears in every Word in the Internal Senfe ; hence is the Name fi«r, 
and hence the Name Beerjheba, and its Signification in the internal Senfe, 
which is DoiStrine. But Doftrine in which there are not Truths, is called a 
Pit or a Well in which there is no Water ; as in Jeremiab, " Their NoWes have 
" fent their little ones to the IValej-S:, they caiiic to the P;Vj, and found no 
" fVater, they returned with their Veflels empty," xiv. 3. where Waters 
are put for Truths, Pits where they found no Water, for Doftrine, in. which 
there was no Truth. In the fame, " My People have committed two Evils ; 
' they have forfaken me the Fountain of living tValsrs, and hewn them out 
** Ciflerns, broken Cifterns that can hold nolValer.," ii. 13. where in like 
Manner Cifterns are put for DoArines not true, broken Cifterns for ftoln Doc- 
trines. That Fount^n is the Word, alfo Do£trine, and from thence Truth, 
we find in Ifaiah, " When the Poor and Needy feck Heater and there is none, 
" and their Tongue faileth for Thirft, I Jehovah will hear them, I the God 
■' of Ifrael will not forfake them. I will open Rivers in high Plares, and 
" Fountains in the Midft of the Valleys-, I will make the Wilder- 
" ntk & Pool of Waters, and the dry Land i'pr/fl^j of IVater" \\\. 17, 18. 
I where the Piophet fpeaks of the Defolation of Truth, which is Signified by that» 
I ihc Poor and Needy ftiould feek Water, and there fhould be none, iind by 
■ that, their Tongue fliouid fail for Thirft j then he treats of Confolation, 
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Recreation, and InftruAion after Defolation^ as in thcfe Vcrfes concerning 
Hagar^ by that Jehovah will open Rivers iil the high Places, and Fountains 
in the Micift of the Valleys, that he will make the Wilderncfs a Pool of Waters, 
and the dry Land Springs of N/Vaters, aU which are the Doftrinals of Truth, 
and of Affedtion from thence. In Mofes^ '^ Ifrael fliall then dwell in Safety 
alone •, the Fountain of Jacob (hall be upon a Land of Corn and Wine, alfo 
his Heavens fhall drop down Dew, *^ Deut. xxxiii. 28. The Fountain of 
Jacob is put for the Word, and the Dodlfine of Faith from thence. As the 
Fountain of Jacob fignified the Word, and the Dodrine of Faith fnrni thencr, 
therefore when the Lord came to Jacob's Well, he talked with the Woman 
of Samarioj and taught what is fignified by Fountains and by Water ; of 
which thus in John^ ^^ Jefus cometh to a City of Samaria, which is called 
" Sychar. Now Jacob's fFell was there. Jcfijs therefore being wearied with 
^ kis}ot»rney, fat thus on. the Well. There cometh a Woman of Sama- 
*^ r hi 10 draw Water. Jdus larth unto her. Give me to drink. Jefus anfwered 
** and faid unto her, if thou kneweft the Gift of God, and who it is that 
"^ faith to thee. Give me to drink ; thou wouldeft have aflced of him, and he 
would have given thee . living U^aier. Jefus anfwered and faid unto her, 
whofoever dririketh of this IFc^et fhalt thirft again ; but whoever drink* 
eth of the Water whkrh I fhall give him, Ihall be in him a Well oflVater 
fpring^ng up -into everlafting Life," iv. 5, 6, 7, 10, 13., 14. As Jacob' % 
Well fignified the Words, Water Truth, and Samaria the Church fpiritual, 
as frequently in the Word, therefore the Lord talked with the Woman of 
Samaria^ and taught that the Dodrine of Truth is from Himfelf, and 
that as it is from Himfelf, or which is the fame Thing, from his Word, He 
is the Fountain of Water fpritlging up into eternal Life, and that Truth iffelf 
is the Living Water. In like Manner in the fame, *^ Jefus faid, if any Man 
thirft, let him come unto me and drink. He that believeth on me, as the 
Scripture hath faid, out of his Belly fiiall flow Rivers of hvinfWater^' 
vii- 379 38. And in the fame, *^The Lamb which is in the Midft of the 
^^ Throne, (hall feed them, and fhall lead them unto living Fountains of 
*• Waters \ and^God fliall wipe away all Tears from their Eyes," Rev. vii. 
1 7. In the fame \ ^^ I will give unto him that is a-thirft of the Fountain of the 
Water of Life freely," Rev.xxu 6. Riversof living Water, and living Foun- 
tains of'^ Water, are put for the Truths which are from the Lord, or from 
his Word, for the Lord is the Word ; the Good of Love and Charity which is 
only from the Lord, is the Life of Truth ( he is fakl to be athirft who is in the 
Love and AfFcftion of Truth, none other can thirft. Thefe Truths are alfo 
called Fountains of Salvation in Ifaiab^ '^ Therefore with Joy fiiall ye draw 
" Water out of the Wells of Salvation. And in that Day (hall ye fay, Praife 
** the Lord^ call upon his Name, declare his Doings among the People, make 
*• mention that his Name is exalted,** xii. 3, 4. That Fountain is the Word 
or Dodrine from thence, is plain alfo in Joel^ '* And it fliall come to pafs in 
^' that Day, that the Mountains (hall drop down new Wine, and the Hills 
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" (hall flow with Milk, and all the Rivers of Judah /hall flow with Waters, and 
" a Fountain (liall come forth of the Houfc of Jcliovah, and ftiall water the 
" Valley of Shittim," iii. i8, where Waters are put for Truths, Fountaia 
from the Houfe of Jehovah for the Word of the Lord. \\\Jeremiabt " Be- 
*' hold, I will bring them from the North Country, and gather ihem from 
" the Coads of the Earth, and with them the Blind and the Lame. They fliall 
" come with Weeping, and with Supplications will I lead them; I will caufe 
" them to walk by the Riven of Heaters in ajiraii Way wherein they Ihall not 
" (tumble," xxxi. 8, 9. Fountains of Waters in a ftrait Way manifcftiy 
ftand for the Doftrinals of Truth, the North Country for Ignorance or the 
Defolation of Truth, Weeping and Supplications for their State of Grief and Def- 
pcraiion -, to be brought to the Fountains of Waters, for Recreation and In- 
ftruftion in Truths-, as here may be obferv'd of HiH^iir and her Son. Con- 
cerning the fame Things Jfaiah likcwifc thus treats, " The Wildernefs and the 
•' folitary Place fliall be glad for them ; and the Defart fhall rejoice and blotTom 
" as the Rofe. !t fhali blofTom abundantly, and rejoice even with Joy and 
" fingingi the Glory of L.ebanon fhall be given unto it, the Excellencies of 
" Carmel and Sharon j they (hall fee the Glory of Jehovah and the Excellency 
** of our God. Strengthen ye the weak Hands, and coniirm the feeble Knees. 
*' Then the Eyes of the Blind fhall be opened, and the Ears of the Deaf 
" (hall be un(toppcd-, for in tht: IVilderne/i jhall Waters break out, and 
'* Streams in the Defart ■, and the parched Ground Ihall become a Pool, and the 
" thirfty Land Spnw^jo/fftf/er," XXXV, 1,2,3,5,6, 7. Where Wilderrcfs is 
put for the Defolation of Truth, Waters, Rivers, Lakes, Springs of Waters 
for Truths, which are for Recreation and Joy to thofe who were in Vaftation, 
whofe Joys are defcribed in many Places. In David, "Jehovah fendeth the 
*' Springs into the Falleys, which run among the Hills. They give Drink to 
'* every Heart of the Field; the Wild AiTes quench their Thirft. He watcreih 
" the Hills from his Chambers, Pf. civ. lo, 11, 13. Springs arc put forTruths, 
Hills for the Love of Good and Truth; to give Drink to, for to inftruift j 
the Beatt of the Field, for thofe who live according thereto, as may be feen 
N. 774. S41. 908 ; Wild AfTeS for thofe who are only in Truth Rational, N. 
1949. 1950. 1951. In Me/es, " Jofeph is a fruitful Bough, even a fruitful 
*' Bough by a Well,'' Gen. xlix. 22. Wei! is put for Doftrine from the 
Lord. In the fame; Jehovah thy God bringeth thee into a good Land, a 
" L^nd oi Brooks of Water, of Fountains, and iJ^/i/Aj that fpring out of Val- 
'* leys and Hills," Deut. viii. 7. Land (lands for the Kingdom of the Lord 
and the Church, N. 6G2. 1066. 1067, 1262. 141 3. 2571, which good Things it 
is faid fpring from the Good of Love and Charity ■, Rivers, Waters, Foun- 
tains and Depths are put for Truths from thence. In the fame; " The Land 
whither thciu goeft to polTcfs it, is a Land of Hills and Vallrys, and drinkcth 
Water of the Rain of Heaven," Deul. xi. 1 1. That Waters are Truths as 
well fpiritual as rational, as likewife Scientifics, appears from thefc Places; In 
Ifaiab, "Behold, Jehovah the Lord off-lorts doth take away from Jerufa- . 
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^^ lem^ and from Judah the Scay'and the Staff, the whole Stay of Bread, and the 
" whole Stay o^ Water y^ iii. i. In the fame, •* Bring Water to him that is 
thirfty, prevent him with Bread that fled,** xxi. 14. In the fame, ** Blcffcd 
are ye that fow befide allWaters^^ xxxii. 20. In the fame, " He that walketh 
righteoufly, and fpeaketh uprightly, he (hall dwell on high. Bread (hall 
•* be given him, his Waters (hall be fure,** xxxiii. 15, 16. In the fame, 
** And they thirfted m)c when he had led them thro* the Defart ; he caufed 
^' the Waters to flow out of the Rock for them ; he cleaved the Rock alfo, 
** and the Waters guflicd out,** xlviii. 21. £x^Jxvii. i to 8. Humb. xxiii. 13. 
In David^ ** He clave the Rocks in the Wildernefi^ and gave them Drink as 
*^ out of the great Depths. He brought the Streams alfo out of the Rock^ 
" and caufed the Waters to run down like Rivers^'* Pf. Ixxviii. 15, 16. where 
Rock (lands for the Lord, Waters, Rivers, and Depths from thence for 
Truths from Him. In the fame, ** Jehovah turncth-Rivers into a Wilder- 
nefSj and Water-fprrngs into dry Ground. He turncth the Wildernefs into 
a fianding Water^ and dry Ground into Water-JpringSy* Pf. cvii. 33, 35. 
In the fame, *' The Voice of Jehovah is upon the Waters ; Jehovah is upon 
" many Waters^* Pf. xxix. 3. In the fame, " There is a River^ the Streams 
*< whereof (hall make glad the City of our God \ the holy Place of the Taber- 
** nacles^f the moft High,** xlvi. 4. In the fame, " By the Word of the 
Lord were the Heavens made ; and all the Hoft of them by the Breath of 
his Mouth. He gathereth the Waters of the Sea together as an Heap ^ he 
layeth up the Depth in Store-houfes,** xxxiii. 6, 7. In the fame. Thou 
vifiteft the Earth and watereft it ; thou greatly cnricheft it with the River of 
God which is full of Water. Pf. Ixv. 9. In the fame, " The Waters faw thee, 
*' O God, the Waters faw thee -, they were afraid ; the Depths alfo were 
troubled \ the Clouds poured out Water ^ thy Way is in the Sea^ and thy 
Path in great /if^/^ri,'* Pf. Ixxvii. 16, 17, 19. Here that Waters do not 
fignify Waters, nor that the Depths were moved, and that the Way of Jeho- 
vah is in the Sea, and his Path in Waters, is plain to every one, but that the 
Waters are Spirituals, that is, the Spirituals which are of Truth ; otherwife 
it would be a Heap of empty Words. In Ifaiah^ "Ho every one that thirfteth, 
*' come ye to the Waters^ and he that hath no Money, come, buy,** Iv. i. 
In Zechariab^ *' And it (hall be in that Day, that Living Waters (hall go out 
" of Jerufalem; half of them toward the former Sea, and half of them to- 
'* ward the hinder Sea,*' xiv. 8. Moreover where the Word treats of a 
Church to be planted and planted, and that is defcribed by a Paradife, 
Garden, Grove, or by Trees, it is ufual for it to be de(cribed hkcwife by 
Waters or Rivers which water, by which are figniBed Spirituals, Rationahi 
or ScientiBcs, which are of Truths, as Paradife, Gen. ii. 8, 9. which is alfo 
defcribed by Rivers there, Ver. 10 to 14, by which are fignified thofc Things 
which are of Wifdom and Underftanding, as may be feen N. 107 to 121 ^ 
sn like Mamier alfo frequently elfewhere in the Word ; as in Mofes^ " As 
^^ the Vallays are they fpread forth, as Gardens by the River Side^ as the 
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*' TreesofLign Aloes which Jehovah huh phuted, and a Cedar Trees if/9ile I I>e 
*' IVaters, He Ihall pour [he IVa'er out of his Buckets, and his Seed fTiali be 
" in many Waltn" Numb. xxiv. 6, 7. In Ezekiel, " He took alfo of the 
'* Seed of the Land, and planted it in a fruitful Field, he placed it by ireat 
" tVaters^ and it betamt a fpreading VtHi'' xvii. 5, 6. That Vine and Vine- 
yard fignifics the Church fpiritual, may be fcen N. 1069. In the fame, 
*' Thy Mother is like a Vine in thy Blood, planted by the Waters, flie was 
" fruitful and full of Branches by many IValerSy" xix. 10. In the fame; 
** Behold, the AlTyrian was a Cedar in Lebanon 1 ibelVafers made him to grew, 
** the Deep fcr him up on high with her Riven running about his Plants, and 
" /ent out her little Rivers unto all the Trees t/ tie Field" xxxi. 3, 4. In 
the fame, " Behold, at the Bant 0/ the River were very many frees on the 
'• one Side and on the other. Then faid he untcme, Thefe Waters iffue out 
" towards the Eaft Country, and go down into the Delart, and go into the 
•* Sea i which being brought forth into the Sea, the Waters fhail be healed. 
*' And every Thing that liveih, which moveth, whitherlocvtr the Rivers 
" Ihall come, (hall live; and there Ihall be a very great Multitude of Filh, 
*' becaufe/(&ir/f//^tf/irj Ihall come thither ; for they fhall be, healed -, and every 
*' Thing [hall live whither the River comcth. But the miry Places thereof, 
" and the Marifhes thereof, fliall not be healed, they Ihall be given toSall,"xlvii. 
7, 8, 9, II. Where the Prophet fpeaks of the New Jeru/alem, or the fpiritual 
Kingdom of the Loi'd 1 the Waters ifi'uingout to the Eart Country fignify Spiritu- 
als which are from Ccleftials, which arc Truths from a cdeflial Original, that 
is. Faith from Love and Charity, N. !0i, 125O; to go down into the Defart 
lignifies Doftrintls which are of the Rational, N. 2+18. 2450; to go jntg 
the Sea fignifies Scicntifics, the Sea is the Collcftion of them, N. 28; every 
Thing that livech, which moveth, are their Delights, N. 746. 909. 994, 
which livech ot the Waters of the River, that is, of Spirituals from a ccleftial 
Original ; a Multitude of Fifh fignifies the Abundance of applicable Scicntifics, 
N. 40. 99 1 J miry Places and Marfhcs fland for Inapplicables and Impurities ; 
to be given for Sale, to be defolated, N. 2455. In Jeremiah, " Blefled is the 
*' Man that trufteth in Jehovah 1 he Ihall be as a Tree planted by the Wafers, 
** and that fpreadcth out her Roots by the River" xvii. 7, 8. In David, 
" He fhall be like a Tree planted by the Rivers of Water, that bringeth forth 
** his Fruit in his Scafon," Pf. 1. 3. In John, " He fiiewed me a pure River of 
Water of Life ^ clear as Crytlal, proceeding out of the Throne of God, ^nd 
of the Lamb. In the Midft of the Street of it, and of either Side of the River, 
was there ihtTreeef Life, which bare twelve Manner of Fruits," Rev. xxii. i, 
2. Since then Waters fignify Truths in the internal Senfc, therefore in the 
yfw//& Church, for the Sake of Rcprefentation before Angels, in whom 
Rituals arc regarded fpiricually, it was commanded that the Priefts and Leviies 
Ihould wajh themfelves with Water, when they approached to adminifter, 
and indeed from the Lover between the Tabernacle of the Altar, and after- 
wards out of the Brazen Sea, and other Lavers about the Temple, which 
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■wcrcinflead of a Fountain. In like Manner, for the Sake of Reprefentation 
was inflituted l\itWater of Sin or Purification, which was to be fprinkled upon 
the Levites, Numb. viii. 7. Then of the IVatir of Separation of the AOies of 
a red Heifer, Numb, xix, 2 to 10. That the Spoils of the MidtanUes fhould be 
cleanfcd with IVater, Numb, xxxi, 19 to 25. The lyalers which were given 
em of the Rock^ Exod. xvii, 1 to 8. Numb. xx. 1 to 13, Chap, xxiii. ij. 
reprcfenced and fignified the Abundance of Spirituals or Truths of Faith 
from the Lord. The Bitter Heaters which were healed by Wood, Exod. 
XV. 22 to 25. reprefcnted and fignified Truths which do not plcafe, 
which from Good or its AfFeftion, become acceptable and grate- 
ful i that Wood fignifies the Good which is of the Affcdion or the Will, 
may be fccn N. 643. From ihcfc Things it may be known, what Water fig- 
nifies in the Word, and from thence what is fignified by Water in Baptifm, 
of which the Lord thus fpeaks in John, " Except a Man be born of Pf^ater 
" and of [he Spirit, he cannot enter into the Kingdom of God," iii. 5. name- 
ly. Water is the Spiritual of Faith, and the Spirit is its Celeftial, fo that Bap- 
tifm is the Symbol of the Regeneration of Man from the Lord by the Truths 
and Excellencies of Faith j not that by Baptifm is Regeneration, but by the 
Life fignified in Baptifm, into which Chriftians, who have the Truths of 
Faith, becaufe chey have the Word, (hall enter. 

* 2703. And flie filled the Bottle with Water, that it fignifies Truths from 
thence, appears from the Signification of Water, which b Truth, of which 
jufl above. 

270+. And gave the Lad to drink, that it fignifies Inftrudion in Spirituals, 
appears from the Signification of, to drink, which is to inllruft in Truths j 
and from the Signification of Lad, which is the Spiritual with refpeft to Truth, 
of which, N. 2697. This State, wliich is of InftruCtion, is the Third Slate of 
thofe who come out of Vaftation or Defolation ; for when they come into the 
State of liluftration or celcftial Light, of which in the Verfc preceding 1 8, fee 
N. 2699, then are they in the Affcdion of knowing and learning Truths, and 
when they are in that AfFeftion, they arc eafily and as it were of their owo Ac- 
cord inftru^fted in Truths, they who are on Earth, by the Word of the Lord 
or by Doftrine, but ihey who are in Heaven, by Angels, who perceive no- 
thing more happy and blefTed than to teach and inftruft new Brethren in Truths 
and Virtues, which are of the celcrtial Order, lb thofe which lead to the Lord. 

2705. Ver, 20. And God was with (he Lad, and be grew, and dwell in the 
ft^iidernefs, and became an Archer. God was with the Lad, fignifies the Pre- 
feoce of the Lord with fpiritual Men. And he grew, fignifies Increafcs. 
And dwelc in the Wildernefs, fignifies Obfcuricy refpedively. And he became 
an Archer, fignifies the Man of the fpiritual Church. 

2706. God was with the Lad, that it fignifies the Prefence of the Lord 
with thofe who are fpiritual, appears from the Signification of, God to be 
with any one, and of Lad ; that, God to be with any one, fignifies the Prc- 
fcnce of the Lord, may appear without Explanation -, the Lord indeed is 
prefcnt with every Man, tor otherwifc there is no Life, and he governs 
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pvery Thing pertaining to it, even in the mofl: wicked, and in Hell itfclf, 
but in a dincrenc Manner according to the Reception of Life j they who 
receive the Life of the Love of GooJ and Truth of Him wrongly, and pervert 
it into the Loves of Evil and Falfiry, with fuch Is the Lord prcfcnt, and he 
governs their Ends, as much as poffiblc, for Good, but Prefcnce in them is 
laid to be Abfence, and in fuch a Degree, as Evil is diflant from Good, and 
Falfity from Truth. But In thofc who receive the Life of the Love of the 
Good and Truth of the Lord, Prefence is predicated, and indeed according 
to the Degree of Reception : This is comparatively as the Sun, which is 
prefent in its Heat and Light in the Vegetables of the World, alio according 
to Reception. That Lad fignifies the Spiritual with rcfpeft to Truth, was 
faid above, here fpiritual Men, becaufe they reprefent the Man of the fpi- 
rituat Church, alfo the Church fpiritual itfelf, and in an univerfal Senfe the 
fpiritual Kingdom of the Lord j for when it is faid, that any one figniiies 
the Spiritual, as here Lad, the Spiritual with rcfpeft to Truth, it involves 
the Signification of fpiritual Perfons, for the Spiritual is not given without a 
Subject ; thus it is with the reft, which are fpokc in an abftrafted Senfe. 

2707. And he grew, that it fignifies Incrcafes, appears without Expla- 
nation. 

2708. And dwelt in the Wildcrncfs, that it fignifies Obfcurity refpeftively, 
appears from the Signification of, to dwell, which is, to live, of which, 
N. 2451 1 and from the Signification of Wildernefs, which is a little vital, 
of which, N. 1927, here Obfcurity but refpi'dlively -, by Obfcurity re- 
fpedtively is underltood the State of the fpiricual Church refpettively 10 the 
State of the celcftial Church, or the State of fpiritual Men rel'peftively to the 
State of celeftial -, the Ccleftials are in the AffViftion of Good, Spirituals in the 
AfTcflion of Truth ; Celcftials have Perception, but Spirituals the Diftate of 
Confcicncc ; to Celeflials the Lord appears as the Sun, but to Spirituals as the 
Moon, N. 1521. 153D. 1531. 2495. in them the Light is as it were Vifual, 
alfo perceptive of Good and Truth from the Lord, it is as the Light of the 
Day from the Sun, but Light to thefe from the Lord is as the Light of the 
Night from the Moon, (o in thefe it is Obfcurity relpeilivcly ; the Rcafon is, 
becauie Ccleftials are in Love to the Lord, fo in the very Life of the Lord, 
but Spirituals arc in Charity towards their Neighbour and in Faith, and fo in- 
deed in the Life of the Lord, but more obfcurely, hence it is that Celeftials 
never reafon about Faith and its Truth, but as they are in the Perception of 
Truth from Good, they fay, that fo it is, but Spirituals fpeak and reafon about 
ihc Truths of Faith becaufe they are in the Confcience of Good from Truth, 
as alfo becaufe in Ccleftials the Good of Love is implanted in their volun- 
tary Part, where is the fecondary Life of Man ; hence is the Reafon, that 
in Spirituals there is an Obfcurity refptiJlively, as may be fecn, N, 81. 202, 
337- 7^5- 784. 895. 1114 to 1 125. 1155. 1577. 1824. 2048. 2o88. 2227. 
2454. 2507 i this Obfcurity is here refpcAively called Wildernefs. IVilder- 
nefs in the Word fignifies but a little inhabited and cultivated, and it fignifies 
moreover not itihabitcd and cultivated, or, where there arc but few Habitations,

Sheep folds, Paftures, and Waters, fignifies that or thofe who have but 
little of Life and Light refpeftively, as the Spiritual or fpiritual Perrons 
refpc<ftivcly to the Celeftial or ccieftial Perfons ; but where it fignifies wholly 
not inhabited or cultivated, where there are no Habitations, Sheep-folds, 
Paftures and Waters, it fignifies thofe who are in Vaftation with refpcft to 
Good and in Dtfolation with refpeft to Truth, That Wildernefs fignifies 
but a little inhabited and cultivated refpetftively, appears from thefe Places ; 
in I/aiah, " Sing unto Jehovah a new Song, and his Praire from the End of 
" the Earth. Ye that go down to the Sea, and all that is therein 1 the IHes 
" and the Inhabitants thereof. Let the fVildernefs, and the Cities thereof 
" lift up their Voice, the Villages that Kcdar doth inhabit. Let the In- 
" habitants of the Rock fing, let them (hout from the Top of the Moun- 
*' tains," xlii. 10, 11. In Ezekiel, " I will make with ihem a Covenant of 
" Peace, and will caufe the tvil Beafts to wafte out of the Land ; and they 
" (hall dwell fafely in the Wildernefs, and deep in the Woods. And I will 
" make them, and the Places round about my Hill, a BlefTingi and the 
" Tree of the Field Ihall yield her Fruit, and the Earth fhall yield her 
*' Increafe," xxxiv. 25, 26, 27. there the Prophet fpeaks of Spirituals. In 
Tiofea, " I will allure her and bring her into the Wildernefs, and fpeak com- 
*' fortabty unto her, and I will give her her Vineyards from thence," ii, 14, 
15. where the Prophet fpeaks of the Defolation of Truth and afterwards of 
Comfort. In David, " They drop upon the Paftures of the Wildernefs ; 
" and the little Hills rejoice on every Side. The Paftures are doathed 
*' with Flocks; the Valleys alfo are covered over with Corn,'* Ixv. 12, 
13. \n Ifaiab, " I will open Rivers in high Places, and Fountains in the 
" Midft of the Valleys. I will make the Wildernefs a Pool of Water, 
*' and the dry Lands Springs of Water. I will plant in the Wildernefs 
" the Cedar, the Shittah Tree, and the Myrtle, and the Oil-tree; I 
*' will fct in the Defart the Fir-tree ; that they may fee and know and 
" underftand together, that the Hand of the Lord hath done this, and the 
" holy One of Ifrael hath created it," xli. 18, 19, 20. where the Prophet 
fpeaks of the Regeneration of thofe who are in Ignorance of the Truth, or 
of the Gentiles ; and of the Illumination and Inftru<5iion of thofe who arc in 
Defolation -, Wildernefs is predicated of thofe ; the Cedar, Myrtle and Oil- 
tree are put for the Truths and Virtues of the interior Man, the Fir-tree for 
thole of the exterior. In DaviJ, " Jehovah turneih Rivers into a Wildernefs, 
" and Water-fprings into dry Ground. He lurneth the Wildernefs into i 
" (landing Water, and dry Ground into Water-fprings," cvii. 33, 35, un- 
dcrftood in the fame Manner. In Ifaiab, " The Wildernefs and the Julitary 
" Place Ihall be glad for iheni ; and the Defart fhail rejoice and biofTom as 
*' the Rofc. It fhail bloffoni abundantly. In the Wildernefs fliall Waters 
" break out, and Streams in the Defart," xxxv. 1, 2, 6. In the fame, 
" Thou (Tialt be like a watered Garden, and like a Spring of Water, whofe 
" Waters fail not ; and they that fhali be of ihcc, fiiall build the old wafte 
G 2 Places,'! 
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" Plates" Iviii ii, 12. In the fame, '* Until the Spirit be poured upon us 
" from on high, and the SVilderntfs Ihall be a fruitful Field, and the fniicfiil 
" Field be counted for a Forell. Then Judgment ftiall dwell in the Wilder- 
*' nefsy and Righieoufnefs remain in the fruitful Field," xxxii. ig, 16. where 
the Prophet fpeaks of the Church fpiritual, which altho' it was inhabited and 
cultivated, it is called Wildernefs refpcflivcly, for it is faid, Judgment (hail 
dwell in the Wildernefs and Righteoufnefs in the fruitful Field. That 
Wildernefs is an obfcure State refpedively, is plain from thole PJaces where 
it is called a Defart, as alfo a Wood ; manifeftly in Jeremiah, " O Generation, 
** fee ye the Word of the Lord ; have I been a Wildernefs unto Ifrael? a 
" Land of Darkne/s ?" n. 2 1 . That Wildernefs fignilies wholly uninhabited 
or uncultivated, or where there are no Habitations, Sheep folds, Paftures, 
and Waters, fo thofe who are in Valuation with refpeft to Good, and in 
Defolation with refpeift to Truth, appears alfo from the Word ■, this Wilder- 
nefs is predicated in a double Senl'e, namely, of thofe who are afterwards 
reformed and of thofe who cannot be reformed ; of thofe who are afterwards 
reformed, as here of Hagar and her Son, in Jeremiah^ " Thus faith Jehovah, 
" I remember thee, the Kindnefs of thy Youth, when thou wenteft after me 
** in the JVildernefi^ in a Land that was not fown," ii. 2. where the Prophet 
fpeaks of Jerufalem, which there is the Antient Church which was the 
fpiritual. In Mofes, " For Jehovah's Portion is his People ; Jacob is the 
" Lot of his Inheritance. He found him in a defart Land, and in the 
" wafte and howling Wildernefs he led him about, he inftrui5led him, he 
" kept him as the ."^pple of his Eye," xxxii. 9, 10. In David, *' They 
** wandered in the JVitdernefs in 3 folitary Way, they found no City to 
'* dwell in," cvii. 4. where the Pfalmift fpeaks of ihofe who are in the 
Defolation of Truth and aie reformed. In Ezekiel, *' And I will bring 
*' you into the IVildernefs of the People, and there will I plead with you Face 
*' to Face, as I pleaded with your Fathers in the IVildernefs of the Land 
** of Ej^ypt" XX. 35, 36, where the Prophet likewifc treats of the Vaftation 
and Defolation of thofe who are reformed. ThcSojournings and Wandrings 
of the People of Ifrael in the Wildernefs, fignified nothing more than the 
Valuation and Defolation of the Faithful before their Reformation, and fo 
their Temptation, jull: as it is when they are in fpiritual Temptations, they 
are in Vacation and Defolation, as may likewife appear from thele Quotations 
from Mofes, " Jehovah bare thee in the Wildernefs as a Man doth bear his Son, 
" in a)l the Way that ye went, until ye came unto this Place," Deul. t. 31. 
and elfcwhcrc, " And thou fhait remember all the Way which Jehovah thy 
*' God led thee thefc forty Years in the IVildernefs, to humble thee, and to 
" prove thee, to know what was in thine Heai t, whether thou wouldeft keep 
" his Commandments or no. And he humbled thee and lliffcr'd thee to 
" hunger, and fed thee with Manna (which thou knewcft not, neither did thy 
" Fathers know) iliat he might make thee know that Man doth not live by 
*' Bread only, but by every Word which proceedeth out of the Mouth of 
" Jehovah doih Man live," Dcut. viii, 2, 3, And farther, " Who led thee 
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•* thro* that great and terrible Wildernefs^ wherein were fiery Serpents, and 
" Scorpions, and Drought, where there was no Water; who brought thee 
** forth Water out of the Rock of Flint; who fed thee in the Wildernefs 
** with Manna, which thy Fathers knew not, that he might humble thee, and 
" that he might prw^ //tftf, to do thee Good at the latter End,** ib.Vtx. 15, 
16. there Wildernefs is put for Vaftation and Defolation, fuch as they arc in 
who are in Temptations ; by their Journeyings and Wanderings forty Years 
in the Wildernefs, is defcribed every State of the Church militant when it 
finks under its ovm Burden, but conqucrs.by the Lord. By the Woman who 
fled into the Wildernefs in John^ nothing more is fignified than the Trial of 
the Church, of which thus, ** The Woman, who had brought forth aMan* 
** child, fled into the fVildemefs^ where flic hath a Place prepared of God. 
«• And to the Woman were given two Wings of a great Eagle, that flic 
«• might fly into the Wildernefs, into her Place. And the Serpent caft out 
^^ of his Mouth Water as a Flood, after the Woman, that he might caufe her 
** to be carried away of the Flood. And the Earth helped the Woman, and 
^* the Earth opened her Mouth, and fwallowcd up the Flood which the 
" Dragon caft out of his Mouth,** Rev. xii. 6, 14, 15, 16. That Wildernefs 
is predicated of the Church quite defolatcd, and of thofc who arc wholly 
defolated with refpeft to Good and Truth, who cannot be reformed, wc find 
thus in Ifaiab^ '*^ I make the Rivers a Wildernefs ; their FiQi ftinketh becaufc 
«^ there is no Water, and dieth for Thirft. I cloath the Heavens with Black- 
** nefs,** 1. 2, 3. In the fame, " Thy holy Cities are a fVitdernefs^ Zion is 
" zJVildemefs^ Jerufalem a Defolation,** Ixiv. 10. In Jeremiah^ " I beheld, 
*^ and lo, the fruitful Place was a fVUdermfSj and all the Cities thereof were 
** broken down at the Prefence of the Lord,** iv. 26. In the fame, Many 
** Paftors have deftroyed my Vineyard, they have troden my Portion 
" under Foot, they have made my pleafant Portion a defolate Wildernefs. 
^* They have made it defolate, and being defolate it mourneth unto me; 
'^ the whole Land is made defolate, becaufc no Man layeth it to Heart. 
** The Spoilers arc come upon all high Places in the Wildernefs^** xii. 10, 11, 
12. In Joeh ** The Fire hath devoured the Pafiures of the Wildernefs^ and 
" the Flame hath burnt all the Trees of the Field. The Rivers of Waters arc 
** dried up, and the Fire baib devoured ibe Pafiures of the Wildernefs^* i. 19, 
20. In Ifaiab^ ** That made the W9rld as a Wildernefs^ and deftroyed the 
" Cities thereof," xiv. 1 7. where the Prophet fpeaks of Lucifer. In the fame, 
*• The Burden of the Defart of the Sea. As Whirlwinds in the South, pafs 
•* through; fo it cometh from the Defart from a terrible Land,** xxi. i, and 
following. The Defart of the Sea is put for Truths defolated by Scienrifics 
^nd Reafonings from thence ; from thcfe Things it may appear what is figni- 
fied by that which is faid of John the Baptifi^ by Ifaiab^ '* The Voice of one 
" crying in the Wildernefs y prepare ye the Way of the Lord, make his Paths 
** ftrait,** Matt, iii. 3. Mark i. 3. Luke iii. 4. John i. 23. Ija. xl. 3. namely, 
that the Church was then wholly defolatcd, fo that there was no longer any 
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Gooti, nor any Truth, which manifcftly appears from this, that then no Man 
knew that there was any Internal in Man, nor that there was any Internal in 
the Word; neither that the MelTias or Chrift Ihouid come to fave them to 
Eternity. Hence it is plain what is fignificd by that, that "John ftiouKi be in 
the Wildernefs fill the Day of his Appearance to Ifrael, Luke i. So. and that 
he preached In the U^ilderncfs ef Judea, Matt, lii, i and following ; and that he 
baptized in the Defart; Mark i. 4. for by that he alfo reprefentcd the State of 
the Church, from the Signification of Defart it may alfo appear, why the 
Lord fo often retired into the IVlldfrnefs, Matt. iv. i. Chap, xv. 32 to the 
End; Afflri i. 12, 13, 35 1040, 45. Chap. vi. 31 1036. Lukt'iv. i. Chap. 
V. 16. Chap. IX. 10 and following; John y\. 54; as likewife from the Signi- 
fication of Mountain, why the Lord retired to Mountains, as Matt, xiv. 23, 
Chap. XV, 29, 30, 31. Chap. xvii. i. and following; Chap, xxviit, i6, 17. 
lirlark ill. 1 3, 14. Chap. vi. 46. Chap. ix. 2 to 9, Luke vi. 12, 13, Chap. ix. 
28. John vi. 15. 

2709. And he became an Archer, that it fignifies the Man of the Spiritual 
Church, appears from the Signification of Dart, Shaft, or Arrow, which 13 
Truth, and from the Signification of Bow, which is Doftrine, of which above, 
N. 2686. The Man of the Church fpiritual was formerly called an Archer, 
becaufe he defends himfelf by Truths, and difpmcs about Truths, as may be 
feen above N. 2708 ; the Truths by which the Man of the fpiritual Church 
defends himfelf, and about which he difputes, are from the Doftrine which 
he acknowledges. That the Man of the fpiritual Church was formerly called 
an Archer or Darter, and that Doctrine was called Bow and Quiver, and the 
Truths of DotSrine, or rather Dodlrinals, were called Darts, Shafts, and 
Arrows, may appear moreover in Z3fli^/^, " The Children of Ephraitn being 
" armed and carrying Bewiy turned back in the Day of Battle," Pf. Iviii. 9. 
Ephraim Hands for the Intelleclual of the Church; and in the Book oijudgesy 
" Speak ye that ride upon white Affcs, ye that fit in Judgment, and 
" walk by the Way. They that are delivcr'd from theNoife oi Archers in the 
*' Places of drawing Water 1 there they fli all rchearfc the righteous Ad:s of 
" Jehovah, even the righteous A£ts towards the Inhabitants of his Villages in 
*' Ifrael," v, 10, 11, In Ifaiab^ *' Jehovah hath called me fropi the Womb, 
*' from the Bowels of my Mother hath he made mention of my Name. And 
*' he hath made my Mouth like a fharp Sword, in the Shadow of his Hand 
•* hath he hid me, and made me a pelijbed Shaft, in his ^ivtr hath he hid 
*' me. And he faid unto me. Thou art my Servant, O ifrael, in whom I 
" wilt be glorified," xlix. i, 2, 3. Ifrael (lands for the Church fpiritual. In 
David, " As Arrows are in the Hand of a mighty Man, fo arc the Children 
*' of Youth ; happy is the Man that hath his ^iver full of them," Pf, 
cxxvii. 4, 5. Quiver Hands for the Doftrinc of Good and Truth. In Habakuk, 
•* The Sun and Moon flood ftill in their Habitation ; at the Light of thine 
*' Arrows \hcy went, at (he Shining of thy glittering Spear," iii. 11. That 
Joajb (he King of Ifrael by the Command of Elijba Ihot an Arrow ef a Borv 
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thro* a Window, EH/ha faying at the fame Time, The Arrow of Jehovah's De- 
liverance, I he Arrow of Jehovah's Deliverance from Sytia, t Kings xiii. i6, 17, 
18. fignifics the Secrets concerning the Doftrine of Good and Truth. Thus 
alfo many Things in the Word have an oppofite Scnfe, thus aUb Darts, 
Shafts, Arrows, Bows, Archers, and they fignify Falfities, and the Doftrine 
of Falfity, and tSofc who arc in Falfity -, as in Mofes, " Jofeph is a fruitful 
" Bough, even a fruitful Bough by the Well ; whofe Branches run over the 
" Wall. The Archers have lorely grieved him, and Jhot at him, and hated 
" him," Gen. xlix. 22, 23. In Jeremiah, " They bend their Tongues like 
•* their Bow for Ues 1 but they arc not valiant for the Truth upon the Earth. 
*' Their Tongue is as an Arrow (hot out, it fpeaketh Deceit," ix. 3, S. In 
David, "Who whet their Tongues like a Sword, and bend their Bows to 
" p}ODt their Arrows, even bitter Words. That they may Jhool in fccret at 
" thePerfeft; fuddcniy do they ^00/ at him, and fear not. They encourage 
" themfclves in an evil Manner; they commune in laying Snares privately," 
IxTV. 3, 4, 5. In the fame, " For, lo, the Wicked bend their Bow^ they 
" make ready i\\zn Arrow upon the String, that they may ^rWiiyJhoet at the 
" upright in Heart," Pf. xi. 1. In the fame, " His Truth fhall be thj 
*' Shield and Buckler. Thou flialt not be afraid of the Terror by Night; 
" nor for the Arrow that flieth by Day," xci. 4, 5. 

2710. In this Verfc is defcribed the State of the Church fpiritual, namely, 
that it is obfcurc refpeClively to the State of the Church celcftial, and that it 
is militant, for this Reafon, bccaufe the Man of the fpiritual Church knows 
Truth no otherwifc than from Dodrlnc, not from Good itfclf as the celcftial 
Man does. 

27 1 1 . Ver. 2 1 . And he dwelt in the Wildernefs of Paran ; and his Mother 
look him a Wife out of the land of Egypt. He dwelt in the Wildernefs of 
Paran, fignifies the Life of the fpiritual Man with refpeft to Good; Wilder- 
nefs is here as before, and Obfcurity refpeftively; Paran, is Illumination from 
ihe Divine Human of the Lord. And his Mother took him, fignifics the 
AfFeftion of Truth. A Wife out of the L.and of Egypt, fignifies the AfFcdtion 
of Sciences, which the Man of the fpiritual Church has. 

271 z. He dwelt in the Wildernefs of Paran, that it fignifies the Life of 
the Spiritual Man with refpeft to Good, appears from the Signification of, to 
dwell, which is predicated of the Good of Truth, or of Good fptriiual, that is, 
of the Good of the fpiritual Man ; which what it is, is defcribed by that, thai 
he fliould dwell in the Wildernels of Paran. That, to dwell, is predicated 
of the Good or AiFedion of Truth appears from many Places in the Word, 
where Cities arc treated of, by which are fignifit-d Truths, that they fliall 
be without an Inhabitant, by whom is fignified Good, N. 2268. 2450. 2451, 
for Truths are inhabited by Good 1 and Truths are without Good, as a City 
in which there is no Inhabitant ; as in Zephaniah, " ! made their Streets wafte, 
" that none pafleth by 1 their Cities ate deftroycd, (o that there is no Man, 
" that there is none Inhabitant" m. 6. In Jeremiahy " Jehovah that led us 
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•* thro* thp Wii'lerne-fs, that no Man pafled thro', where no Man dwell; his 
*' Ciiiei :(rc f uint wi[hout Inhabitant," ii. 6, 15. In the fame, " Every City 
•' (1i.ill Kt- (orfakcn, and not a Man ihall dwell therein," iv. 29. In the fame, 
** In iiic Streets of Jerufalcm that are (tcfolate, and v/\t\\o\it Inbahitant^ and 
*' without Bead:," xxxiii. 10. Streets are put for Truths, N. 23^6, no Man 
for no Good celeftial, no Inhabitant for noGoofl fpiritual, no Bead for Good 
natural. In the fame, " Give Wings unto Moab that it may flee away, for 
*' theCi/;« thereof fhall be dcfolate without ««>' le dwell therein" xlviii. 9. 
In all the ExprelTions of the Prophets there is the Marriage of Truth and Good, 
wherefore where a City dcfoiatcd is fpoken of, it is alfo added there was no 
Inhabitant therein, for this Reafon, bccaufc City figniBes Truths, and an 
Inhabitant Good, oiherwile it would be fuperfluous to fay, no Inhabitant, 
where it is faid a City is defolated. In Hke Manner are the Words conflanr, 
which fignify thofe Things which are of Good celeftial, which are of Good 
fpiritual, as likewife thofe Things which are of Truth, as in Ifatab, " Thy 
*' Seed (hall jiojfefs the Gentiles, and make the dcfolate Cities to be inha- 
*' bited,*' liv. 3. where to poflefs is predicated of Good celeftial, to inhabit 
of Good fpiritual, " Mine Eleft (hali inberit it, and my Servants fliall dwell 
" therein," Ixv. g. in the fame Manner. In David, " God (hall fave Zion, 
" and will build the Cities of Judah, that they may dwell there and have it in 
*' Pofl'effion. TheSeedalfoot his Servants (hall inherit it ; and they that love 
" his Name (hall dwell therein," Pf. Ixix. 35, 36. To inhabit and at the fame 
Time to poffcfs, is predicated of Good celeftial, to inhabit, of Good Ipiriiual. 
In I/aiah, " Saying to Jerufalem thou (halt be inhabited, and to the Cities of 
" Judah, ye (hall be built," xliv. 26. where to inhabit is predicated of the 
Good fpiritual of the Church, which is Jerufalem, Of fuch Importance arc 
ihe Words predicated in the Word of their Good and Truths, that only from 
noting the Predication of fuch Words, it may be known, what in general is 
treated of. 

2713. That Wildernefs fignifics Obfcurity rcfpeftively, appears from the 
Signification of Wildernefs, which is Obfcurity, when it is predicated of 
the fpiritual Man, refpcftively to the celeftial, of which above, N. 2708. 

2714. That Paratt is Illumination from the Divine Human of the Lord, 
appears from the Signification of Paran, which is the Divine Human of the 
Lord, as is plain from thofe Places in the Word, where it is named; as in 
the Prophet Habakuk, " Jehovah, 1 heard thy Speech and was afraid j 
*' Jehovah, revive thy Work in the Midft of the Years, in the Midft of 
" the Years make known 1 in Wraih remember Mercy. God came from 
" Tenian, and the Holy One from Mount Paran. SeUh. His Gloiy 
" covered the Heavens, and the Earth was full of his Praife ; and his Bright- 
" nefs was as the Light, he had Horns coming out of his Hand, and there 
*' was the hiding of his Power," iii. 2, 3, 4. where the Prophet manifcftly 
fpcaks of the Coming of the Lord, who, by reviving the Work in the Midft 
of [he Years, and making known in the Midft of the Years, is figniSed ; 
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his Divine Human is dercribed by God's coming from Teman^ and the Holy 
One from Mount Paran ; it is faid from TemaM with refpeift to Love ccleftial, 
and from Mount Paran with refpcdt to Love fpiritual, and that from thence 
is Illumination and Power, is fignified by this, that there was Brightnefs and 
Light, he had Horns in his Hands, Brightnefs and Light are lliuminaiion. 
Horns are Power. In Mofes^ " Jehovah came from Sinai, and rofe up from 
•' Seir upon them, he fhined forth from Mouni Paran, and he came with 
" ten thoufands of his Saints ; from his right Hand went a fiery Law for 
" them. Yea, he loved the People ; all his Saints are in thy Hand j and 
" they fat down at thy Feet ; every one fhall receive of thy Words," Deut. 
xxxiii. 2, 3. Here alfo he fpeaks of the Lord, whofe Divine Human is 
defcribed by this, that he rofe up from Seir, and fhone forth from Mount 
Paran ; it is faid from Seir with refpedt to Love celeflial, from Paran with 
refpeft to Love fpiritual ; fpiritual Men are fignified by the People whom he 
loves, and fitting together at his Feet ; Foot fignifies fbmething inferior, fo 
obfcure. in the Kingdom of the Lord. In the fame, " Chedorlaomer and 
" the Kings that were with him, fmote the Horites in their Mount Seir, unto 
•' El-paran, which is by the Wilderncfs," Gen. xiv. 5, 6. That the Divine 
Human of the l^rd is there figniScd by Mount Seir, and ElparaUy 
may be feen N. 1675. 1676. In the fame, " It came to pafs in 
" the twenty-fecond Day of the fecond Month, in the fecond Year, that 
*' the Cloud was taken off from the Tabernacle of the Teftimony. And 
" the Children of Ifrael took their Journeys out of the Wildernefs of Sinai; 
*' and the Cloud retted in the Wildernefs of Paran," Numb, x. 1 1, i 2. That 
all the Journeyings of the People in the Wilderncfs, lignilied the State of the 
Church militant, and its Trials, under which Man fuccumbs, but the Lord 
conquers for him, confequently, that thofc Trials and Victories are the Lord's, 
fhall, by the Divine Mercy of the Lord, be Ihewn elfewhere. And in as 
much as the Lord fuftain'd Temptations from his own Divine, by the Wil- 
derncfs of Paran here in like Manner is fignified the Human Divine of the 
Lord, Thus by what follows in the fame, " Afterward the People moved 
" from Hazeroth, and pitched in the IVildernefs of Paran. And Jehovah 
" fpakc unto Mofes faying, Send thou Men that they may fearch the Land 
" of Canaan, which I give unto the Children of Ifrael. And Mofes fent 
'* them from ihc IVildetnefs 0/ Paran according to the Commandment of 
" Jehovah. And they went and came to Mofes and to Aaron, and to all 
'* the Congregation of the Children of Ifrael unto the H^ildernefs of Paran^ 
" to Kadefh, and brought back Word unto them, and fhewed them the 
" Fruit of the Land," Numb. xxii. 26. Chap, xxiii. 1, 2, 3, 4, 26. By 
their going from the Wilderncfs ot Paran to fearch out the Land of Canaan, 
is fignified, that by the Divine Human of the Lord, they, namely, the 
Children of IJrael, that is, fpiritual Men, fhould have the heavenly Kmgdom, 
which the Land of Canaan fignifies; but that they alfo failed, fignifies their 
Weakncfs, and therefore that the Lord fhould fulfil all Things which were 
in the Law, and fuflain Temptations and overcome, that fo to thofe who 
No. VI.

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are in the Faith of Charity, as likcwife to thofe who are in Temptations, in 
which the Lord overcame, there iliould be Salvation from his Divine 
Human ; thtrcfure alfo when the Lord was tempted, he was in the Wilder- 
ne{s, Matt. W. i. Mark\. iz, 13. Luke.'iv. |. as may be feenabovcN. 2708. 
2715. Here arc two Secrets, the one, that the Good ot the fpiriiual Man 
is ohlLurc rcipt£lively ■, the other, that that Obfcure may be illuminated from 
the Divine Human of the Lord. With refpeft to the firiJ:, that Gcwd in 
che fpiritual Man is obfcure refpeftively, may appear from thofe Things 
which were faid above N. 2708, of the State of the fpiritual Man ; by a Com- 
parifon of both States it is demonrtrably evident ; in celeftial Men Good 
Jtfclf is implanted in their voluntary Part, and from thence Light comes into 
their inteUe^lual Part; but in fpiritual Men all the Vohmtary is loft, fo thai 
there is nothing of Good from thence, and therefore Good is implanted in 
their intelUflual Part by the Lord, as may be feen N. 863. S75. 895. 927. 
928. 1023 1043. 1044. 2124. 2256. The voluntary Part is that which 
principally lives in Man, but the intelleftual lives from thence ; when therefore 
the Voluntary is fo loft in the fpiritual Man, that it is nothing but Evil, antl 
yet Evil always and continually flows into his inielledual Part or Thought, 
it appears that Good there is obfcure refpeftiveiy. Hence it is, that in fpiri- 
tual Men there is not Love to the Lord as there is in Ccleftials, and fo there is 
not the Humiliation which is eHential in all Worfhip, and by which Good 
nuy ilow in from the Lord ; for a Heart elated never receives it, but the 
humble Heart. Neither is there in fpiniual Men Love to their Neighbour, 
as there is in the Celeftials, for the Love of Self and the World continually flo>vs 
in from their voluntary Part, and obfcures the Good of that Love •, which may 
appear to anyone, if he refteifts, alio from this, that when he docs Good to 
any one, it is for forae End in the World, fo that tho* not apparently, yec ftill 
he thinks of a Reward, cither from thofe who receive his Kindncfs, or from 
the Lord in the other Life ; fo that his Good is ftill ttained with Merit-, as 
likcwife from this, that when he docs any Good, if he can report it, and ib 
prefer himtclf toothers, it is the PIcafure of his Life; but cclrftial Men iovc 
their Neighbour more than themfeivcs, neither do they ever think of a 
Retribution, neither do they prefer themfelves to others in any Manner. More- 
over, Good in fpiriiual Men is obfcured from Perfuaiives and various Principles, 
allii from fuch Things as are deriv'd from the Love of Self and the World; 
what is alfo the Perfuafive of Faith, may be feen N. 26S2. 26S9 at the End. 
This alfo comes from the Influx of Evil from their voluntary Part. Farther, 
it may apptar from this, that Good in the fpiritual Man is obfcure refpcdively, 
bccaufe he knows not Truth from any Perception, asdo the Celcftiaii, but from 
Inftruftion by Parents andMafters, as likcwife from the DoiSlMne into which 
he was born, and when he adds any Thing of himicit and from his own Inven- 
tion, then the Scnfual and its Fallacies, and the Ratioaai and its Appearance 
exceedingly prevail, and operate fo that he fcarce can ackmiwltdgt.* any |;ure 
Truth, fuch as Celeftials acknowledge, but yet the Lord implants Gooii in 
thofe feeming Truths, altlio' they are fallacious Truths, or the Appearance 
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ef Tnub, but Good becomes from thence obfcure, qualified by the Trulhs to 
which it is joined ; this is like the Light of the Sun falhrg upon Objcfls, 
the Quality of the Objerts which Tirceivc, efFcds that Light appears there as 
a Colour, beautiful ifiheQuality of the Form and Reception be fitting and cor- 
refponding, not beautiful if the Quality of the Form and Reception be not fit- 
ting nor focorrefpondingi thus Good itfclf is qualified according to Truth. Alio 
from this it is plain, that the fpiritual Man knows not what is Evil, he believes 
there arefcarce any other Evils, than thofe which are contrary to the Commands 
of the Decalogue, butthe Evils of Affcftion and Thought, which are innumerable, 
he is ignorant of, neither does he refleft upon them, neither calls them Evils, 
all the Delights of L:ufts and Pk'afiires he regards no othcrwife than as good 
Things, and the very Delights of the Love of Self he looks earnelUy upon, 
approves, and excufcs, being ignorant that they are fucli Things as affefl his 
Spirit, and that he will become wholly luch in the other Life. From this it 
likcwife appears, that the Spiritual Man, altho' in the whole Word fcarce 
any Thing is treated of but the Good of Love towards the Lord, and of Love 
towards our Neighbour, yet he knows not whac Good is which is the EfTeiilial 
of Faifh, nor indeed what Love and Charity cflcntial is; and that which he 
knows of Faith, which he makes efTeniial, yet he difputes whether it be fo» 
unlcfs he is confirmed by a great deal of Life, which the CeleOials never do, 
for they know and perceive that fo it is; hence it is faid by the Lord in 
Maltheiv^ " Let your Communication be, yea yea, nay nay j for what- 
** foever is more than tliefe comcih of Evil," v. 3 7. For the Celcftials arc in 
Truth itftif, of which Spirituals difpute whether it be foornot; hence the 
Celcrtials, as they arc in Truth iifelf, may fee Things unbounded which arc of 
that Truth, fo from Light as it were the whole Heaven ; but fpiritual Men, 
becaufe they difpute whether it be fo, can by no Means come to the firft Limit 
of the Light of Ccleftials, lefs can they from their Light behold any Thing, 

2716. With refped to the other, namely, that that Obfcure in Spirituals 
is illuminated by the Divine Human of the Lord, is a Secret which cannot be 
explained to the Apprehenfion, for it is the Influx of the Divine which fhould 
be dcfcribedi from thence only any Idea of it can be had, if the Supreme 
Divine itfelf fhould flow into fuch a Good, it is fouled with Kich a Number 
of Evils and Falfities, that it could not be received, and if any Thing Ihould 
be received, he fhould feel an internal Torment, that is, the Man who had 
fuch a Good given him, and fo would perifh ; but the Divine Human of the 
Lord may flow into them, and illuminate fuch a Good, as the Sun is wont to 
do upon thick Clouds early upon the Face ot the Morning; but yet the Lord 
cannot appear before them as the Light of the Sun, but as the Light of the 
Moon ; from hence it may appear, that the Rcafon of the Lord's Coming into 
the World, was for the fake of Spiritual Men that they might be faved, as may 
fcen N. 2661. 

2717. And his Mother took him a Wife, that jt fignifies the AfFctftion of 
Truth appears from the Signification of Mother, which is the Church, of 
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which, N. 289 ; and becaufc the Church Spiritual, which is here reprefcnted, 
is in the AfFcdion of Truth, and that from the AfFeclion of Truth it is a 
Church, therefore by Mother is here fignificd that Affeiftion. 

2718. A Wife out of the Land of Egypt, that it fignifics the AfFcAion of 
Sciences, which the Man of the fpiritual Church has, appears from the 
Signification of Wife, which is Affeflion or Good, of which, N.915. 25175 
and from the Signification of £jyp/, which is Science, of which N. 1164, 
1165. ii86. 1462, In this Verfe is defcribed the Man of the fpiritual 
Church, what he is with refpeft to Good, that is, with refpeft to the EfTcncc 
of his Life, namely, that the Good in him is obfcure, but tliat it is illuminated 
by the Divine Human of the Lord ; from which Illumination the Affcftion of 
Truth exifts in his Rational, and in his Natural the Affedtion of Sciences. 
That the Affeftion of Good cannot exift in the fpiritual Man, fuch as it is 
in the celeftial, but inftead of it the Affedion of Truth, the Reafon is, 
becaufc the Good implanted in him is in his intelleftual Part, and that it is 
obfcure refpeiflively, as was (hewn N. 2715 i from hence no other Affeiftion 
can be produced and derived into his Rational than the Affeiftion of Truth, 
and by this the Affeftion of Sciences into his Natural. By Truth no other 
Truth is underftood, than fuch as he believes to be Truth, altho' it fliould 
not be Truth in itfcif-, and by Sciences are not underftood the Sciences, fuch 
as the Learned have, but every Scientific, in which from Experience and by 
Hearing he may be inftrufted from civil Life, from Doflrine, and from the 
Word J in the Affeftion of fuch is the Man of the fpiritual Church. That 
it may be known what it is to be in the Aft'eftion of Truth, and what in the 
Affeiftion of Good, a few Things are to be laid i they who are in the 
AfFeftion of Truth, think, examine, and difpute, whether this be Truth, 
whether it be fo, and when they are confirmed that it is Truth, or that it is 
fo, they think, examine, and difpute what it is, fo ftumble in the Entrance, 
nor can they be admitted into Wifdom, before they are without a Doubt; 
but they who are in the AfFcftion of Good, from the Good itfelf, in which 
they are, know and perceive that fo it is, fo are not in the Entrance, but in 
the Infide, admitted into Wifdom. As for Example, that it is cehjlial so think 
and aSl from the AffsEt ion of Good or from Good; they who arc in the Affcftion, 
difpute, whether it be fo, whether it be (I'lfible, and what it is, and fo long 
as they canvafe about it, they cannot be introduc'd j but they who arc in the 
Affci£lion of Good, do not difpute or raife Doubts about it, but fay that it 
is fo, wherefore they are introduc'd j for they who are in the Affection of 
Good, that is, ceteftial Men, begin there where they who are in the AfFeftion 
of Truth are at a full Stand, that is, fpiritual Men, fo that the Jaft of their 
Limits is the firft of the others-, therefore it is granted to them to under- 
ftand, know, and perceive, chat the Affeiftions of Good are innumerable, 
namely, how many Societies there arc in Heaven, and that all arc joined by 
(he Lord into a celeftial Form, that they may as it were conftitute one Man ; 
thcti alfo it is given 10 diftinguilh by Perception the Kind and Species of 
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every AfFcftion. As thus, for Example; thai all PUafure, Uappinefs^ and 
Felicity, ii cnly of Love, but fuch as is the Love, fuch is the Pleafure^ Happtnefs, 
end Felicity ; the fpiritual Man holds the Mind in Sufpence, whether it be lb, 
or whether it is not oihctwifc, as whether it be in Converfation, Difcoutfe, 
Meditation, Learning, alfo whether it be not in Foltefrions, Honour, Fame, 
Glory from thence, not confirming himfclf in that, that thofe Things are of 
no Confequence, but the Affeftion of Love, what and of what Kind it is 
which they have ; but the celcftial Man, does not ftick in thofe Preliminaries, 
but fays, that fo it is, wherefore he is in the very End, and in the Ufe, that 
is, in the very Affcflions which are of Love, which are innumerable, and in 
every one of which are Things ineffable, and this with a Variation of Pleafure, 
Happinefs, and Felicity to Eternity. Again, for Example, That our Neigh- 
hour is to be loved Jrem tke Good which is in him ; they who are in the Af- 
feftion of Truth, think, examine, and difpute, whether this be true, or 
whether it be fo, what is Neighbour, what is Good, neither proceed any 
farther, wherefore they fliuc to themfelves the Door to Wifdomj but they 
who are in the Affection of Good, fay that fo it is, wherefore they do noc 
(hut the Door to themfelves, but enter, and underftand, know, and perceive 
from Good, who is their Neighbour before another, atfp in what Degree he 
is fo, and that all Men are unlike, fo that they perceive Things ineffable 
beyond ihofc who are in the Affcdion of Truth. Moreover, by way of 
Example, That he who loves his Neighbour from Good, loves the Lord; 
they who are in the AfFeftion of Truth, enquire whether it be fo, and if it 
be faid to them, that he who loves his Neighbour from Good, loves Good, 
and as all Good is from the Lord, and the Lord in Good, when any one 
loves Good, he alfo loves Him, from whom it is, and in which He is, they 
even enquire whether it be fo, alfo what is Good, whether the Lord be more 
in Good than in Truth; fo long as they tarry in fuch Things, they cannot 
fee Wifdoni even afar offi but they who are in the Affedtion of Good, know 
from Perception that fo it is, and fee the State of Wifdom as a Plain leading 
even to the Lord. Hence it may appear, whence they have their Obfcurity 
who are in the Affeflion of Truth, that is, fpiritual Men, rcfpcdively to thofe 
who are in the Affeftion of Good, that is, to cekftial Men, But yet they 
from Obfcurity may come into the Light, if only they would be in the 
Affirmative, that all Good is of Love to the Lord, and of Charity towards 
our Neighbour, and that Love and Charity is a fpiritual Conjunftion, and 
from thence is all Happinefs and Felicity, fo that in the Good of Love from 
the Lord is the Life celeftial, but not in the Truth of Faich from thence 
fcparated . 



2719. In this Chapter we have firft treated of the Rational of the Lord, 
that it was made Divine, that the Rational \sJfaac; and of the Rational 
merely human, which was fcparated, which is the Son offiagar t}\t Egyptian -^ 
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next of tlie Churcli fpiritual, which is favcd by the Divine Human of the 
Lort), winch C'lurch \% Haga'' and her Boy: Now we are to treat of the 
Doftrine (li Faifli which ihould fcrvc thai Church, namely, that the human 
Rationdi^ Ironfi Sciriitiiics fhnu'd be joined Co k, which are /Ibmeiech and 
Pbicol\ the ConjuiT^lJon is lit^nifii^d by the Covenant which /i^irfli^w made 
witli them 1 thofe Rationals are Appearances, not Irom a Divine Original, 
but from an Human, which are jujned tor this Keafon,, bccaufc the Church 
Spiritual wirhout tlieni could not comprehend Doftrine, fo could not receive 
it; for It is, as was llicwn N. 2715, the Man of the fpiricual Church irt 
Ohfcurity refpi-iftivcly, wherefore Dottrine is to be inverted with fuch 
A ppi::a ranees, which arc oi Human Thought and AfFeftion, and do not fo 
much dilagree, birt that it may have there the Divine Good like a Receptacle. 
As the following Chapter xxvi. again treats of jibimelechy and of the 
Covenant, but with Ifaac^ and in the internal Senfe of the Rationals 
and Scientifics fecondatily added to the Doftrine of Faith, we fhall expound 
only fiimmarily in the internal Scnfe thofe Things which arc here contained 
concerning this Matter, which will be more clearly fhewn in the Explanation 
of Chap. xxvi. 

1720. Ver. 22. And U came to pafs at thai ^ime, that AbimeUcb^ and 
Pbuol the chief Captain of his Hoji, fpoke unto Ahrahatn^ faying, God is with 
thee in all that tbou doeji. Ver. 23, Now therefore fwear unto me by God^ that 
thou wilt not d£al faljly with tne^ nor with my Sony nor wiihnty Son's Son; but 
according to the Kindnefs that I have done u»io thee, ihou fhall do unto me, 
and to the Land wherein ihou bafl /ojourned. Vi-r. 24. And Abraham /aid, I 
will fwear. Ver, 35, And Abraham reproved Abimelech, becaufe of a IVell of 
IVater, which Abimekeb's Servants had vioknlly taken away. Ver. 26. yhd 
Abimelecb faid, I wot not who hath done this thing, neither didfl tbou tell me, 
neither beard I of it but to day. Ver. 27. And Abraham look Sheep and Oxen, 
and gave (hem to Abimeiech, and both of them made a Covenant. Ver. 28. 
And Abraham Jet feven Ewe Lambs of the Flock by tbsmfelves. Ver. 29, And 
jiiimelech /aid unto Abraham^ fp'hat mean thefe fcven Ewe Lambs, which iboK 
baft fet by them/elves? Ver, _^o. yind be faid. For thefe feven Ewe Lambs tbou 
/halt take of my Hand ; that they may be a IVinefs unto ««, that I have digged 
this IVell. Ver. 3 1. Wherefore he called the Name of that Place Seer (beba ; 
becaufe there ibey fware both of ihem, Ver. 32. fbas they made a Covenant 
at Bter-fheba ; then Abimelecb rofe up and Phicol the chief Captain of bis Hofi, 
and they returned into the Land of the Pbilijlines. And it came to pafs at that 
Time, llgnifies the State in which the Lord was when his Rational was made 
Divine. And //bimeUch and W(f 0/ the Chief Captain of his Hofl: faid unto 
Abraham, fignifies the Rationals human from Scientiiics to be adjoined 
to the Doflrine of Faith, which in itfelf is Divine. Saying, God is with 
thee in all that thou docft, fignifies Divine Things with relpei.t 10 all and 
fingular. Now therefore fwear unto me here by God, fignifies Affirmative. 
That ihou wil: not deal iallly with me, gnifies without Doubt. Nor with 
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my Son, nor with my Son's Son, fignifics concerning ihofe Things which 
are of Faith. According to the Kindnefs which I have (hewn unto thee, 
figrifies the Ralionals, in which the Lord was before inftruftcd. And to the 
Land wherein thou haft lojourned, Ilgiiifies Reciprocal, And /Ibrabam 
faid, I will fwear, fignifies every Affirmative. And Abraham reproved Jiimelecb, 
lignifies the Indignation of the Lord. Becaure of a Well of Water which 
AbimeUch'% Servants had violently taken away, fignifics the Duftrine of Faith, 
that Scientifics would attribute it to themfclves. And Jbimchcb faid, figni- 
fics Anfwer, I wot not who hath done this Thing, fignifits that the Rational 
would diftate fomething clfe. Neither didft thou tell me, fignifies that that 
was not from the Divine. Neither heard I of it but to day, fignifics that it 
was now firft difcover'd. And Abraham toolc Sheep and Oxen, and gave 
ihem to Abimeltcb, fignifies the Divine Excellencies implanted in the Rationals 
of Doctrine fignihed by Ab'melecb, And both of them made a Covenant, 
fignifies fo a Conjunftion. And Abraham fet feven Ewe Lambs of the Flock by 
thcmfelves, fignifics the Sanftity of Innocence. And Abimtisih faid unto 
Abraham^ what mean thcfc fcven Ewe Lambs, which thou haft fet by them- 
fclves, fignifics that he fhould be inftrufted and that he Ihouid acknowledge. 
And he (aid. For thcle feven Ewe Lambs Ihali thou take of my Hands, 
fignifies the Sandity ot Innocence from the Lord. That they may be a 
Witnefs unto me, fignifies Certainty. That I have digged this Well, figni- 
fies that Dodrine is from the Lord. Wherefore he called that Place Beer- 
Jheba, fignifies the State and Quality of Doiftrine. Becaufe there they fwore 
both of them, fignifics from Conjundion. Thus they made a Covenant at 
Beerjbeba, fignifics that the Rationals human fhould be joined to the Do(5trinc 
of Faith. Then Abimelecb rofe, and Phicol the Captain of his i\o^y and 
they returned into the Land of the Philijlsnes, fignifies that yet they fhould 
have no P.irt in Doitrine. 



2721. Vcr. 33. And Abraham planted a Grove in Beer-Ji

there on sht Name of the Lord. And Abraham planted a Grove in Beer- 
Jheba^ fignifies Doctrine with its Knowledge and Quality. And called on the 
Name of (he Lord the everlarting God, fignifies Worfliip from thence. _ 

2722. Planted a Grove in Beer-Jheba, that it fignifies Doflrinc from thence, 
with its Knowledge and Quality, appears from the Signification of Grove. 
With telpi^iit to Groves^ in the Antient Church holy Worlhip was lolcmniz'd 
upon Mountains and in Groves; upon Mountains, becaufc Mountains figni- 
ficd the Cckltials of Worlhip, and in Grov«s, becaufe Groves fignified its Spi- 
rituals i f!> icing as that Church, namely, the Antient, continued in its Simplicity, 
then their Worlhip upon Mountains and in Groves was holy, for this Realon, 
becaufe the Celeftials, which are of Love and Chanty, arc reprefcnted by 
ihofc Things which are high and loftv. Js arc Mountains and Hills 1 and Spi- 
tuals, which arc from thence, by trunjul and leafy Places, as are Orc:nr;ls 
and Grovrsi but aftc;rwards Rcprct-ntaiives and Significalivcs began (o 
become llolitriLS, by liwa., that th:y worihipp'd Exfrn-ls with.'Ut t'le 
Intcriwls, tiius holy Woilhip was made propuanei arid liicrefore « was 
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forbid that they fliouIJ folcninizc Worfliip on Mountains and in Groves. 
That the AntientsfoIcmniz'dlWorthip upon Mountains may appear from Chap. 
x\'\. Gen. conccrmnQ^hrabam, "And he removed from thence unto a iWoHfr- 
*' lain on the Eafl of Bethel and pitched his Tent, having Selbel in the Weft, 
*' and Hi\ on the Eaft •, and there be builded an /iUar unio ytbovab, and called 
" upOHlhe Name cf Jebo'jah"V^t. 8. N. 1449 to 1455; and from theSigni- 
Bcacion of Mountains, which is the Ccleftial of Love, N. 795. 796. 1430 j 
that they iiltewifc celebrated holy Worlhip in Groves, appears fioro 
thofe Things which are contained in this Verfe. " Abrabam planted a Grove 
in Bcer-Jheba^ and calUd ihtre on ibe Name of the everlafling God" as alfo from 
the Signification of Orchard, which is Underftanding, \<. 100. 108. 1588, 
and of Tree?, which are Perceptions, N. 103.2163. That they were forbid, 
appears from what follows-, in Mofes, " Thou fiialt not plane thee a Grove of 
•' any Trees nti: unto the Altar of Jehovah thy God, which thou fhalt make 
" unto thee. Neither fhalt thou fet thee up any Image, which Jc- 
•* hovah thy God hatcth," Deut. xvi. 21, Z2. In the fame, " Ye fhail de- 
" ftroy their Altars, break their Images, and cut down their GreveSy'* 
Exod. xxxiv, 13, and " that they fhould burn their Groves with 
'* Fire," Deut. xii. 3. And becaufe the Jews and Ifraeliies^ among 
■whom the Rite reprefentative of the Antient Lhorch was introduced, were 
only in Externals, nor lefs than Idolaters in their Heart, being ignorant of and 
not willing lo know what is the Internal, and what is Life after Death, as well 
as what the Ccleftial Kingdom of the MefTiah (hould be, as often as they 
were at Liberty, they foleniniz'd prophanc Worfhip upon Mountains and 
Hills, as alfo in Groves and Woods, as likcwifc inftead of Mountains and Hills 
they made to themfelves High Places, and inftead of Groves the graven 
Image of a Grove, as may appear in many Places in the Word; as in the 
Book of Judges, " The Children of Ifrael fcrved Baalim and the Groves," iii, 
7. In the Book of Kings, *' Ifrael made Groves, provoking Jehovah to 
" Anger," x!v. 15. and elfewhere "Judah built themfelves M^i /"/(i^j, and 
" Images, and Grw«, on every higb Htll,^f\6.unAct every green Tree," i Kings , 
Xiv. 23. Elfe-where, " The Children of Ifrael built themfelves High Places 
*' in all their Cities, And they fet them up Images and Groves on every iigb 
Hill, and under every green Tree" 1 Kings xvii. 9, 10. And clfewhercp 
" Manaffeh King of Judah reared up Altars to Baal, and made a Grove, as 
** did Ahab King of Ifiael. And he fet a graven Image of the Grove that he 
** had made, in the Houfe of God," 2 Kings xxi. 3, 7. from which it is plain 
they made Images of a Grove 1 which that they were dcftroyed by King 
Jejiah, fee there, " Jofiah order'd to be brought out of the Houfe of Jehovah 
*' all the VefTels that were made for Baal, and for the Grove, and tor the 
•' Sun, and for the Moon, and for all the Hofl of Heaven, and burnt them 
" without Jerufatem, and the Houfcs where the Women wove Hangings for 
" the Grove. And he brake in Pieces the Images, and cut down the Groves, 
*' which Solomon had made, alfo the Grove which was in Bethel^ which Jero- 
boam hadmadc," a iC/»j:JXXtii.4, 5)6, 7,14, 15. Bcfidcs, ihaffuch Things 
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were deftroyed by Hezekiab, in the fame Book, " He removed the High 
** Places, and brake the Images, and cue down the Groves^ and brake in Pieces 
" the brazen Serpent which Mofes had made," 2 Kings xviii. 4. That the 
brazen Serpent was holy in the Time ai Mofes is evident, but when the External 
was worfliipped, it was made prophane, and was broke to pieces i for the 
fame Reafon Worfhip was forbid upon the Mountains and in Groves. Thefe 
Things appear moreover in the Prophets. In Ifaiab, " Enflaming your- 
" felvcs with Idols under every green 7r«, flaying the Children in the Valleys 
" under the Clefts of the Rocks. Among the fmooth ftones ot the Scream is 
" thy Portion; they, they are thy Lot-, even to them haft thou poured a 
" Drink offering, thou haft offered a Meat-offering, Upon a lofty and high 
" Mounlain haft thou fct thy Bed ; even thither wentcft thou up to offer Sacri- 
*' fice," Jvil. 5, 6, 7. In the fame, " At that Day Ihali 3 Man look to his 
*• Maker, and his Eyes (hall have refpeft to the Holy One of Ifracl. And 
" he Ihall not look to the Altars, the Work of his Hands, neither ftiall refpeft 
•' that which his Fingers have made, neither ihtGroves, nor the Images," 
xvii. 7, 8. In Micab, " And I will cut off Witchcrafts out of thine Hand j 
" thy graven Images alfo will I cut off", and thy ftanding Images out of the 
" Midft of iheei and will pluck up thy Groves out of the Midft of theci to 
** will I deftroy thy Cities," v. 12, 13, 14. In Ezekiel, " When their Slaitl 
*' ftiall be among their Idols round about their Altars, upon every bigb Hill in 
** all the Tops of ihtir Mountains, and under every green Tree, and under 
*' every ihick Oak," vi. 13. From hence it is evident, from what Original, 
proceeded idolatrous Worfliip, namely, that Objcfts reprcfcnting and fignify- 
ing were worfhipped j the Antients who lived before the Flood, faw fomething 
reprefentative and fignicative of the Kingdom of the Lord, in every Thing, 
as well in Mountains, as in Hills, in Fields, in Valleys, in Gardens, Groves, 
"Woods, in Rivers and Waters, in Paftures and Flocks, in Trees of every 
Kind, in Animals alfo of every Sort, in the Luminaries of Heaven, but 
never with their Eyes, Icfs their Minds, fixt to the Objcdl, but they were the 
Means of chinking of the celeftial and fpiritual Things which ate in the King- 
dom of the Lord ; and this to that Degree, that there was nothing in univerfal 
Nature which did not fervc them for Means; thus aifo it is in itlelf, that all 
and fingular Things are Reprefentatives, which at this Day is a Secret, and 
fcarcc can be believ'd by any Body. But after the Celeftial, which is of Love 
toward the Lord, perifti'd, then Mankind was no longer in that State, namely, 
that by Objefts, as Means, they could lee the celeftial and fpiritual Things 
of the Kingdom of the Lord i but yet the Antients after the Flood knew from 
Traditions and the Colletflions of fome that tbofe Things were fignified, and 
becaufe they fignified, accounted them alfo holy, hence was the reprefentative 
Worftiip of the Antient Church, which Church, becaufe Spiritual, was not in the 
Perception, that 16 it fhould be, but in the Knowledge, for it was in Obfcurity 
refpeftivcly, N. 2715, yet they did not worftiip Externals, but by Externals 
were put in Remembrance of Internals, and when they were in thofe 
Reprefentatives and Signicatives, they were in the Holy of Worfliip i this 
No VI. I tbcy 
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they could likcwife do, becaufe they were m fp'iritwl Love, thac is, in 
Charity, which they made the EfTcntial ofWor(]iipi wherefore the Holy 
from the Lord might fluw into their Worfhip: But when the State of Man- 
kitid was become (o changed and perverted from the Good of Charity, that 
ihey no longer believed that a heavenly Kingdom would be given, or Life 
after Death, but that they fliould be in a like State with Animals, bcfidcs 
what they only tlioughc, as likewile at this Day, then the holy reprefcntative 
Worfhip was turned into Idolatry, and Externals were worfhipped ; from 
hence among many Nations, even among the Jewi and IJf-aelites, Worfhip 
was not reprefcntative, but of Reprefentatives and Signicatives, that is, of 
Externals without Internals. With refpeft to Groves in particular, they 
were among the Antients of a various Signification, and indeed according to 
the Species of Trees which were there i Groves, where there were Olive-Trees, 
fignified the Celeftials of Worfliipi Groves, where there were Vines, figni- 
fied its Spirituals 1 but Groves, where there were Fig-trees, where there were 
Cedars, where there were Fir-trees, where there were Poplars, where there 
were Oaks, the various Things which belong to Celeftials and Spirituals ; 
here Grove or Arbour is fimpiy named, and figmfi»s thofe Things whicli are 
of Rationals, which are joined to DoClrine and the Knowledge thereof; for 
Trees in general fignify Perceptions, N. 103. 2163-, but when they are 
predicated of the Church fpiritual, fignify Knowledge, for this Reafon, becaufe 
the Man of the fpiritual Church has no other Perceptions than thofe which he 
acquires by Knowledge from DoiSrine or the Word, for thefe become his 
Faith, fo his Confcience, from which is Perception. 

2723. But with refpeft to Bter-Jheba, Beerfieba fignifies the State and 
Quality of Doiftrine, namely, that it is Divine, to which are joined 
human Rationals, as may appear from the Series of Things that are treated 
of from Ver. 22, to this, N. 2613. 2614; alfo from the Signification 
of the very Word in the original Tongue which is the Well of the 
Oath and [even; that Well is the Doi5trine of Faith, may be feen 
N. 2702. 2720; that Oath is Conjunction, N. 2720, as alfo Covenant 
which is made by Oath, N. 1996. 2003. 2021.2037, and that Seven is 
Holy, fo Divine, N, 395. 433. 716. 881, from which it may appear, 
that it fignifies the Doftrine which is Divine in itfelf with Rationals joined 
or with human Appearances j that from hence Beer-jheha is derived, is plain 
from the Words oi Abraham, " Abraham faid. For thefe feven Ewe Lambs 
fhalt thou take of my Hand, that they may be a Witnefs unto me that I have 
digged this IVetl ; -wherefore he called that Place Beer-Jheba; becaufe there they 
/ware both of them 1 thus they made a Covenant in Beer-Jheba" Ver. 30, 3 1, 
32. - In like Manner from the Words oi I/aac in the following Chap. xxvi. 
** And it came to pafs the fame Day, that Ifaac's Servants came and told him 
concerning the Well which they had digged, and faid unto him, we have 
found Water. And he called it Shcba ; (Oath and feven) therefore the Name 
of the City is Beer-Jheba unto this Day," Ver. 32, 33. There alfo the Wells are 
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trMted of, al out which Abraham had a ContfntionwUh Mimdech, and ofthe 
Covenant made with him, and by Eter-flstha are fignified human Raiionals 
again joined to the Doftrine of Faith, and becaiife again joined, and lb made 
Doflrine for human Apprehenfion, it is called City, that City is Dodlrinal 
in its Complex, may be ieen N. 402. 2263. 2450. 2451. Befide?, Bitr- 
jbeba Is named in a like Signification with refpeft to the Internal Senfe, Cm. 
xxii. 19. Chap. xxvL 22. Chap, xxviii. lo. Chap. x!vi. j, 5. Jof.xv. 28. 
xix. 1, 2. I Sam, viii. 2. i Kings xix. 3. and in an oppofite Senfe, Am. v. 5. 
viii. 13, 14. The Extenfion of Cclcftials atid Spirituals, which are of Doc- 
trine, is fignified in the interna! Senfe, where the Extenfion of the Land of 
Canaan is defcribed, from Ban to Beer-Jheba; by the Land of Canaan is 
fignified the Kirgdom of the Lord, as likewife the Church, confequently 
the Celcftials and Spirituals which are of Do£trine ; as in the Book of Judges, 
" Then all the Children of Ifrael went out, and the Congregation was 
" gathered together, as one Man, from Dan to Beer-fheba," xx. i. In 
the Book of SamueU " All Ifrael from Dan lo Beer-Jhcba," r Sam. iii. 20. 
Again, " To tranflate the Kingdom from the Houfe of Saul, and to fe: 
•' up the Throne of David over Ifrael, from Dan even to Beir-Jheba," 2 Sam. 
iii. 10. Again, " Hufhai coimfelled Abfalom, that all Ifrael might be 
" gathered together from Dan even to Beer-Jfieia, 2 Sam. xvii, ir. Again, 
*' David faid to Joab, Go thro* all the Tribes of Ifrael/rera Dan even to Beer- 
" Jbeba, 2 Sam. xxiv. 2, 7. Again, " There died of the People /rora Dan 
" even to Beer-fi>eba feventy thoufand Men," 2 Sam. xxiv. 15. In the Book 
of Kings, *' And Judah and Ifrael dwelt fafcly, every Man under his Vine, 
•' and under his Fig-tree, from Dan even to Beer-theha, all the Days of Solo- 
" mon," I Kings iv. 25. 

2724. And he called there on the Name of the everlafting God, that it 
fignifies Worfhip from thence, appears from the Signification of, to call on 
the Name of God, which is Worlhip, of which, N. 440. They who were 
of the Antient Church, by Name did not undcrftand Name, but every 
Quality, N. 144, 145. 768. 1754. 1896. 2009; fo by the Name of God 
every Thing in one Complex by that, God was worfhipped, and fo every 
Thing of Love and Faith; but when the Internal of Worlhip was loft, and 
only the External rcmain'd, then by the Name of God they began to under- 
ftand nothing more than the Name, fo that they worfhipp'd the Name itfelf, 
not regarding from what Love, or from what Faith 1 therefore the Nations 
began to diftinguifh themfelves by the Names of Gods, and the y^wj and 
Ifraeliles above the reft, by that which they fhoukl worlhip Jehovah, plac- 
ing the EJTential of Worftiip in naming and invocating the Name, whereas 
the Worfhip of the Name only is no Worlhip, but praflicable by the worft 
of Men, who by that prophane it the more. But becaufe by the Name of 
God is fignified every Thing of Worfhip, that is, every Thing of Love and 
Faith, which are the EflTentJals of Worfhip, hence appears what is underftood 
by hallowed be thy Name, in the Lord's Prayer, Mati. vi. 9. by thefe Things 
which the Lord faid, " Ye fhall be hated of all Men for my Name*sfake" 
la " Matt. 
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Mart. X. 22. *' If two of you agree on Earth as touching any Thing that 
•* they (hall aflt, it fhall be done for them of my Father which is in 
" Heaven. For where two or three arc gathered together in my Name, 
" there am I in the niidft of them," Mall, xviii. 19, 20. " And every one 
" [hat hath forfaken Houfes, or Brethren, or Sifters, or Father, or Mother, 
•' or Wife, or Children, or Lands for my Name's fake, fliail receive an 
" hundred-fold, and ftiall inherit everlafting Life," Mall. xix. 29. " Ho- 
" fannah to the Son of David, blefTcd is he who cometh in the Name of the 
" Lord*' Matt. xxi. 9. " For I fay unto you, ye Ihali not fee mc hcnce- 
*' forth, till ye fhall fay, Blefled is he that cometh in the Name of ibe Lord^*' 
Matt, xxiii. 39. '* Ye (hall be hated of ail Nations for my Name's fake. And 
*' then (hall many be offended, and fhall betray one another, and Ihall hate 
*' one another, and all thefc Things /ur wry Name's fake^* Matt. xxiv. 9, 10. 
*• But to as many as received him, to them gave he Power to become the Sons 
*' of God, even to them that believe in his Name," John i, 12. " He that 
** believeth not, is condemned already, becaufe he hath not believed in the 
*' Name of the only begotten Son of Cod" iii. 18. " Jefus fald, whatfoevcr ye 
" fhall afk in my Name, that I will do," John xir. 14, 15. Chap. xv. 16. 
Chap. xvi. 23, 24, 26, 27. " Jefus faid, 1 have manifefted ihy Name to the 
*' Men which thou gaveft me," John xvii. 6. " Holy Father, keep thro' 
*' thine own Name thofe whom thou haft given me, that they may be one, 
*' as we are," John xvii, 11, 12. " And I have declared unto them thy Name, 
•* and will declare itj that the Love wherewith thou haft loved me, may be 
** in ihcm, and I in them," John xvii. 26. " That ye might believe that 
*' Jefus is the Chrift the Son of God, and that believing ye might have Life 
" thro' his Name," John xx. 31. bcfidcs in many Places in the Old Tefta- 
mcnt, in which by the Name of Jehovah and of God, is not iinderfVood Name, 
but every Thing of Love and Faith, £rom which is Worlhip-, but they who 
worfhip the Name only, without Love and Faith, of thofe thus it is laid in 
Matthew^ " Many fliall fay unto me in ih.it Day, Lord, Lord, have we not 
*' prophefied in thy Name, and in ihy Name call out Devils, and in thy Namt 
" done many wonderful Woiksj and then will I profefs unto them I know 
*' you not i depart from mc ye that work Iniquity," vii. 22, 23. When, 
as it has been faid, the Man of the Church from an Internal is made an Exter- 
nal, and has begun to place Wor(hip in Name alone, then they no longer 
acknowledge one God, but many ; for it was ufual with the Antients to add 
fomething to the Name of Jehovah, and from thence to remember fome 
Benefit or Attribute of His, as here. " H: called on the Name of the Ever- 
*' lafling God,'' In the following Chap. xxii. " Abraham called the Name of 
" that Place, Jehovah firth, that is, he will fee," Ver. 14. "Mofes built an 
*' Altar, and called the Name of it, Jehovah Nifft, that is, my Standard," 
Exod. xvii, 15. " Gideon built an Altar to Jehovah, and called it Jehovah 
" Schalem, that b, Peace,'' J«(/^. vi. 24. befides other Places. Hence it 
was, that thofe who place Wor^ip io Name alone, acknowledged fo many 
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Gods; and that from thence aifo among the Gentiles, chiefly in Greece, and 
at Rome, fo many Gods were acknowledged and worfhipped, when yet in the 
Antient Church, from whence tliofe Epithets fprung, they never worfhipped 
more than one God reverenced under fo many Nimes, for this Reafon, be- 
caufc by Name isunderftood Quality. 

2725. Ver. ^4. And /Ibrabam fojourned in the Phtlifiines Land many Dayj. 
Abraham foiourned in the Philiftines Land many Days, fignifics that the Lord 
joined to the Doftrine of Faith many Things from the Science of Human 
Knowledge. 

2726. That Abraham fojourned in the Philiftines Land many Days, figni- 
fies that the Lord fhould join to the Doftrine of Faith many Things from the 
Science of human Knowledge, appears from the Signification of, to Ibjourn. 
which is to inftruft, of which, N. 1463. 2025-, from the Reprefentation of 
Abraham, which is the Lord, of which, N. 1965. 1989. 2011. 2501 ; from the 
Signifieation of the Land of the Philiftines ot Philtftia, which is the Science of 
Knowledge, of which, N. 1197. 119S1 and from the Signification of Days 
which is the State of a Thing, which is treated of N. 23. 487. 488. 493. 893; 
here becaufe Knowledge from Scientilics and Rationals is treated of, and it is 
faid many Days, it fignifies many Days refpeftivcly. It has been dilcourfed 
from Ver. 22, hitherto of human Rationals and Scientifics, added to the Doc- 
trine of Faith, as is plain from the Explanations, here is the Conclufion of 
them. With refpeft to the Thing itfelf, as it is more profound in itfeif, and 
as the fame is amply handled in the following Chap, xxvl, wc (hall here 
defer any farther Explanation. 
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Df Marriages, how they are confider'd in the Heavens, 
and of Aduheries. 

^yty. 'Tf/^HjH' is genuine conjugal Love ^ and from whence its 
'^ Original, few at this Day know, for this Reafon, becaufe 
few are in it ; almofl all believe that it is innate, and fo, as they fay, 
fffwsfrom a natural InjlinSi, and the more fo, as there is alfo a Matri- 
mony' exifls among Animals ; when yet fuch is the Difference beiwecfi J^ie 
conjugal Love among Men, and the conjugal ASlion among Animals, as 
there is between the State of Man, and the State of a brute Animal. 

2728. And becaufe few at this Day, as has been Jaidy know what 
genuine conjugal Love is, it f:all be defcribed from thfe Things that have 
been dif cover d. Conjugal Love derives its Original from the Divine 
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Marriage of Good and Trtifh, fo from the Lord Himfe}/; thai Conjugal 
Love is from thence, does not appear to the Scnfe and Apprehenfion, but 
yet it may appear from the Influx and from Correfpondency, bcfuici from 
the Word. From Influx, Heave?], by the Union of Good and Truth 
•which (laivi from the Lord, is compared to Marriage, and is called 
Marriage -, from Correfpondency, when Good united to Truth foivs do^&ft 
into the inferior Spher-e, it fupports the Union of Minds ^ when it Jiows 
into a yet more inferior Sphere, it fupports Marriage : IVherefore the 
Union of Minds from Good united to Truth by the Lord, is the very con- 
jugal Love it/elf. 

2729. That from hence is genuine conjugal Love, may Hken^Dife appear 
from this, that no Perfon can be in it, unlefs he is in the Good of Truth 

and in the Truth of Good from the Lord; as alfo from this, that celejlial 
Happinefs and Felicity is in that Love ; and they who arc in it, all come 
into Heaven, or into the Celejiial Marriage : Alfo from this, when there 
is a Difcourfe among the Angels about the Union of Good and Truth, then 
the Reprejentative of Marriage is fupported in the inferior Splxre among 
good Spirits ; but the Reprefentative of Adultery is fupported among the 
evil Spirits ; hence it is, that in the JVord the Union of Good and Truth 
is called Marriage, but the Adulteration of Good and the Falfification of 
Truth, Adultery and IVhoredom, as may befeen N. 2466. 

2730. The Men of the mofi Antient Church above all others on this 
Earth, lived in genuine conjugal Love, becaufe they were celejlial, from 
Good in truth, and in the Kingdom of the Lord together with Angels^ 
and to them Heaven was in that Love. But their Pvjierity, among 
whom the Church fell off, began to love their Children, not their IVives ; 
for Children may be loved by "wicked Men, but a Wife cannot be loved 
but by good Men. 

2731. It was heard from thofe Antients, that conjugal Love is fuch, 
that it would be viholly another's, and this reciprocally, mutually and 
interchangeably, as that the ConjunSiion of Minds is fuch, that this 
reciprocal Mutuality is in all and fmgular Cafes of Life, and in all and 

fingular Exprejions oj the AffeSlion, and in all and fingular ABs of the 
Thoughts : Therefore it was inflituted by the Lord, that Wivfs are the 
AffeSliom of the Good which is of the Will, and Hufbands are the 
Thoughts of Truth which are of the Vnderflanding^ and that Marriage 
is from thence, fuch as it is between the Will and the Underjianding^ and 
betivcen all and fingular thoji' Things in the Man, who is in the Good of 
Truth, and the Truth of Good. 

2732. 
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2732. I talked with the Angels about this reciprocal Mutuality, what 
it ivas, and they /aid, it was the Image and Similitude of one Pcrfon in 
the Mind of another, and that fo they cohabit not only tn the Singulars 
hut alfo in the Intimacies of Life, and that the Love and Mercy of the 
Lord might flow into fuch an One with Happinefs and Felicity. They 
faid alfo, that they who in the Life of the Body lived in fuch a conjugal 
Love, may be together and cohabit in Heaven as Angels, fometimes alfo 
with Children ; hut that there were at this Day very few from the 
Chrijlian JVorld, hut from the mojl Antient Church, which was celefiial^ 
all J and from the Antient Church, which was Jpiritual^ many : But 
they who li-ud in Marriage not joined in conjugal Love, but tn lafcivious 
Love, that theyjhould be feparated in the other Life, becaufe nothing of 
Lafcivioufnefs is fuffer'd in Heaven j and that they are yet more fcparatedt 
who are mutually averfe to one another, and yet more thofe who hated one 
another ; when they both come firjl into the other Life, they often meet^ 
but after they have fuffered HardJJjips, are feparated. 

27-^3. There were certain Spirits, who according to their Manner in 
the Life of the Body, infejied me with a peculiar Importunity, and this 
by a kind offoft and as it were waving Infux, fuch as is uj'ually that of 
good Spirits, hut it was perceiv'd that in them there was Craft inefs and 
the like, that they might catch and deceive ; at length I talked with one 
oj them, who, as it was told me, had been General of an Army, lohen he 
lived in the World, and becaufe I perceiv'd, that in the Ideas of his 
' Ihought there was a Lafcivioufnefs, I talked with him concerning Mar- 
riage, the Speech of Spirits is illuflrated by Reprefentatives, which fully 
expreffes the Smfe, and many Things in a Moment ; he faid that he ac- 
counted Adulteries in the Life of the Body as nothing ; but it nsas granted 
me to tell him, that Adulteries were abominable, akho' they appear before 
thofe^ who are fuch, from the Pleafure they take, and from the Perfua- 
five from thence, that they are not fuch, nay, that they are lawful j 
which alfo he could know from this, that Marriages are the Seminaries 
of Mankind, aiidfrom thence alfo the Seminaries of the heavenly King- 
dom, and therefore f^ould never he violated, but he accounted holy ; as 
likewife from this, that be ought to kno^v, as he was in the other Life, 
and in a State of Perception, that conjugal Love defends from the Lord 
thro' Heaven, and that from that Love, as from a Parent, was derived 
mutual Love, which is the Firmament of Heaven; and from this, that 
Adulteries, when thy only come near the celejlial Societies, perceive their 
own ftrong Jlinking Scents and throw themfehes from thence towards 
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Hell ; at leafl be might know, that to "violafe Marriages was contrary to 
tbe Divine Laws, and contrary to the civil Laws of a/i Nations, ai well 
as contrary to the genuine Light of Reafon, and contrary to the Order as 
well Divine as Human, and much more hefides. But he anfwer'd, that 
he never knew fuch Things in the Life of the Body, nor thought about 
them J he was willing to reafon whether it was fo, but it was faid, that 
"Truth would not admit Reafonings in the other Life, for they are patro- 
nized by Pleafures, fo by Evils and Falfilies, and that he ought firfi to 
think of thofe Things which had been faid, becaufe they were Truths ; 
or even from that Principle, which was exceedingly well known in the 
World, that no Man ought to do to another which be would not have 
another do to him ; andfo if any Jliould deceive his Wife, whom he loved, 
as every one does in the Beginning of his Marriage, then when he was 
in a State of Jinger upon fuch an Occafion, if Jhe could fpeak from that 
State, whether he would not himfelf alfo abhor Adulteries, and then, as 
he had a good Share of S(}fe, he would confirm himfelf againji thofe 
Things more than others, fo as at lafl to damn them to Hell; thus he 
might judge himfelf from himfelf. 

2734. They who in the Life of the Body enjoy d Happinefs in Mar- 
riages from genuine conjugal Love, they alfo have Happinefs in the 
other Life, fo that the Happinefs of one Life is continued to them in 
the other, and there becomes a Union of Minds, in which confijls 
Heaven; it was told me, that the Kinds of celejUal and jpiritual Felicities 
were from thence only mofi univerfal, and in Number unlimited. 

2735. Genuine conjugal Love is the Image of Heaven, and when it 
is reprejented in the other Life, it is done by the mofi beautiful Things, 
•which can poffibly be Jeen by the Eyes and apprehended by the Miiid; 
It is reprejented by a Virgin of inexprejjible Beauty circled with a 
white Cloud, fo that fje may be faid to be Beauty itfelf in Effence and 
Form ; it was faid, that from conjugal Love was all Beauty in the 
other Life j the Afc£lions and Thoughts of it are reprefented by adaman- 
tine Airs fparkUng as it were with Rubies and Carbuncles, and tbefe 
with Delights which affeSi the mofi intimate Receffes of Minds : But en 
the firfi Approach of afiy Thing lafciniious, they are feparated. 

2736. I was inflruSled, that genuiiie conjugal Love is Innocence itfelf, 
which dwells in Wifdon ; there arefome who have lived in conjugal Love, 
who in IViJ'dom ere before all in Heaven, and are even beheld by others, 
who appear as Infants in a fiourifking and blooming Age ; and whatever 
then happens^ is to tUm Joy and Felicity : They are in the inmofl Hea-r 
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V}hich is called the Heaven of Innocence ; from tbcnce the Lcrd 
fiiywi into conjugal Love; and from that Ukaven Angds ajjiji Men 
%vbo live in that Love; they likewife affiji Injants in their Jirfl 
dge. 

2737. In thofe who live in conjugal Love^ are opened the Interiors (f 
the Mind thro' Heaven even unto the Lord, for this Love fows from 
the Lord thro' the Intimate of the Mind, Jrom whence they have the 
Kingdom of the Lord in themfehes, and Jrom hence they have genuine 
Love towards Infants, for the fake of the Kingdom of the Lord ; and 

from hence they above all others are receptible of celejlial Loves, and 
are above all others in mutual Love, for it comes from hence as a Current 
from its Fountain. 

2738. Mutual Love, fmb as is in Heaven, is not as conjugal Love-, 
this is to dejire to be in the Life of another as one, but that to wijh better 
to another than one's Self, fuch as is the Love of Parents to their Children, 
andjuch as that is of thofe who are affeSled with the Plea jure of doing 
Good, not for the fake of thcmfehes, but for the Jake of this that it is a Plea- 
lure to them ; fuch an angelic Love is derived from conjugal Love, and 
hence it is born as an Infant of its Parent, wherefore it is in Parents 
towards their Children ; this Jjove is prfferved in Parents by the Lord, 
altho' they are not in conjugal Love, for this Reafon, that Mankind 
might not perljh. 

2739. From the Marriage of Good and 'Truth in the Heavens defend 
ail Loves, fuch as the Love of Parents towards thesr Children, the Love 
cf Prethren between themfehes, and the Love towards Kindred, and fo 
on according to the Degrees in that Order : According to thofe Loves 
which are unitedly froin Good and Truth, that is, from Love and Faith 
in the Lord, all the heavenly Societies are formed, which are fo joined by 
the Lord that they exhibit one Man, wherefore alfo Heaven is called the 

' Create^ Man, there are ineffable Varieties, all which draw their 
Original and are derived from the Union of Good and Truth Jrom the 
Lord, which Union is the celejlial Marriage ; bcfice it is, that from the 
Marriages on Earth is taken the Origin of all Relations and Affinities, 
end in like Manner are derived Loves according to their Degrees mutually 
between themfehes ; but in as much as there is not conjugal Love at this 
Day, Confanguinities and Affinities are indeed reckon' d from thence, but 
they are not the Confanguinities and Affinities of Love. In the moft 
Anlient Church there were alfo fuch Derivations of Love ^ wherefore m 
the Heavens they dwell together dijlinguijh'd as it -were into Nations, 
o VI. K Familiei, 
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PamilifSt and Houfes^ ail wkici} ackmmkdgi the Lord as ibm- umtn 
Parent. 

2740. Genuine conjugal Love is not praSicabU but betvteen two 
married People, that is, in the Marriage of one Hujband and one Wifi, 
never between more at the fame Time, for this Reafon, becaufe conjugal 
Love is mutual and reciprocal, and of the Life of one is that of the 
other abemateh, fo that tbey are as it were one ; fucb an Unioti is given 
between two^ out not between more, more cut afunder that Love, ^he 
Men of the mq/i ^tieta Church, -who were celeflial, and in the Perce. 
tion of Good and 'trutht as jfygels, had only one Wife; they faid, w 
with one IVife they perceiv'd heavenly Delights and Felicittt 
the Marriage of more was only named, they /eem'd in a Morrer 
Marriage of one Hujband and one Wife, defcended, as has been faii 
from the Marriage of Good and Truth, or from celeflial Ma 
riage, which is Juch^ may manifejity appear fr$m the Words ^ 
the Lord in Matthew, " ytfus faid, Have ye not read, that be 
which made them at the Beginning, made them Male and Female? 
jind faid, that for this Caufejhall a Man leave Father and Mother, and 
Jhall cleave unto his Wife -, and they twain Jbcdl be me Flejh. Whirs' 
fore they are no more twain but one Flejio. IVhat therefore God bath 
joined together, let no Man put afunder, Mofes, becaufe of the Hard- 
nefs of your Hearts, Juffered you to put away your Wives ; but from the 
Bediming it was not fo : But all Men cannot receive this Saying, fave 
they to whom it is given," x\x. i^. to 12. 

2741. Good and Truth flow continually from the Lord into all, in 
like Manner does genuine conjugal Love, but it is diverjly received, and 
eu it is received, fucb it is ; in lajcivious Men it is turned into Laf^ 
civioufnefs, in Adulterers into Adulteries, celeflial Felicity into a filthy 
Pleafure, fo Heaven into Hell; this is as the Light of the Sun falling 
upon ObjeSs, which is received according to the Form of the ObjeSJj, 
and becomes blue, red, yellow, green, dark, even black, according to its 
Reception. 

2742. 7ll}ere is given a kind ofLikenefs of conjugal Love to fome, 
but yet it is not real if they gre not in the Love of Good and Truth, it is 
Love appearing as conjugal, but it is from the Caufes of the Love of the 
World and of Self ^ namely, that they may be ferved at Home, that they 
may be in Security, that they may be in Idlenefs, that they may be 
minijlred to when they are not well and when they grow old, for the fake 
pf their Children whom they Itrue -, in fome it is a Compulfon from Fear 

fr^ the Wifrf J or Reputation, for Evils; in fome it is the Love ofWan- 

tonnefs 
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"flywi-, wi^w /Ai?y lived in the JVorlJ, Adulterers abff\!? others ; where 
any Wife was handjime and young, they enter d mthout any Confiience, 
■3nd by tbofe Stratagems entic'd them to the A^ of Adultery ; they are 
invifshUt nor •will they fuffer ihemfehes to be deteBed, becaufe they are 

; incognito; they are likewife cruel, h(we fiudied only far tbemfehes, and 
accounted it as nothing if the whole World had periflfd for them: Such 
at this D^ are in great Numbers, and it was faid from the Chri/lian 
0^orld: Their H^liis the mo/l grievous of all. 

-, 2755. 7he Hells of Adulterers are many^ there they lave nothing more 
tbaa Filth and Excrements, thefe then are their Delights -, which may 

^^ptar alfo from many of that Sort in the Life of the Body, to whom 
it is a Pleafure to think and relate beafily Things, but abjlaln only for 
the fake of Decency. The Pleafure of Adultery is turned in the ether 
Life intofuch Things ; this is jujl as when the Heat of the Sun, alfo the 
Vernal Warmth, falls upon Excrement or upon a Dead Carcafs. 

2756. There are thofe who held for a Principle a Communion of 
Wives; they in the other Life talk like good Mert, but are malicims and 
deceitful i their Punijhment is horrible, they are gather' d as it were into 
a Bundle, and reprefentatively as a Serpent is extended round, and girds 
ail like a Heap bundled together, andfo are thrown away. 

*757- When I had been led thro' feveral Manfons, I came to one, 
where a Heat feizd on my Feet and Loins, it was fold that tlxre thofe 
were who indulged their Pleafures, and had not yet extingmjh'd the 
natural Deftre of procreating a SucceJJion of Children. 

2758. That genuine conjugal Love is Heaven, is reprefented in the 
Kingdoms of Nature, for nothing is given in univerfal Nature, which 
fome Way or other does not reprefent the Kingdom of the Lord in common; 
for the Natural Kingdom deduces its whole Original Jrom the fpiritual 
Kingdom, which is without an Original before itfelf, it is nothing, any 
Thing unconneBed from the Caufe, fo fram the End, is not given, which 
IncornieBion falls to Pieces in a A^meni, and becomes nothing ; hence 
now are the Reprefentativesof the Kingdom of the Lord in the Kingdoms 
of Nature. Ihaf conjugal Love is Heaven, is plain Jrom the Transfor- 
mation offmall Worms into Grubs or Meggots, andfo into winged Infers ; 
for when the I'ime of their Nuptials comes, which is when they put off the 
terreflrial Form, which is their vermicular or worm-like Form, and are 
marked with Wings^ and become VoUuHes, then are they elevated into 
the Atmofphere, their Heaven, there they play among tbemfelves, ail 
Marriages, lay their Eggs, and are murijhed with the Juices from

/aid that fhev "UKi/ld knotv the Lord, to whefi Name they commended 
tbemfehes; they knew hut Utile befides if Faith and its Myflertes ; afteni 
them there r(fe tip others^ tsbo knev: a little more j it was perceivem 
that their Interiors might he opened, for this in the other Life may Be ffftW 
Ttifefily perceived ; they had a Canfcience, which ivat communicated w/jS 
mCj that I might know, and it ivas faid that they had lived Jimpfy iif 
conjugal Lew, tlxy j'aid that' they had loved their Wives, and had ah^^ 
fiaimdfrom Adulteries j that they had dene thefe Things from a Principle 
'q/' Conjcience, appear djrora this, becaufe they jaid that they cottid not do 
ctherwife hecauje it -was contrary to their JVHl: Such are injiru^ed tn 
the other Life^ end are perfeSed tn the Good of L&ve and the Truth oj 
Faith J ana are at length received among Angels, 
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
